Men came rushing wildly down the stair- 
way through flames and emerging into the 
crowd with burned faces and hands. Among 
those who escaped in this manner was A. J. 
Blethen, the editor and proprietor of the 
Tribune, Who Was writing at his desk in the 
main editorial room on the sixth floor when 
the fire broke out. He says he saw Prot. 
Olson rushing after him, but when he started 
to descend to the fourth floor he saw Prof. 
Olson stop, and he supposes he went to the 
window. Hh 

The editorial rooms of the Minneapdlis de- 
partmept of the St. Paul Sivneer-J’ress were 
on the sixth floor, and Milton Pickett, the 
assistant city editor, was killed. He jumped 
after he had stood at his post as long as he | 
could, only to be knocked lifeless on the pave- 
ment below. He was badly burned about 
the face and arms, and his eyes bulged from 
their sockets. He was one of the best-known 
newspaper meén iu the Twin Cities. 

A terrible sight waa witnessed from the 
street below. A man was seen to climb out 
on the window-sill, look at death below if he 
jumped and at the seething mass of flames 
behind him. He at lastdrew from his pockét 
a revolver, placed it to his head, and fired. 
He had killed himself rather than be burned 
todeatn. He fell back into the flames and 
his name will probably never be known. 
This scene almost overpowered those in the 
crowd below, which: was composed almost 
equally of men and women. Many of the lat- 
ter burst inte tears and several fainted,

large power presses. As the floor burned 
from under these they went crashing down, 
down, with thad after thud as they broke 
each floor, and at last struck the base- 
ment and on top of the two new perfecting 
presses of the Evening Journal, the office of 
which was in the corner on the grand floor, 
the pressroom being in the basement. 

Among the occupants of the building were 
the Tribune’ Printing company, the compos- 
ing and editorial rooms being on the sixth 
and seventh floors and the counting room on 
the first floor, the Tribune-Star, evening pa- 
per, the Ewexing Journal, the Svenska Tidende, 
the editorial rooms of the Pioneer Press, the 
Tribune Book Binding company, the Booth 
Law Printuuug company, the Ramsdell En- 
graving company, and numerous reai estate 
and law offices. The latter were unoccupied 
tonight so far as known. 

There isa good deal of criticism at the 
seemingly slow work of the fire department 
in getting the big ladder in place, and .wen 
that it was placed on the Fourth sfreet side 
of the building, when if it had been placed 
on the First avenue south many more might 
have been saved, as the men were nearly all 
in that end of the building. At least eight 
men escaped by the ladder. 

C. M. Shultz, editor of the St. Joseph News, 
‘was one of the first men on the spot, ana he 
witnessed the terrible loss of life. He said: 
*“T left tne Tribune office fifteen minutes be- 
fore the alarm sounded and went to. the 
Times office (a biock away). I at once rushed 
back and met J. K. Mortland, advertising 
solicitor of the Tribune. He said he turned 
in the alarm at the call of J. T. Mannix, 
areporter of the Pioneer- Press, who discov- 
ered the fire burning in some old papers in 
the Republican League rooins. /He rushed in 
and tried to put it out, but had to give it up, 
and he was the man who broke out the 
Fourth street window and gave the alarm 
which Mortiand caught. Ther® was great 
delay in getting the aiarm in. 

A SICKENING SIGHT. 

“T stood on First avenue and saw four men 
fall from the seventh floor to the pavement. 
It was the most sickening sight lever saw. 
One man grabbed a wire and shot out over 
the street like a bullet and then fell. 
The shock when he struck could be plainly 
heard a block away. One man appeared at 
the window wringing his hands and. scream- 
ing: “My wife and babies, my wife’ and’ 
babies.’”’ It was enough to make the strong- 
est man quail. He feli back and was burned 
vo death. One man shot himself, another 
burned to death ina window ledge in full 
view. At leasta hundred people saw him 
writhing. I think at least fifteen perished,” 

A. J. Blethen,the proprietorgof the Tribune, 
said: “I think at least fifteen have perished. 
I barely escaped down the stairway. The loss 
on the pauper will not be large, as there js an 
insurance of $58,000. The job rooms were in- 
sured for $10,000, and the loss is at least 
$20,000.”? > 

Shortly after 1 o’clock the body of Walter 
E. Miles, the Associated Press agent, was 
found in the alley ashapeless mass. He was 
literally cut to pieces, having evidently tried 
to escape by the wires. Tne bodies were re- 
moved to the morgue, and there was 4&4 
pitiful scene as the wives of compositors 
besieged the place to learn if their 
husbands were among the dead. The Journal 
has a new builaing nearly completed and the 
Tribune has just commenced the erection of 
one. The newspapers will be badly crippled, 
as there is oniy one press left m the city, 
that of the Morning Times. 

A VERITABLE FIRE-TRAP. 

Tne Tribune Building is an eight-story 
structure at the corner of First avenue south 
and Fourth street. lt is occupied by the 


Tribune, the Tribune-Star (evening edition of 
the Tribune), the Minneapolis office of the 
Pioneer Press, and the Dvening Journal, 
besides a large number of offices. 
Access to the building is by way of an ele- 
vator around which a@ narrow and dark stair- 
way wound. At night this stairway was the 
only means of ingress and egress. The build- 
ing might be called a veritable fire-trap, and 
the danger to those located there has 
been often commented upon. The fire 
broke out in the thira floor and 
soon the upper stories were cut off from the 
street. The building was on the corner and 
the only adjoining buildings were only one- 
story in height, so that no means of escape 
was afforded in that direction. The flames 
cut off the escape of the Pioneer-P’ress force 
on the sixth floor as well as the Zribune folks 
On the seventh and eighth. 

Reporter Barnes of the Pioneer- Press had a 
narrow escape from the building and left be- 
hind him Milton Pickett, the assistant city 
editor and one of the oldest men in 
the service of the paper, and the latter 
was lost in the burning building. There are 
also as yet unconfirmed reports of the death 
of others :connected with the Pioneer- Press. 
But the Tribune force suffered most. They 
were located higher in the building and had 
less warning of their danger. 

FAITHFUL TO THE DEATH. 

James F. Igoe, the night operator of the 
Associated Press, metasad death as the re- 
sult of his faithfulness tohis employers. He 
Was at work on the seventh floor when the 
report of the fire was first received and im- 
mediately opened his key, stating the fact to 
the head office at Chicago and asking fora 
minute’s time to investigate. Soon he 
returned to his instrument, appar- 
éntly thinking he was safe, and told the 
sending operator to continue. Ina moment 
he said he would have to skip, and found too 
late that’ escape was cut off. He jumped 
from the seventh story window and was so 
badly injured that he died before reaching the 
hospital He leayes a family. An old man 
named Pierce, a printer, was also kil led. 

Prof. Olson, President of the Vermillion 
(S. D.) University, was in one of the editorial 
rooms on the sixth floor and fell from the 
fire-escape and was instantly killed. He 
was spending his Thanksgiving bere 
with his brother and made a triend- 
ly call on a é friend . connected with 
the Tribune. One unknown man lies in 
Cirkler’s drug store, He probably worked on 
the sixth floor of the building. It will be 
impossible to obtain an exact lst tonight, as 
there were nearly 100 persons employed on 
the seventh floor when the fire broke out, 

: ORIGIN OF THE FIRE. 

The fire originated on the third story of the 
building about 10:30 p.m. The elevator man 
noticed the smell of smoke and calied the at- 
tention of someofthe persons around the 
building to it.. The cry of fire was raised 
and several persons went down-stairs from 
the seventh storv wo investigate 
and then returned to work. Before 
long smoke began to fill the narrow 
Stairway, the only one in the building, and 
everybody began to make leisurely prepara- 
tions for tneir departure. No immediate 
danger was feared. The only exits to the 
building, which was erroneously supposed to 
be fire-proof, were @ narrow staircase

Several persons had made their escape in 
thé meantime, but in iess than ten minutes 
the flames sought the elevator shaft, which, 
acting aS a mammoth flue, conveyed the 
flames to the top story, and soon 
the editorial rooms in the 
same side of the building 
where the fire orginated were a eecthing 
mass of flames. Ina few minutes it reached 
the other side, where the composing-room 
was situated. A general alarm was turned 
in, and ail the engines in the city responded 
to the call. 

IMPRISONED PRINTERS. 

The imprisoned printers gathered at the 
windows in the south end and shrieked wiid- 
ly, “despairingly for aid, ‘“ Hurry the lad- 
ders”? was the awful refrain that burdened 
the air. “Hurry the ladders, for God’s 
sake,”’ they shrieked with all the vehemence 
and power that the anguished souls of the 
dozens in peril of their lives by an 
awful death could utter. The vast 
crowd that from the opposite side 
viewed the fire wreak its vengeance shouted 
words of encouragement and good spirits to 
themin strenuous endeavors to buoy them 
up. The long laader seemed to move up ata 
snail’s pace, but was finally rested in position 
and the crowd began to descend, the flames 
making steady encroachments in the 
corner where the frightened men had huda- 
died like cowering animals. The life-nets 
were brought and some were saved: by this 
means. The entire building in less than an 
hour was a mass ofruins. The sparks are 
flying in all directions and adjoining build- 
ings, occupied by the Ideal Restaurant, 
Stearn & Van Winkle’s saloon; and McUrys- 
tle’s tailor-shop, are doomed.

The death list 
is growing and it is now regarded as certain 
that at least fifteen have perished. 

EXTENT OF THE LOSS. 

The Tribune building was five years old, 
an eight-story brick structure, and valued at 
$300,000. The total loss will easily reach over 
a million dollars; insurance not ascertained 
at this time. The building was owned by E. 
A. Harmon. 

At the morgue iay five bodies, that of Prof. 
Olson being: enclosed in a plain white coffin. 
On the floor are the bodies of Jerry Jenkin- 
son, acompositor on the Tribune, a young 
man who was shortly to be married. Be- 
side him are two bodies so bioatved and 
burned, with blood still oozing from the ter- 
ribie wounds that thus far they have not 
been recognized. On two tables are the 


corpses of Robert McCutcheon, a compositor, 


and Milton Pickett, assistant city editor of 
the Pioneer- Press. 

Jenkinson endeavored to make his escape 
on the heavy telegraph wires. He ciambered 
down a short way, but was unable to re- 
tain his held and was obliged to 
let go and dropped to the ground. 
McCutcheon, a big, heavy man, jumped and 
was instantly killed. The report that Dan 
Maloney is dead proves to be erroneous, as 
he has been seen since. Jimmy Kohli, a mes- 
senger boy on the 7ribune, is said to be miss- 
ing. 

The Tribune Job Printing, company is 
probably tne heaviest loser, as it losesa 
number of valuable presses, its full com- 
plement of type, and its bindery. In the 
bindery were destroyed all the court 
calendars that were to be distributed 
Tuesday next and will cause trouble in set- 
ting cases for the December term. The toss 
can be roughly estimated at at least $20,000; 
insurance, $10,000. The Svenske Folkets loses 
its type and files, as its press-

PLAN OF THE FLOORS, 

The. Tribune Building was constructed of 
pressed brick with stone trimmings. Its 
front on Fourth street was 200 feet and its 
depth was about seventy-five feet gon First 
avenue south. It was plastered on’ wire- 
lathe, and was reputed to be fire-proof, The 
main front was profusely Orpamented, and 
it was also artistically broken With oriel win- 
dows and balconies. 

The first floor was occupied by the count- 
ing rooms of the Zvening Journal and the 
Tribune, and by stores and Offices, The sec- 
ond, third, fourth, and fifth, foors were also 
occupied as offices, chiefly, by attorneys, 
and real estate men. On ee floor was 
Mitchell’s immense job prigting establish- 
ment, the Minneapolis deparfinent of the St. 
Paul Pioneer-’ress, the United Press office, 
‘and a few of the 7ribune editorial rooms. 

The seventh floor was used exclusively by 
the Tribune for its editorial, Composing, ana 
stereotyping rooms. A Scandinavian weekly 
newspaper, the Svenska Amepicanska Poster, 
and an extensive bookbindegy occupied the 
en tire eighth floor. . 

The seventh floor was greatly subdivided, 
and contained the large comppsing and stere- 
otyping departments of @ribune. Below 
this the stories were subdi for offices.

STORY OF AN EY&-WITNESS, 


Great Delay in Getting the Ladders Up to 
the Windows. 

St. Paut, Minn., Nov. 30.—[Special.]—Mr. 
A. J. Biethen, editor of the Tribune, arrived 
in St. Paul at midnight with a force of men 
and will get his paper out from the Globe 
office. He says eleven men are known to 
be dead. Among these are Dr. Olson of 
Dakota, Reporter Pickett of the Pioneer- 
Press, John F. Igoe and Walter Miles of 
the Associated Press, and Printers George 
Stevens, William Turnbull, and Harry Whit- 
lock. 

Charles R. Francis, a Tribune reporter, said: 
‘*] was sitting in a barbershop on First and 
South, next to the 7ribune Building, when I 
saw a tire-engine drive up. I paid no atten- 
tion to it until the barber had finished 
shaving me, then Il went out and saw that 
the whole top floor of the building was on 
fire and men were shouting for help. After 
a time, which seemed to me an age, the fire- 
men got a ladder to the sixth floor 
and got out a number of § wmen. 
Far in the corner of the 
building there were men crowded together 
who could not reach the ladder on account of 
the fire. This necessitated the moving of the 
ladder about twenty feet, but all the men were 
got down at last. What hindered the tiremen 
greatly was the network of wires about 
the building. Isaw W. H. Williams and 
Frank Hoover drop from the seventh floor 
to the window-ledge of the fioor below ana 
come down the ladder. They were badly 
burned about the face and hands, but es- 
caped with their lives. A man was 
trying to step from . one window 
to another on the seventh story. He slipped 
ana fell to the window ledge of the sixth 
story and from there to the ground, face 
down, killing him instantly. I then went 
round and hunted up the rest of the editorial 
force. I found ail that were in the building 
at the time of the fire. So none of the 7yibd- 
une editorial force were killed.” 


HOW IGOE HELD THE FORT. 


The Brave Telegraph Operator Stood at 
His Post to the Lact Minute.

THOMAS B. REED. backed up by a near- 
ly solid Pennsylvania deiegation, Mr. Reed 
could not possibly have been elected. It also 
showed that there was little danger of Mc- 
Kiniey’s election. The Western men simply 
threw away the opportunity to place one of 
theirown number in the Speaker/s coair.

In some instances these 
Western supporters ot Reed were moved by 
an honest sentiment that he was entitled to 
the nomination, but tne significant fact was 
that the great majority were changed after 
they came: to Washington. These changes 
only went to show that the tremendous pres-

THE WORK OF THE CAUCUS. 

The determination of the Western candi- 
dates to name Gen. Henderson of Lilinvis for 
Chairman of the caucus was gracefully ac- 
quiesced in by the Reea managers. That he 
would be absolutely impartial no one ques- 
tioned. They were not so ready, however, 
for an open ballot, but knowing they could 
not afford a struggle they agreed, and 
the dallots Mr. Reed had got printed were 
not used. The dodgers, or ‘ band-wagon ” 
members, were woefully discomftited by this 
arrangement. They had fixed up a scheme 
by which their votes were to be given in se- 
cret, and it made them squirm wt stand out 
in broad daylight. The voting showed more 
disagreeable surprises for McKinley than for 
any of the other candidates. According to 
Ben Butterworth’s count it demonstrated 
that while all members were not liars there 
were at least twenty-one who should be 
in this category. Mr. Cannon’s friends were 
rather disappointed at his showing, but they 
had known where the weak spots were and 
they were not surprised. Bartine of Nevada 
did not desert the Illinois candidate by leay- 
ing him, as he simply proposed to show his 
disgust with Reed by voting for all the other 
candidates if there were enough bDallots to 
do it. 

THI£ MINOR OFFICES. 

When the Speakership was out of the way 
and a clerk came to be voted for several Lili- 
nois members who were friendly to McPher- 
son voted against him simply as a protest 
against Quay’s interference with the affairs 
of the House, Col. Dan Shepard dia not 
want his name presented for Sergeant-at- 
Arms, and the Iilinoisans joined the lowa 
delegation in selecting ex-Congressman A. J.

During the 
morning the New York State delegation 
agreed to support Wheatin return for Wis- 
consin votes for Reed as Speaker, The 
Badger members, with the exception of Mc 
Cord, at once drew away from Cannon and 
went into the deal. With Capt. Wheat as 
Doorkeeper a vast amount of patronage 
would have been thrown into Wisconsin. 
But Congressional traders could not carry 
out the bargain, and despite the support of 
New York Adams of Maryland beat W heat. 
The Southerners who had stood out against 
Reed got their man in. Another event which 
gave great satisfaction was the failure of 
Capt. McKee cf Indianato be made Post- 
master. This time, too, there was no ob- 
jection to the candmiate personally. But 
Represeutative Owen, who by all copn- 
siderations should have supported Cannon, 
for Speaker, had professed to have uo prefer- 
ence in the Speakership and to be interested 
only in securing the position of Postmaster 
for his constituent. Ultimately he joined 
other band-wagon members in going with the 
Reed procession, but after they got his vote 
the Reed managers had no use for Mr. Owen 
and 120 votes promised McKee for Postmas- 
ter melted away till sixteen only were left.

DIVIDING THE SPOILS. 

The defeated candidates for Speaker are 
all philosophical tonight. While the four of 
them are agreed in believing that a better 
Man than Mr. Reed could have been found 
they have no apologies to offer for becoming 
candidates and remaining in the field till the 
issue Was determined. All of them held 
positions in the House which made them in- 
different to commitiee talk, and none of 
them were playing for committee positions. 
Mr. Reed himseif, having tested the mettle 
of his opponents, is in a conciliatory mood, 
and is anxious to start out witn the good- 
will of their supporters. The floppers 
who were with him because he was the 
leading candidate he can afford to 
ignore. There seems little question that 
Maj. McKinley will be Chairman of Ways 
and Means. Pig-Iron Kelley and Gen. 
Browne of Indiana rank McKinley in point of 
service, but uoder the circumstances they 
can hardly oppose McKinley. Mr. Cannon is 
the head of the Appropriations Committee, 
and in making him Chairman Speaker Reed 
will rot be doing anything magnanimous, but 
simply doing his duty. The friends of Col. 
Henderson say he is satisfied with his present 
place on the Appropriations Committee, Mr, 
Barrows“has a good positicoh” on” Ways ard 
Means and may not care to exchange it fora 
Chairmanship. New England, New York, 
and Pennsylvania having furnished the back- 
bone of Reed’s support will naturally look to 
him for good committee assignments, but the 
West has the larger number of old and 
experienced members, whom it will be 
hard to pushaside. Mr. Reed’s lieutenant, 
Henry Cabot Lodge, can, of course, have his 
pick. His- present choice is said to be the 
Naval Affairs "Committee. Gov. Dingley of 
Maine is tikely to be Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Banking and Currency, whiie Mil- 
hken of the same State may get Public 
Buildings and Grounds. Mr. Beiden of New 
York, who did so much for Reed, expects to 
be on Ways and Means. Farquhar has a 
mortgage on Merchant Marine. The New York 
delegation does not rank high, and most of 
its members would be out of place on the 
leading committees. Just what Senator 
Quay will dictate regarding the Pennsy)- 
vania members can only be guessed, but 
Gen. Bingham will have the Post-Office Com- 
mittee and Mr. O'Neill that on Commerce. 
Daizeli of Pittsburg may get Pacific Railroads. 
Judge E. B. Taylor of Ohio is likely to be 
Chairman of the Judiciary Committee. Be- 
sides’ Mr. Cannon on the Appropriations, Lili- 
nois 1s certain to have Mr. Hitt for Foreign 
Affairs and Gen. Henderson for Rivers and 
Harbors. Whatever trades may have been 
made in Mr. Reed’s interests regarding this 
committee, Gen. Henderson’s long service, 
his right py seniority, and his high stauding 
make it sure that the new Speaker will not 
get into trouble at the start by pussing him 
over to reward some caucus worker. Mr. 
Rowell stands at the head of the Elections 
Committee as wellas that on District of Co- 
luntbia. He ought, therefore, to be sure of a 
chairmanship. Judge Payson is the senior 
member on Public Lands and on Coinage. 
Naturally he prefers to be Chairman of Pub- 
lic Lands, but Dorsey of Nebraska wants 
that committee asareward for getting in 
the bana wagon. Gen. Cutcheonof Michi- 
gan is reasonably sure to getthe Military 
Committee. Funston ot Kansas wants the 
Agricultural Chairmanship, but won't get it 
despite his eleyenth hour conversion to Reed. 
Perkins.and Morrill, original Reed men from 
the same State, have prior claims, Perkins on

HIGH LICENSE PROPOSED FOR IOWA.

A Republican Anti-Prohibition State Sena- 
tor Will Introduce a Bill. 

Waterioo, Ia, Nov. 30.—[Special.|—A 
prominent anti-Prohibitaon Kepublican 
State Senator was in the city today, and 
stated that he was arranging the details of a 
high-license bill to be introduced as soon as 
the Legislature convened. He has not 
fully completed all the provisions of the bill, 
as he desires to compare it in some points 
with the license laws in other States. He 
said, however, that he should advocate 
placing the license fee for towns of 2,000 pop- 
viation and less at $500, of which one-half 
should go to the county and the balance to 
the town; and in cities of over 2,000 popula- 
tion the fee would be $1,000 to be divided 
equally between city and county. He aid 
not favor ajlowing the cities to impose an 
additional license, but thought that the State 
iaw shovid fix the amount to be charged. He 
would not support a measure providing fora 
low license, but believed that at least four 
Republican Senators could be relied upon to 
support such a bill as he proposed. The ioval 
option provisions will also be incorporated in 
the bill, and it will providefor the holding of 
electuons to vote upon the question of license 
or prohibition. Such elections are to be 
ordered only upon petitions signed by a ma- 
jority of the freeboiders of the town or 
township to which it is proposed to have such 
license apply.

I said that the 
man who got Le Caron his credentials, that got 
him into the convenwon, was a wore scoundrel 
than Le Caron ever pretended to be, Now, did 
John F. Beggs make a speech following this? 
Yes. Whatdidhesay? Rémember, that Alex- 
anaer Sullivan's name had not been mentioned. 
The triangle had not been mentioned. John F. 
Beggs Says that visiting members were coming 
in there and they would have to speak. It wasn’t 
right, that 1t wasn’t fair, and I wafited to inter- 
rupt him, but the Chairman at time wouldn't 
allow me. I wanted to interrupt bim when be 
used the word’* cowardly.’ He said they came 
in there talking about Alexander Sullivan, and 
it was Gowardly, he said, for you to taik about a 
mah behind his back. Why don’t you say it to 
his face, and then he slapped his breast and said 
he was a friend of Suilivan’s.” 


THE SECRET REMOVAL “COMMITTEE.” 


Beggs Appointed It, and Coughlin Was 
Chairman. ‘. 

Then you find that Feb. 22 this same Senior 
Guardian was calied upon to appoint a secret 
committee to investigate the action of Dr. 
Cronin in charging Alexander Sullivan with em- 
bezzlement of the funds of the order. or rather 
the ex-executive, better known as the triangle, . 
with that offense. Now, gentiemen, remember 
this was Feb. 22, two days after the carpet had 
been nailed down. in the flat at No. 117 
Clark street, five days after the notorious 
letter that the Senior Guardian haa written to 
Spelman under the pretext of finding out some- 
thing be knew all about; writing to this district 
member to investigate this matter, every detail 
of which he was fully acquainted with; this is 
five Gays after that he makes this speech. What 
else? We find that in the following meeting, the 
first day of March, it isin evidence from Henry 
Owen O'Connor that as he was leaving the hall 
Daniel Coughlin, Chairman of the. committee, 
followed him into the ante-room @gnd said to 
Henry Owen O’Conuor: “There afe other Le- 
Carons here among us.” He knew how Henry 
Owen O’Connor’s heart went out.to old Ireland, 
He knew how patriotism burned in his heart. He 
knew Henry Owen O'Conrior was: loyal to his 
people, and he thought by prejudicing,him in 
that direction he would surround their actions 
with another friend. 

And what does he do? 
that there are other Le Cerons amon 
have got it pretty straight that it is Dr. Cronin,” 
This was on the Ist dayof March. Singular, is 
it not, that Feb. 8 the motion was made for the 
committee in Camp No. ; Feb. 16 Senior 
Guardian Beggsis writing about the matter to 
Edward Spelman; the 17th he again writes 
about it; the 19th the flat is rented at 117 Clark 
street; the 20th the carpet was nailed down; Feb. 
22 Beggs defends the triangle, and the first day 
of March this man Coughlin, who is 
on trial now for his. life, de- 
nounces Dr. Cronin asa spy. Why was this 
done? *Vhy should he tell Henry Owen O'Con- 
nor that he wasasty? .Follow him. along and 
you find that it was he who Feb. & said in the 
meeting of Camp No. 20 there were spies in the 
camp. It was be who moved for the appoint- 
ment of the secret committee to try Dr. Cronin; 
it was he who the 22d spake spoke about there 
being spies in the camp, sad now he whispers 
into the ear of Henry Owen O'Connor that this 
man Cronin is a spy. ' But Henry Owen O Connor 
turned on his heels and would not have it and 
said he did not believe it and walked away. 


WHOM THE COMMITTEE REPORTED TO. 


Now what do we find? That a conspiracy be- 
gan in Camp No. 20 0n Feb. & Now we come on 
to another meeting of this camp. Was that com- 
mittee appointed? I stated yesterday that we 
did not contend that it was a trial. committee 
We never have contended that it was brought in 
for the purpose of trying Dr. Cronin or anybody 
else. No such statement has been made, but 
that there was a request for a secret committee 
is undisputed. Now, was it appointed? We find 
that on either May 3 or May 10, but it does not 
matter, one of the witnesses, I think Henry Owen 
O'Connor, first states it was on May 3 and the 
other secretary, the one who keeps the moneys— 
the financia! secretary—states that it was on the 
night of the 3d. Here are two witnesses; undis- 
puted witnesses; witnesses uncontradicted b 
any man in Camp No. 20. Not a man that cou) 
lift up his hand to God and say that these men 
had sworn falsely. They come into, court and 
make a statement that is undisputed. 

Was the committee appointed on the night of 
the 8d or the 10th? I don’t care which night it 
was. Someone in the crowd asked the Senior 
Guardian if the secret committee or private 
committee had reported. The Senior Guardian, 
with his hand uplifted, says:, * That committee 
reports to me alone.” That committee, gentle- 
men, reports to the Senior Guardian alone, and 
that was John F. Beegs. Had he reference to 
the trial committee? Why no. They contended 
that ea Bp been urging for that committee's 
report. ould he have made such @ remark as 
thatif it had reference to the trial committee 
that tried the triangle? No. It had reference 
to this seeret committee that was appointed by 
John F. Beggs. 

April 29 on the South Side in this city, as 
testified to by Beggs’ friend, Spelmsn, the dis- 
trict member, it is conclusively shown to what 
this committee had reference which was to re- 
port to Join F. Beggs alone. What did Beggs 
say on that date? He said to Spelman, “ That 
matter has all been amicably settled.” How 
settled? Gentiemen, at the bour he spoke the 
cottage had been rented; at the hour he spoke 
the final arrangements had been made; at the 
bour he spoke the sentence had been fixed. - 
[Sensation.} At the hour he spoke it. had 
been amicably settled. It only required 
the consummation of the plans then 
made to perfect this “ amicable 
settliement.”” Now, was there anything in the 
camp, orin the testimonyof its members, that 
showed thatit had been amicably .settied? Is 
there any one here who said that be had visited 
Dr. Cronin's camp to see why he read the report, 
or is there any one who says that any investiga- 
tion had been made, or that anything had been 
done whatever in connection with the avowéd 
object of that committee? No. Then Why was 
it that Beggs said ‘‘it had been amicably set- 
tled.”” Because he and the committee had 
secretly agreed that certain things had to be 
done anti would be done; and thérefore there 
was no need of furtner investigation. 

Mr. Longenecker then detailed the facts relat- 
ing to the renting of the- Clark street flat, the 
purchase of the furniture, ana the léasing of the 
Carlson cottage. 


WHY BURKE RENTED THE COTTAGE, 


He says: *‘It is learned 
us and we 


Solely and Only as a Trap fot the Un- 
fortunate Doctor. 

Is there any doubtin your minds that Burke 
rented that cottage? You remember aiso that 
Mrs. Carlson, who was present, said the cottage 
was rented by Frank Williams. Charies, Carl- 
son also says the cottage was rented by Frank 
Wilhams. Here are three persons ‘who distinct- 
ly swear that Frank Williams rented that cot 
tage. Anotherthing you will douttess remem- 
ber. All these parties started out with false 
names. Burke assumes the name of Frank Wiil- 
iams. Now if he was renting that 
cottage. for anything but an ihie- 
gitimate purpose there would bé@ ho  occa- 
sion of his renting it uader the name of Frank 
Williams. Thatis conceded. So be must have 
rented it for some other purpose than a legit- 
imate one. And the old man says that Burke 
stepped out of the rear door of the} rear Carlson 
cottage, the cottage where the CGarisons were 
living, and just across the alley to where O'Sul- 
livan was standing in his buggy shed, and Burke 
said to O'Sullivan, “ The cottage is rented.”’ 'The 
old man Carlson said he don’t know what else 
was said. He says something else’ was said. but 
he did not understand it. You kaow how difficult 
it was for him when on the stand to undetstand 
the English language. 

He heard Burke say to Patrick!) O'Sullivan, 
“The oottage is rented.’’ Quite natural, isn't it? 
Here was Martin Burke, a brother in the.camp— 
how did he, this Frank Williams. Know that cot- 
tage was for rent? How did he know there was 
@ vacant cottage near Patrick: O’Suilivan's 
house’ Who brought it to his attention except 
it was Dan Coughlin or Patrick O'Sullivan, mem- 
bers of the same camp? And you will rememher 
that the witness testified that alli through .the 
month of March there was telephoning going on 
between Coughlin and O'Sullivan. 

What explanation is there to give for the rent- 
ing of that cottage by Murtin Burké? Why did 
his sister not appear? Well, we will see if we 
cannot find a reason for that. By following the 
evidence in this case we will give you a good tea- 
son for Martin Burke not keeping house. My 
opinion is that he ought to be compelled to live 
there ail the days of his life. That he ought: to 
be compelled to wallow there in the blood that 
was ec from tne veins of Dr. Cronin. (Sensa- 
tion. 

KUNZE BECOMES EXCLUISD.

o'clock. When the man drove up to the door 
there Burke was standing at the entrance in 
front of No. 117 South Clark street, There are 
the two men that we first see at No. 117 South 
Olark street (potnting): Kuaze, the little Ger- 
man, and Burke, the hman, Kunze had beea 
sleeping there. 

The defendant Kunze (excitedly)—I never did. 
That's a lie. 

The State’s Attorney—As I say, Kunze had 
been oe there. ow, Burke was helping 
to move the furniture with another man. ‘There 
is no contention nere that Kunze ever helped to 
move the furniture. Nobody would ever con- 
tend that he would lift any furniture. 

(At this point Kunze made a gestictilation and 
motion as if to again interrupt the speaker, but 
he was checked by a bailiff behind him, who laid 
bis hand on the prisoner's shoulder and steroly 
cautioned him to silence.) 

The speaker described the transfer of the fur- 
niture from the Clark street flat to the Carlson 
cottage, and continued: 


HOW WAS DR. CKONIN DECOYED? 


The Iceman’s Contract Was Used to Bring 
Him There. 

Now. what was to be done to get Dr. Cronin 
outhere. We have got the cottage, says the 
Chairman, this [have rented. O'Sullivan says 
it is near me, and reasoning it out in that way 
how arewe going to get the doctor out here, 
Burke says I have got the cottage rented, and it 
is Coughlin who suys how are we going to get 
him out.. O'Sullivan says it is only 166 feet from 
my bouse to the cottage; itis right close to my 
ice wagon here. My wagon stands right close to 
the Carlson cottage. On. March 24, Daniel 
Coughlin was up in McMahon's saloon on 
Chicago avenue, in the presence of Quinn and 
Riley. He is seen taiking with P. O'Sullivan 
near the screen, which you remember. 

Something must be done now ww get Dr. Cronin 
out there. .Dan Coughlin, the schemer and orig- 
inator, backed up. perhaps, as I have said, by 
the unseen hand, had put O'Sullivan into tbe 
notion of doing something that he bad not 
thought of before. Nothing before that ever 
caused O'Sullivan to think that he was going to 
have trouble with tneseicemen. Nothing before 
that would lead him to believe that there would 
be damage suits and a need of physicians; noth- 
ing atali. Theidea had not struck him. Dan 
Coughlin had talked to him. 

Why did that wretch want to employ Dr. 
Cronin? Why was it that he wanted all at once 
to have Dr. Cronin attend to his men when by 
bis own admission\he bad not had any occasion 
for a doctor to treat any of his men, except where 
a little ice féllon a little girl—he never had a 
cent of damages against him. Doyou think lam 
stretching it? But itis fair to conclude that he 
and Coughlin were talking that matter over and 
were reasoning With each other and saying what 
inducement can we make to get bim there. Can 
we come as sensible men to any other conclu- 
sion, that on the 24th this man on the pay roll of 
the city Was then telling this man, “You must 
get some scheme by which Cronin will be brought 
Out to that cottage or you will never kill him 
there.” 

You remember that April 20, the next day after 
this contract was made, Frank Williams again 
appears on the scene; and Mrs. Johanna Carl- 
son testifies that he came there and re-rented 
the cottage and paid the rent. Now, remember 
that soon after that Jonas Carlson waiked over 
to see O'Sullivan about the tenants in his house. 
Why should he go over there? Why should old 
man Carison, who scatcely knew O'Sullivan, 
walk over tosee him? Why, because he had 
heard - Martin Burke say that the cottage 
was rented; because he knew that Martin 
Burke had reported the fact to O'’Sulli- 
van, Jonas went over there, and says: ‘* how 
about these tenants, why don't they move in?®’’ 
He said he knew one oftbhem. He said, “ Is your 
rent due?” and he said, ‘* No,’’ and then O'Sulii- 
van said, ** You will get your rent, it is all right,” 
but does not that of itseif convince you, gentile- 
men, as to the truth of what the old gentieman 
swore as to the reason why he, Jonas Carlson, 
went there? Is not that evidence of itse/f that 
the old man told the truth when he said that as 
soon as Martin Burke walked out there he went 
nght over to O'Sullivan’s and says the cottage is 
rented? But I do not care whether you read that 
statement or not as to whether the old man 
heard the words or not, the fact, nevertheless, is 
there, that Martin Burke did go over there to 
this man O'Sullivan, because if he did not the 
old mah would never have thought of going over 
to O'Sullivan and speaking tw bim. 

Mr. Longenecker then reviewed briefily the 
evidence regarding Coughlin’s proposition to 
Maj. Sampson to ‘‘slug’’ Dr. Cronin. Couple it 
with Daniel Coughlin’s expression to Dinan 
“Don't say anything, because 1 bave had 
trouble with Dr, Cronin,”’ further where he says 
“They know Lam his enemy’—why did they 
know that? He had told Garrity that he wanted 
to see Sampson, and when Sampson went to 
him he told him -he wanted him to sitg Dr. Cro- 
nin. He had whispered in Henry Owen O'Con- 
nor’s ear that Cronin was aspy; he had said in 
a North Side saloon: “That a prominent North 
Side Catholic would soon be silenced if he did 
not hold his tongue’’; in every case where you 
meet nim you find that Cougblin had raised his 
hand against Dr. Cronin. and when you put ail 
these things togethef itis a good piece of evi- 
dence in the case as tending to show the direc- 
tion in which Coughlin was moving when he 
uttered the words. 


THAT FATAL TRIP MAY 4. 


Story of the Doctor’s Journey to the Carl- 
/- gon Cottage. 

The arguments were resumed at 2 o'clock by 
Mr. Longenecker, who said: If the court please, 
gentiemen, as I said in the opening yesterday, I 
will not stop to reaa law, but will cite counsei for 
the defendants to various authorities which the 
other counsel in the case will read. Now, May 
4 the defendapt Coughlin, one of the defendants 
here, appeared at Patrick Dinan’s livery stable. 
It was customary for the Chicago Avenue 
Station to hire horses whenever they desired 
them at Mr. Dinan’s stabie, which is near by, 
just north of Chicago avenue on Clark street, so 
that 1t was not ap unusual thing for Dan Cough- 
lin Or any other officer from the East Chicago 
Avenue Station to call for a horse and rig. 

it Was not customary for Dinan to inquire who 
wanted a horse and buggy or who was going 1n 
it. You will remember Dinan’'s testimony in re- 
gard to this, that Coughiin said he had a friend 
who wanted a horse and buggy and who would 
callfor it abeut 7 o'clock. member, gentle- 
men, thathe wasto call forit sbout7 o’cluck 
that evening, so Dan Coughlin was in action in 
reference to this horse and buggy, both as to 
timé as well as to obtaining the horse and buggy. 
This he told to Patrick Dinan Saturday May 4. 
At7 o'clock, according to Napier Moreland, the 
man who was buggy washer and worked: in the 
stuble,a man appeared there and inquired for 
the horse and buggy that Detective Coughiin had 
engaged. He stated to the man that he knew 
on about it, but that Mr. Dinan was at the 

arn. 

You will remember that he called the place 
where the horses were the stable, the portion 
where the carriages were the barn, while the office 
was infront. Just then Diaan came back and 
a stranger got under the light, the gasiight in the 
buggy part,and he told Mr. Dinan that he want- 
ed the horse and buggy which Detective Cough- 
lin had engaged for him. Dinan ordered the gray 
horse to be hitched vp, and in this connection 
you will notice that the horse is sometimes calied 
gray and sometimes White. You will remember 
ulso that there was a blacksmith by the name of 
Jones, that he was getting a buggy at the same 
time, the horse of which was a bay horse and the 
stranger who ordered the horse hitched up, the 
friend of Coughlin, wanted the other rig but Di- 
nan told him he could not have it. 

You will remember that Moreland testified 
they brought ont the wrong gray horse and that 
Dinan sent him back with it and told him to get 
the old white horse. You will remember that 
Dinan also said he had been in the stable 
for some time and had not been drfven. 

DINAN’S OLD WHITE HORSE. 

They Wrought out the old gray or white horse, 
whichever you choose to call it, and hitched him 
to the buggy. It Was then a little after 7 o'clock, 
and he saic the stranger then wanted the side 
curtains, but Dinan told him it was a warm night 
and he did not need the curtains and if he did 
not want to be seen it would make no difference. 
He further said that it would take too long to 

ut on the side curtains. As Dinan puts it 
nm his testimony, the man grumbled quite 
& good deal but finally got into the buggy, in 
which had been placed a hitching weight with 
astrap to it. Dinan says this man had a low 
crown narrow rim slouch hat on: that he did 
not see his eyes; that he pulled his hat down 
over his forehead, but that he was not clean 
shaven and bad a brown mustache, He gives his 
hight as about five feet seven inches, I think. I 
do not remember exactly tne description he gave 
ot him, but descmbes his overcoat which he 
wore as a dirty, faded-looking overcoat. More- 
land testifies to the same thing. 

Dinan watched the man driving the horse on 
Clark street until he crossed Chestnut street. 
You remember that testimony very well. That 
is what Dinan swears to. Then he was going 
north as far as Chestnut street with the horse 
that went out of Dinan's stable. Well, Mrs. 
Conklin tells you that a man came there a little 
after 7 o'clock, about 15 minutes after7 o’clock. 
and rang the bell. That Sarah McNearney and 
Agnes McNearney were there to see the doctor; 
that his office hours were from 6 to 8 o'clock. 

The description of the house is that there were 
two bay windows. The doctor occupied the front 
room on Clark street in which there.is a bay win- 
dow. Mr.ana Mrs. Conklin occupied the other 
room in which therewas a bay window. They 
used the two apartments for the doctor’s office 
and for living purposes. She states now this 
man came and raag the door bell, or rapped, and 
she ad nitted him into the rvom, and he said he 
wanted to see the doctor and she invited him in. 
She went to the doctor and said he is in a hurry: 
there is @ man here who is in a hurry and wants 
you, for there 18 an accident; and the doctor said: 
“ Very well, I will be there in aminute.” You 
remember the McNearney girl that was. sitting 
outside and who says that the man took a seat 
across from her in the outside room, and you 
will remember also that she said the man had on 
& slouch hat with a low crown and a narrow rim. 


THE WAY THE PHYSICIAN WAS DEUOYED. 
When the doctor came out he said he wanted 
him right away, that there was an acci- 
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hastened to go away. Now, Mrs. Conklin de- 
scribes the manin much the same manner as the 
McNeuarney girl, saying he had @ low- 
crowned, narrow-rim slouch hat; that his face 
looked as if ita not been’ shavén for a week 
orso, and she also gave the same description as 
to his hat. 

‘ Mrs. Conklin saw them get im the "buggy and 
drive away. Frank Scanlag stood there, want- 
ing to, see the doctor about a meeting in the 
Opera-House Block and for arrangements aboat 
&@ paper which the doctor was publishing at the 
time. He wanted the key, and the doctor was itn 
such a hurry that he almost threw the key to 
Frank Scanlan. Scanlan seys that this man bad a 
low crown slouch hat, and that he looked us if he 
had not been shaved for some time; there we 
have six witnesses describing this man—four at 
the Doctor's place and two men at the livery 
stable. Suppose that the horse was notidentified 
at all, it would not matter materially. Suppose 
that Mrs. Conklin could not swear that it was 
the horse; or suppose that it was & bay horse or 
brown horse, or any other kind than a white 
horse or a gray horse. Suppose all that and then 
remember that Dinan has sworn that Coughlin 
had come to him in regard toa man who would 
probably call for a borse; suppose that it was 
any other kind of a horse than a white horse; 
suppose, if you wish, that the horse could not be 
identified at all, but remembering the fact that 
Dan Coughlin had engaged this horse, and sup- 
pose then that the man who came there after 
the horse wore a slouch, low crowned, narrow 
rim hat, that be had not been shaved for a week 
or two, would not that identify him? 

WHO WERE IN: THE COTTAGE. 

On May 4 we find that about 8 o'clock, or a 

little after 8 o'clock, at the Carlson cottage a 
gray horse was seen coming up Asbland avenue, 
the gray horse that was hired by Daniel OCoughiin, 
the gray horse that started from Dinan’s livery 
stable north, and which started from Dr. Cro- 
nin’s office with Dr. Croninin the buggy, going 
oorth, at twenty minutes past 7 o'clock. 
« He was seen to enter the Carlson cottage, and 
it looks as if Providence, working in a mysteri- 
ous way, designed that there shoald be some one 
to see the Jast steps taken by this poor Man as 
he rushed up the steps full of life and hope, go- 
ingin to relieve suffering humanity, and this 
witness said she heard cries ocfrom within, she 
heard strokes and falls, as if there was fighting, 
and passed on. 

Have you any doubt now that it was Dr. Cro- 
nin who was driven to the Carison cottage? Can 
you as twelve men making up your minds upon 
the evidence, caa you, I say, have any doubt dut 
that it was Dr. Cronin who was driven iato that 
cottage? And ifit was not him, tell me where he 
was driven to? Well, we have him entering the 
cottage, and at 8 or 9 oclock a obald- 
faced horse is seen coming from the 
south. A little man was driving 
and a tall man was with him. They drove up to 
this cottage. This was.after the work was done. 
This was after the deadly biows.were dealt. 
They came driving up, and the big man gets out 
and rushes into the cottage as if he was at home, 
und the witness says that was Daniel Coughlin, 
and Kunze the man who drove him—Kunze who 
slapped him on the back April 12 and said, ‘‘ Das 
is mine friend.”” He is the man who drove 
Coughlin there to finish up the job and seal the 
verdict. It was Kunze who drove the brown 
horse with the white face. 

Again. about 10 o'clock, Daniel Coughlin, Pat- 
rick O'Sullivan, and Kunze are seen in Nieman’'s 
saloon on Ashland avenue. They walk in there 
and drown the last bit of feeling they have in 
wine. Bui they had other work yet to accom- 
ag Shortly after that two men were seen by 

. Wardell, who had been in another saloon 
and’ was on his way home, between 10 ana il 
o'clock, and he says one was a tall man and the 
other « smaller man, and they walked in front of 
bim. He says they walked on until they came to 
the Carlson cottage, and then they walked in, 

THE ASSASSINS DRIVE ABOUT LAKE VIEW. 

At 11:30 o'clock, at about a mile from the cot- 
tage, this committee of three, with the chuir- 
man, too, are seen by Officer Smith driving east- 
ward on Fullertoa aven@e, and half a, mile 
furthér and one block north from Fullerton 
avenue these three men were seen hauling and 
dragging a carpenter's chest by Officer Smith, 
going north. They drove to Edgewater, where 
they were seen at 1 o'clock by Officer Gray. You 
will remember that he says that it was 1 o'clock 
on that fatal night when they were seen looking 
about the lake, and when he was discovered they 
asked: * Where is the Lake Shore drive?” show- 
ing that they had either missed their connection 
or were getting ready to dispose of that tool 
chest or trunk. 

Follow that wagon and later you find it in the 
neighborhood of Fullerton avenue coming south. 
The committee of three was there, but there was 
no trunk or tool chest, and Officer Smith said to 
the other officer, ‘Why, thatis the same wagon 
Isaw goifig north about 12 o’clock."" So they 
came back on Evanston avenue, this committee 
of three; they came to return their sealed ver- 
dict; their work had been accomplished and they 
thought everything was concealed from the out- 
side eye. This committee of three with its Chair- 
man, Dan Coughlin, came home at 2 o’clock the 
morning of May 5, 

Have you any #@oubt as to what was in that 
trunk? ave vo9neny Goubt as to who occupied 
that wagon and #%yscted its course? Have you 
any doubt abaut@iesé men here being in it? 
Here is evidence piling up, pile upon pile, until 
they are seen coming from the empty cottage. 

Well, May5 came, On that Sabbath day no doctor 
returned, Mr Conklin picked up the card from the 
mantel, read en it “PP. O’Suilivan’s Ice House,” 
and started north, found where he lived, entered 
his residence, and said, “Did you not have Dr. 
Cronin bere?’ ‘‘Why. no!’ was the reply. Now 
what would have been your thought at that time? 
What wouid you have done. a brother in «a camp 
with Dr. Cronin, if you had helped him institute 
a lodge oh March 29, if you bad loved him asa 
brother, what would you have done? Wouid you 
have sat there like a stone? No. You wouid 
have said there is something wrong. You would 


» not have said “Yes, I had a contract with him.” 


You would have started up and searched every 
nook and corner for him; but he sat there with 
that cold, chilly heart of his. Did he move out 
of the door to look for the man who had been be- 
trayed by the card that was left on the mantei? 
No. He sat there and never lifted a finger to un- 
dertake to unravel the mystery. Do you believe 
in innocence in‘the face of this evidence? 


AFTER THE MUKRDEK WAS DONE, 


The Conspirators Endeavor to Mislead the 
Doctor’s Frienda, 

People were looking in évery direction. Some 
thought that Cronin was alive; others that he 
was dead. The community was divided upon the 
question. Now we see that Dan Coughlin, this 
man signing the pay-rolis of the city and draw- 
ing his salary for protecting the innocent, this 
man who ought to have raised his club in the de- 
fense of the law instead of beating out the life 
of humanity, this man. Daniel Coughlin, was at 
this time hunting for the body that was found in 
the catchbasin. On the morning of MayS5S at 
about 7 o'clock, you recollect, this man Steibor 
Theel and two others who were out that morning 
found a trunk—a common trunk, with 3 common 
lock, unlocked with a common key, thrown off, I 
suppose, with common hands, full of common 
blood jsensation}], besmeared with bDloog, with 
common cotton sticking to the siges dnd the 
edge and the bottom, with blood as though a hog 
had been stuck and incarcerated in the trunk, as 
if the trunk had been deluged with blood—this 
was the kind of a trunk they found. This trunk 
was brought to the station by Capt. Villiers. 
Then you remember this man Coughlin, this 
cold-blooded heartiess wretch. 

Mr. Donahoe (interrupting)—We~ except to 
those remarks. 

The State’s Attorney—I speak from the evidence, 
If this evidence does not make him such thea I 
have no right to say it; but, gentiemen, if you 
believe that this evidence nails him to the cross 
in this case. them he is a cold-blooded heartless 
wretch. If not, then the words are not to be 
counted against him. But assuming from the 
evidence that his hards are red with the blood 
of Dr. Cronin, we charge that it was a cold- 
blooded affair. Now what does he do during that 
search? He goes out and almost stands on the 
catchbasin where the body lies—hunting, mind 
that was takon away in that 
trunk and deposited in that catchbasin. 

On the morning of the 6th when the Chief of 
Police found out through the newspapers of the 
city the fact thata white horse had driven the 
doctor away, when that was brought to 
his attention he, at 11 o'clock, gave no- 
tice to the entire force to see who had 
out a white horse the night of May 4. 
ln the morning it went out, and a policeman ap- 
pears at Dinan’s stable, and asks him if he had a 
white horse out on Saturday night. He did not 
answer tne question, but he went to the station to 
see Capt. Schaack. When he gets there he meets 
Daniel Coughlin, ana Daniel Coughlin saw that 
he was excited, and wanted to know what was the 
trouble. ‘' Well,” he says, “ it isstrange you have 
a policeman inquiring for a white horse. He 
says: “ Don’t say anything about it, because 
Dr. Cronin is missing. and they know that I am 
his enemy; say nothing about it.’ These were 
the first words of Daniel Coughlin. When Dan- 
iel Coughlin heard his fnend had onta white 
borse on that occasion he says: ** Von't say any- 
thing about it.” 

DISCOVERY OF TH# BODY AND CLOTHING. 

May 22 men who were there looking after the 
health of the community—cleaning the catch- 
basins—on lifting the lid of one of the basins 
saw there the body of a man. That body was 
taken out. brought to the morgue at Lake View, 
and there identified as the body of Dr. Cronin. 
But at this time the word had gone out: ‘* Cough- 
lin states it is all right.’ Daniel Coughlin gignea 
his pay-roll all the same, Patrick O'Sullivan 
delivered his ice, and Burke workedin the ditch 
just the same; but this body was found just one 
half mile from where May 5 they were seen at 
Edgewater, one mile south on Evanston avenue, 
at i o'clock in the wmworning. They were seen 
with what seemed to be a tool chest or 
trunk by this Officer May at Edgewater. 
Coming down the road where Evanston avenue 
intersects, the wagon was seen to be empty. 
South of the place where the trunk was found— 
where this bloody trunk was found—this body 
was found. The bloody trunk was found three- 
quarters of a mile away in the bushes. 

In the catch-basin there’ was cotton; in the 
trunk there was cotton. When Dr. Cronin left 
home he had in his possession cotton.

you have any doubt as to where this crime was 
committed or that Dr. Cronin was killed in the 
Carison cottage? You cannot hesitate on that 
question. 

The evidence in this case must convince you 
that there was a wage ge & that it was a deep 
laid conspiracy to take his tife; that he was 
driven to this cottage, and that he was last seen 
alive entering the cottage. That he was seen 
first there and then a half a mile from where the 
trunk was, and that the hair in the trunk and the 
blood in the trunk and in the cottage are the 
hair and blood of Dr. Cronin cannot be disputed. 

But, gentlemen, why was this floor painted if 
there Was an ox killedin there? Why was tbis 
floor painted if there was a Gog killed in there? 
Why was this floor painted if guinea pigs were 
killed in there? What do I care about the blood 
corpuscles they have talked about in this case?

BUNGLING ATTEMPTS TO DESTROY PROOF. 

The painting of that floor was done Sunday 
night, not when Kunze is at work for his em- 
ployer, not when it is necessary for him to be 
employed, but late Sunday night. Two men are 
seen standing at that resul estate office; the thun- 
ders are roaring, the lightnings flashing, the 
storm is raging, and an officer who sees the men 
says to them, * Yow are late.” At that time a 
light was seen in the cottage, and the officer says 
that when he came back the light was out. Have 
you any doubt that Kunze was the artist who 
put the touches of paint on the blood of Cronin, 
and that when the lightning flashed and the thun- 
ders roared he bungled the job? 

Then Kunze goes to the South Side, gives the 
name of Kirser where he boards, and works un- 
der another name. Then take that in connec- 
tion with the evidence that he is seen at the 
flut, No. 117 Clark street, washing his feet; that 
he is seen April 12 with Coughlin in a saloon; 
that he is seen driving with O'Sullivan in a bug- 
gy, and thaton that fatal night of May 4 he is 
secn driving Coughlin to the cottage, and have 
you any doubt as to whether he was connected 
with it? Further than that, he asks a friend 
Polkaski to go with him to an unoccupied house 
in Lake View, saying his father and mother were 
away and they could have lots of fun, and then 
suddenly it flashed upon him that he had gone 
too far, and he excused himself and did not go. 
So much for Kunze. 

Now, as to Patrick O'Sullivan, He is the party 
who talks to old Carison and to whom Burke 
says, * The cottage is rentea.”’ He is living near 
the cottage. He is talking about deputies being 
taken into theorder. His card 1s presented to 
Dr. Cronin—his man is ran over—and you have 
him in company with Coughlin with his threats, 
with his desire to have Cronin slugged; Cough- 
lin, the mover of that resolution for the appoint- 
ment’ of a secret committee; Coughlin who 
whispered that “Cronia is a spv’’; Coughlin, 
who charges Dinan not to say anything about his 
having ordered the norse and buggy because he 
and Cronin were known to be enemies; Coughlin, 
who to the Chief of Police when asked{with refer- 
ence to this matter,and as to this man who hired 
the horse and buggy, replies, ‘* Why, itis Smith.” 
* Where did you kaow Smith?” be is asked, to 
which he replies, “John Ryan of Hancock, 
Mich., sent htm to me.” 

Now put thatin this connection, gentiemen of 
the jury, that Burke, when arrested in Winnipeg, 
wrote a letter, and the first man to whom he 
wrote was John Ryan of Hancock. Mich., my 
friend, and then ask yourselves who is this man 
Smith, and where is Smith that drove the buggy 
on that fatal night? Yetwhen he sees the man 
that brought all this troubie upon him he did 
not even bring him to the station. Away with 
the Smith story. Martin Burke, as soon as the 
body is aiscovered, is found in Winnipeg. We 
find him there under an assumed rame on his 
way to Europe. We find him there, and he is 
brought back under. the laws of extradition un- 
der this charge of murder. For months, ‘or tor 
days and weeks betore he could be removed, he 
put the courts to investigating as to whether he 
sbould return or not. Martin Burke flies away 
from Camp No. 2. 

Martin Burke leaves his friend Coughlin, his 
friend O'Sullivan and he goes away from his 
camp off to Winnipeg. He says he has been in 
Hancock working for Ryan. All Martin Burke 
did in this case was to rent the cottage’? If that 
was. all, if it was rented for a lawful purpose, 
then why should he go to Winnipeg and thence 
to the olf country’ Why should he flee the State 
of Itlinois? It was because Martin Burke rented 
the cottage for an unlawful purpose. Itis be- 
cause Martin Burke moved the furniture in for 
an unlawful purpose. It is because Martin 
Burke wasin the cottage and dealt the blows 
that beat out the life of Dr. Cronin. It is because 
his hands were red with the blood of a human 
being. 

THEY CONTRACTED TO DO MURDER. 

Now, gentiemen, I have gone over the evidence 
as rapidly as I could, and at the same time got it 
in éGonnection. There May be a great many 
things, and there are, that I have omitted, bat 
my intention has been to keep your minds di- 
rected to the chain of circumstances. But if you 
want to get at this case, if-you want to boil it 
down, if you want to write the history of the 
case, you want to write “I contract for the med- 
ical services of Dr. Cronin.’’—Patrick O'Sullivan. 
“TI contract for a cottage.”—Martin Burke. ‘I 
contract for a horse and buggy for my friend.” — 
Daniel Coughlin. Draw your line now and write, 
‘*Committee of Three.’’ Write again, “1 contract 
for your life.”"—Patrick O'Sullivan.” *‘ Icontract 
for a horse and buggy to drive you to death,”’— 
Daniel Coughlin, ‘lL rent acotiage in which to 
strike out your life.”"—Martin Burke. Draw a 
line and write again, “ The committee reports 
to the Senior Guardian alone.”—John F. Beggs. 

Gentlemen. I have finished. I hope you will 
pardon me for having detained you solong. I 
know how anxious you are, while you may be 
ever so willing to stay here for weeks and 
months if necessary—yet I know how anxious you 
are to get away; yet you cannot help but be 
eager to be with your families. Yet, as a duty 
you owe the public, as a duty you owe the de- 
fendants, as a duty you owe to society, you m@st 
be patient until you hear what the others shall 
have to sayin this important case. For three 
long montns my associates have held up my 
hands in this case, they have been with me 
night and day. It has encouraged me. 

Gentlemen, when you come to consider your 
verdict in this case, when you come to muke up 
your minds, when you, as I believe you will do. 
undertake to render a truthful verdict on the law 
and the evidence, I want you to remembDer the 
facts in the case. You wantto iook at this 
mountain of evidence. We have been building it 
up andup before you until it has risen high, until 
it stands out with its mountain peaks illuminated 
by the sunshine of truth, until all who are not 
blind may see that these men are the murderers 
of Dr. Cronin. 

I leave the matter nowin your hands. I have 
for months and 
I feel now that the responsibility rests 

I putitin your hands, believing, aye, 
confidently expecting, that you will do what 
your best judgment dictates. When you come to 
consider che verdict think of May 4, think of that 
man gathering his little valise and bis instra- 
ments, think of him clasping to his bosom 
the cotton with which to relieve the 
suffering of the wounded; think of the splints 
in the box, think of his rushing out to the buggy. 
think of the crowded seat, think of him rushing 
north to relieve the suffering man, think of him 
in the cottage—and when you think of him there, 
may there reverberate through your ears the 
death cries of this man who, in nis last moments, 
called upon his God and his Jesus [sensation], 
think of these mien who, without giving him time 
to pronounce the other Trinity name, felled him 
to the floor with their death blows. Think of the 
wounds in his head, think of the grave in which 
he was placed, think of all this in making up 
your verdict; and in the end there will be such a 
verdict as when his Honor pronounces his judg- 
ment upon it that he, having his heart and eye 
to God. may say, ‘*May the Lord have mercy 
on your souls.”

Dissolution of the Various Labor Societies 
Ordered—Moch Distress. 
Havana, Nov. 30.—[Special.|—With the 
object of counteracting the troubie caused 
by the closing of the cigar factories and to 
tacilitate an amicable arrangement between 
employers and the striking cigarmakers, 
the Civil Governor has ordered the dissoiu- 
tion of the Union of Cigarmakers, the W ork- 
man’s Union, and the Workman’s Alliance 
societies, prohibiting the gathering together 
of more tban twenty persons in one place, or 
in any other than private honses. This will 
entail great loss tothe members of the differ. 
ent unions, as they are under the expense of 
rént otf halls, salaries of officers, etc., be- 
sides the loss in time and money to the 2,000 
strikers and the distress to the families de- 
pendent upon tnem for daily support. The 
strikers being prevented from assembling in 
their usual quarters to discuss methods for 
an agreement with their late employers are 
greatly exercised as to the result, and the 
steamers from Key West continue to bring 
large numbers of Cuban cigarmakers and 
tneir families to Havana, augmenting tne 
distress among this class of people, since 

they may not find employment here,

The Petition of the Chiceco & Calumet 
Terminal Railway Company Granted. 


SPRINGFIELD, DL, Nov. 30.—[Special,j]—In 
the matter of the petition of the Chicago & 
Caiumet Terminal Railway Company vs. The 
Chicago, Burlington[& Quincy Raiiroad Com- 
pany in regard to the mode of crossing at La 
Grange, Cook county, the Railroad and Ware-

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BEAVIEST LOSS OF PROPERTY ON THE 
LAKES FOR THE YEAR, 


Fifteen Thousand Barrels of Flour Jetti- 
soned Without Moving the Big Steam- 
ship, Which Was in Imminent Danger of 
Breaking Up—The Wreck of the Annie 
Smith Burned Near Cheboygan—Rough 
Times of the Steamer Presley on Lake 


Superior. 

The steel steamship Tioga, the ‘pet boat of 
the Union Steamboat company, stranded on 
Grey’s Reef at the Straits of Mackinac in the 
snow-storm of Friday morning at 2 o’clock. 
“The rocks quickly pierced the steel-ripbed 
 pottom of the steamship and a flood of water 
red in upon the 20,000 barrels of flour 
“which formed the bulk of her cargo. 
 Asthe great waves struck the steamer she 
~ was forced high upo# the reef, bead on, and 
the question of saving her became paramount 
tp all considerations for tne cargo, valu- 
. gpie as it was. Capt. Byrnes set his. 


crew to work throwing the flour and 
gieleaf overboard. As the task was soon 
“4ound to be too great for them they’ were 
_ $pined yesterday by 100 men more from Che- 

_ poygan, and the straits last night were weil 
flied with flour-barrels. 


THE TIOGA ON GREY’S REEF. 

The steamship Owego, also of the Union 
Line. bound for Chicago, reached the wreck 
Friday night and her force was turned 
toward the rescue of the Tioga The 
quickest kind of work was required to save 
the steamship as she was in a spot exposed 
‘to gales from all directions, and one more 
storm would cause her break up. 

At 4 o'clock yesterday afternoon 15,000 
barrels of the Tioga’s cargo had gone by 
the board, but still she did not float. A dis- 
patch trom W. Buliard, General Manager of 
the line, to Agent Morford stated she was 
pounding badiv. She seemed to be in the 
most imminent danger and every effort was 
peing pbutforward to her rescue, 

‘The Tiogacleared from here Wednesday 
with 140 car-loads of flour and three car- 
leads of pig-lead, bound for Buffalo. Her 
cargo was worth about $125,000. Most 
of the flour was from Minneapolis, and 
in all seven-cighths of it was from 
‘the Northwest. It was all insured at the 
home offices of the companies, a good pro- 

tion of the risks being in tne Angio- 
‘Nevada. The steamship was worth $200,000 
ana was insured for $160,000 directly in En- 
giish companies against total loss and gen- 
eral average. She had a place in the 
affections of the Union ine officials 
not equaled, yperhaps, any 
boat on the lakes. She carried her 2,800 tons 
of freight on the run between Buffalo and 
Chicago with the regularity of a clock, and 
it was claimed for ber that she was an ideal 
freight boat. Barring the-Chemung and 
Owego of the same line, the Tioga was as 
fast a boat of her size as there was on the 
lakes. She was built in 1885 at Buffalo. 

WHERE THE TIOGA STRUCK. 

The place where the Tioga struck is the 
danger spot of the great lakes. Friday night 
not less than $1,000,000 in property was rest- 
ing upon the rocks of the reef, and the total 
losses for the season there will foot up some 
$500,000 if the Tioga is lost. The reef lies in 
the position of atrap for vessels which get 
slightiy out of their course in making for the 
straits, and is a iittle to the northwest of the 
Sailing lines of steamers bound down.

Nothing shows above water and soundings 

ve no idea of its proximity, as the water is 

eep close to the edge of the rocks. It is of 
course Marked by a buoy, but this is of no 
assistance to boats in fogs or snow storms. 
So grave is the constant menace to vessels 
that a lighthouse on the reef is imperatively 
demanded. At present to fetch up there is 
no slur upon a vessel captain’s reputation, as 
it is regarded as a dispensation of Providence 
which no foresight could have averted.

The sailing course lies 
between it and Waugoshance lighthouse. 


BURNED WHEN CUVERED WITH ICE. 


Total Destruction of the Stranded Steamer 
Annie Smith. 

CHEBOYGAN, Mich., Nov. 30.—[Special.]— 
The crew ofthe schooner Ked Wing are here. 
Their vessel isin bad shape, full of water, 
her decks are raised, and she may prove a 


total loss. - 

The other is the schooner H. W. Sage with 
ore. She was cast loose from the steamer 
Vulcan near Thunder Bay during the storm. 
Her head sails were blown out and she fel- 
in tle trouch of the sea, which rolled over 
the deck, stmashing in the bulwarks on either 
side and clearmmg the deck of everything 
movable. Her foresails cieft the boit rope in 
bits, and other parts of the canvas that 
Was set were blown to pieces, as 
the rope became so thickly coated with ice 
the sails could not be lowered. She struck 
the beach in the vicinity of Hammona’s Bay. 
The mainmast broke off soon after stranding 
and her mizzen topmast came off with it. 
Her big anchor was iet go to prevent her 
going ashore broadside; otherwise all hands 
would probably have been lost. She is 

four feet amidships. The decks are 
ail out of place and ehe is completely broken 
in two, and is a total loss. The crew suffered 
great hardships but managed to keep them- 
Selves from freezing to death. 

The steambarge Annie Smith is a complete 
loss. Her bottom is entirely gone. The coai 

is washing out of her. All except -a portion 
ofher upper works and piict-house is gone. 
Today she is on fine and burning to tne 
Water’s edge. The fire undoubtedly origi- 
Mated from the furnace, which the men had 
replenished to keep themselves warm. This 
Was probably scattered after the men left 
by the pounding of the boat, and she was set 
on fire. 

The Leviathan is working on the Iron 
Queen, which is full of water. Her corn cargo 
will be jettisoned. Between seventy-five and 
ahundred men are at the wrecks throwing 
freight overboard. The Leviathan has put 
steam pumps on the Iron Queen and may get 
ber off soon if the weather hoids good. ine

A PLEA FOR UNITY AND CONCORD, 


The Eloquent Georgian Thrilis a Great 
Audience at Central Music- Hall. 

The vast crowd which thronged Central 
Music-Hall last night to listen to the eloquent 
words of Gov. Gordon greeted the executive 
of Georgia right royally, and was rewarded 
by hearing @ speech, only too brief, which 
held its interest throughout. There were 
many ladies in the audience, and their ap- 
plause was as freely bestowed as that.of the 
men. Gen. Gordon’s magnificent plea for 
unity and concord, culminating in his 
patriotic declaration of undying attachment 
to the old flag, was greeted with enthusiastic 
applause. 

The stage was draped with flags and a 
large Union banner waved above the speaker 
of the evening. A Dand s‘ationed in the 


gallery played a. number of well-known airs, ’ 


and it was hard to tell whether ‘* Dixie”’ 
or ** The Star-Spangled Banner’? was most 
loudly applauded. Among the prominent

Mayor Cregier announced the meeting 
open. The Rev. Dr. Bolton led in prayer, 
and the band played ‘ The Star-Spangled 
Banner.’’ 

Mayor Cregier said the occasion seemed to 
warrant some iengthened remarks, but he 
would withhold them because they had come 
there to listen to Gen. Gordon, the Governor 
of the Stateof Georgia, sister State to _Illi- 
nois, and one of the United States. [Ap- 
plause.| Might they ever be united. 

THE VISITOR’S SPEECH. 

Gen. Gordon was received with great ap- 
plause. Addressing his audience us feilow- 
countrymen he thanked his brethren of the 
North for their cordial greeting and princely 
hospitality. He thought it appropriate to 
analyze someof the results of the late un- 
happy war and their effect upon American 
institutions. Let them, free from all political 
bias and sectional feeling, hoid serious coun- 
sel together for the welfare of 
their common repuviic. War. however 
be deplored, was not al- 
ways an unmitigated eyil.. Justifiabie 
war sometimes worked out great points in 
history. George III. was the rightful ruler 
of this country, but the war he waged 
against his countrymen on ‘this continent 
was for the purpose of enforcing unholy ex- 
actions, and the openiy avowed rebellion 
against him was a holy and just war. It was 
the paradox of history—rebeliion against 
constitutional government for the sake of 
preserving constitutional liberty. 

The civil war of 1861-65 was another his- 
torical paradox. It might be claimed on both 
sides as a war of defense. To the North it 
meant the defense of the Union and of re- 
publican liberties. To the South it meant 
the defense of State rights, of home ana 
property. It was unnecessary to go into the 
question of which side was right. That 
would be settled by the impartial verdict of 
history. Both sections were inspired by the 
highest and noblest motives. [Applause,] The 
North rallied around the old ‘flag ot the Re- 
public with an enthusiasm which overrode 
all party lines. It idealized the Union as in- 
separabie from public liberty. ‘to save the 
Union was the one sentiment which dom- 
inated pulpit, press, and peuple. 

The South was moved by a sense of duty 
which lifted its people above selfish and 
sordid considerauons, as religioa lifts her 
votaries. 

AMERICA’S LEGACY. 

Thus were gathered the great armies or 
the North and of the South, like storm snow 
clouds gathering in mid-air. They ap- 
proached, and gathered strength as they 
advanced with flaming ensigns.and glitter. 
ing bayonets, the verv earth resound- 
ing with their sullen tread. The 
American soil, consecrated by a 
common ancestry, Was drenched with 
gore, and made richer and holier by*the 
blood of both. He pitied the American citi- 
zen who could not appreciate the rich legacy 
left to American youth by the story of the 
valor of his contending countrymen. Awmeri- 
cau manhood had been strengthenea and its 
freedom made stronger by reason of that 
conflict. Every soldier who fell on either 
side died in obedience, as he conceived it, to 
duty. .[Applause.| He died a martyr, and as 
he turned his pale face to heaven he 
met Goa’s approving smile. 

The speaker pitied the statesman, whether 
he came from North or South, who deemed it 
the behest of patriotism to build walis of 
separation between the different sections 
of the country. He did not believe that 
eulogy of ove section was detraction of an- 
ower. Nor could be agree with the pliustrious 
Sumnerin wanting to strike the namesof

With the armies of the 
Union promising him freedom ana protection 
if he would but strike a blow for himself the 
colored man turned a deaf ear to 
the proclamation of his freedom and 
watched over the property of his absent mas- 
ter and waited prayerfully for his return, or 
followed him to the front to shelter or to die 
with him. 
single arm with the exception of the few 
who had joinea the Federal army was raised 
against helpless women. What was the ex- 
planation of the astounding conduct of the 
black man in not striking a single blow for 
his freedem? Only that his fidelity was 
a direct return for kind treatment given him. 
All the isolated instances of cruelty, all 
false sentiment, could not answer that ques- 
tion on anv other hypothesis than that kind- 
ness and tenderness on the part of the white 
man begat that fidelity on the part of tne 
black which noteven the war could break. 
[Great applause. | 

AFTER THE WAR. 

Well, the war changed all that. The white 
man lost his property, and the black man 
gained his freedom, Mistaken philanthropy 
and mistaken political metheds had led to 
some extent to an antagonizing of the two 
races. He believed that history would ap- 
prove and;Christianity applaud the treatment 
of the black man by the white since the war. 
When the people of Georgia recovered pos- 
session of their State they found 6,000 
colored children in the schools, and the 
school exchequer empty. Today there are 
160,000 colored pupils, ana the school system 
expanding year bv year. Then there was 
not a single colored military organization 
in the State. Now tnere are 
such in every city and section, 
recognized by the State on the same basis as 
her citizen soldiery. The Southern whites 
had reared churches by the hunared for the 
colored peopie. Were these facts consistent 
with a hostile intent or purpose to oppress! 
Were school books, churches, rifles, and 
artillery the weapons with which they would 
arm arace which they intended to oppress?! 

The speaker’s profound conviction was 
that if the solution of the proviem were left, 
or largely left, to the two races it would be 
settled justiy and to the advantage of both. 
It was his further profound conviction that 
if bloody troubles should occur they would 
be the result of agitation on the stump and 
through the press. 

EFFECT ON THE STATES. 

The next question was the effect of the 
result of the war on the union between the 
States. A national :ife more robust, a peace 
more real, and a national union more endur- 
ing had grown up since the war. As to the 
effect upono the future character of the Amer- 
ican people and the American Republic, that 
would depend on the use they would make 
of the history of the war. Unjust criticism 
of one section by another led to strife. If 
the Kepubilic was to last it must live in the 
affections of the entire people. Statesmanship 
in leaders was essential, but self-reliance 
on the part of the peopie even more essen- 
tial. Education and weaith were worth noth- 
ing if manhovud and character were lost. Con- 
stitutionail liberty could not be bought with 
money or decreed by statute. Constitutions 
were a sham and laws a mockery unless the 
people had the manhood to support the ore 
and enforce the other. The home of liverty 
was in the heart rather, n in the head. 
[Applause.}| Manhood eharacter must 
rest on self-respect, and this must be built up 
by stimulating in the breast of the American 
youth his pride in his country. Teach him 
that he is the descendant of the 
grandesS defenders of liberty the 
worid ever saw, and that would make a 
man of him. But to destroy the 
very foundationions of his character write 
po history of the war and build no monu- 
ments to the heroic dead. Let him forget 
that his father was a soldier and his moiher 
aberoine and his usefulness to the country 
would be destroved. 

Ger. Gordon said it was his fortune to par- 
ticipate in tne grandest funeral pageant of 
modern times—ine burial of Ulvsses 8S. Grant, 
the greatest Captain of the Union armies. 
[Applause.| Whocould doubt that the hon- 
ors paid to that great General fired the hearts 
of thousands of the vouth of the land, and 
who could doubt that the ceiebration of the 
birthday of Robert E. Lee [applause] stirred 
the manhood of the Southern youth. 
The effect of the war would § de- 
pend entirely on the manner in 
which it was utilized. Unjust criticism of 
one section by another was not only irra- 
tional but unpatriotic. It tended to dis- 
union. Let them cultivate concord and fra- 
ternity, cement the union, and add to the 
happipess and prosperity of the whole people. 

EACH NEEDS THE OTHER. 


The North would in the future need al! 
of statesmanship and patriotism that the 
South could furnish, and the South needed 
the North also. When the Union had haif a 
hundred States and two hundred millions of 
people giant problems would be evolved re- 
quiring a united people to grapple with 
tnem. Already the young Republic, stretch- 
ing her maternal arms to the oppessed of 
all nations, has felt that socialistic touch 
which has corrupted many Nations and has 
already threatened this fair city with fire and 
blood and terror. How could they cope with 
tbisand kindred probiems if they were not 
united? Perish ail disurion and all that would 
tend to separate tne people of the Republic 
from each other.. Long live the Union of 
these coequal States, sovereign in their 
spheres, indenendent, grand, and free: a 
Union that should grow with the ages and 
growjin the manhood of the American people. 

** Long float this flag,”’ said Gov. Gordon, 
grasping the stars and stripes, “‘over the 
eternal union of these United States: the 
flag of the North and the flag of the South. 
[Great applause.| Long may it wave with 
tne flags of our sister Republics of France 
and Brazil and guide. the oppressed of ail 
nations in the path of freedom.”’ 

Mayor Cregier said that Gov. Gordon would 
be at the Palmer House Monday evening, 
when alj would be’ welcome. He thought 
the Governor had come to Chicago to stay all 
his life. 

“If £ was not Governor of Georgia I 
would,’’ said Gen. Gordon. 

Then the audience joined in singing ‘My 
Country, ’Tisof Thee,” and the meeting ad- 
journed.

‘*My visit to Chicago has only confirmed 
my expectation and the assurance that this 
great people in the West are one with us of 
the South,’”’ said Gov. Gordon to the Iroquois 
braves at their rooms iast evening. * With 
one source, with commor interests, with 
the same lines of industry, with the same an- 
cestry, the same hopes, you mightas well at-

DEMOCRATIC DELEGATES CONTINUE 
THE FIGHT TILL MONDAY. 


The Convention Nothing but a Series of 


Turbulent Rows—Opportunities Created 
to Give the Factions Chances to Trade 
A Red-Letter Day for Saloons Near 
the Hall—Hosts of Candidates Men- 
tloned—Riots Over Every Motion Of- 
fered—A Forced Adjournment. 


Mike McDonald’s recent Democratic County 
Convention, and the mob which nominated Char- 
lie Kern for Sneriff some years ago, were re- 
spectable, orderly,“and harmonious compared to 
the gang that assembled yesterday to nominate 
candidates for Drainage Trustees. The tele- 
gates were for the most part groggery keepers 
and petty officeholders. The few respectable 
men who had seats in the hall were sincerely 
sorry they had been elected. .They will not be 
present Monday, when the convention is to be 
called together again. 

At opportune adjournment last evening pre- 
vented a bloody row over the manner of select- 
ing the candidates. At the secret caucus of the 
so-calied leaders Friday night there were recrim- 
inations which led to biows. Therefore the con- 
vention, when it was called to order yesterday, 
was without @ program. The members of the 
Aldermanic combine tried to run things for their 
special purpose. The delegates, just as mercena- 
ry but not so adroit, objected. It was suspected 
that some of the more ambitious candidates 
distributed money in order to secure votes, 
and many delegates had votes forsale. The 
convention was not called to order on time, this 
delay being arranged so as to give an oppor- 
turity for negotiation. There was a long recess 
with the same purpose in view, but those oppor- 
tunities did not suffice, and the trading and 
trafficking will continue over Sunday. 

Singularly little interest was taken in the 
affair by respectable Democrats. A lot of labor 
demagogues were in the gaileries, a number of 
cheap City-Hall politicians occupied seats on 
the platform. ‘hey contributed to the riotous 
demonstrations of the convention. 

TRADING IN THE SALOONS. 

Corporation Counsel Hutchinson, Chairman of 
the Democratic County Central Committee, be- 
gan touse his gavel about 11:30. A score or so 
ofthe more respectable delegates, Including A. 
W. Green, M. J. Russeli, William J. English. 
Charies N. Stone, Charles Crane, Maj. McClure, 
M. B. Hayes, Adolph Kraus, and Roswell Hayes, 
werein the hallat the time. The great ma- 
jority of the delegates, however, were 
in the adjoining saloons, dickering and trading. 
The latter remained in their haunts until about 
12:30, when Mike McDonald arrived and showed 
himself on the side of the platform in consulta- 
tion with the Chairman. McDonald soon after 
took a seat on the platform. Then the hall be- 
gan tofill. Great care was taken not to admit 
to the main floor any but delegates, Aldermen, 
and Central Committeemen.’ The rounders had 
seats in the galleries. The Chairman, in attempt- 
ing to call the gathering to order, bad to “sit”’ 
on Ald. Haynes and other exuberant spirits. 
While this work was proceeding William McUoy. 
the hotel man, Bill Ford, Walter S. Boyle, and 
other candidates interviewed the delegates in 
their seats. 

Shortiy before 1 o'clock the Corporation Coun- 
sel declared the gathering ready for business. 
He named A. W. Green, the Gas Trust attorney, 
Temporary Chairman. Mr. Green talked about 
the necessity of Democratic success. 

In the meanwhile the Aldermanic combine 
was getting in its work, and when reference was 
made to the ** extraordinary power of taxation ” 
which the Drainage Trustees would possess the 
members of the combine smoothed down their 
vests and redoubled their exertions in favor of 
the combine candidates. Mr. Green was 
commendably brief. Jim Strain was 
of course nominated Secretary. The friends of 
the various factions, remembering the ** monkey- 
ing’ with the figures at the last election, wished 
each a representative among tne Assistant Sec- 
retaries. Jimmy Crawford was named in behaif 
of candidate Clarke, A. B. Perrgo for candidate 
Hutchinson, F. L. Blake for Harrison, and Billy 
Niehoff for Capt. Farrell. 

APPOINTING THE COMMITTEES. 

Bill Fitzgerald, Staniey Kurg, Billy Joyce, and 
George McDonald were named a Committee on 
Credentials. Edgar Terhune wanted a Com- 
mittee on Resolutions to whicb, on motion of 
Ald. Cullerton, all resolutions sbould be re- 
ferred. Terhune and Henry McKey from the 
South Side, Eugene Bassler. Ed Cullerton, and 
Billy Ward from the West Side, and Maurice St. 
P. Thomas and J. B. Taylor from the North Side 
were named. 

**Ikey ’’ Abrahams wanted to serve on some 
committee, so he moved that a Committee on 
Permanent Organization be appointed. ‘ lkey,” 
Martin J. Russell, M. B. Hayes, Harry Geohegan, 
and C. S. Darrow were appointed, 

Ed Cullerton, in behalf of the Aldermanic com- 
bine which could not agree on a slate the night 
before and could not well fix it up in the conven- 
tion, then moved a recess until 2 o’ciock, which 
was taken. The delegates filed out, and the 
bosses met in a room off the platform and tmed 
to fix up the slate. 
taken to theback room of un adjacent saloon. 

Word was passed around a few minutes iater 
that the Aldermanic combine had agreed to 
abandon Gahan, The junior Democratic 
organ and the magwump organ sent 
word that they would fight the Stock 
Yards man from start to finish. Other changes 
were reported. Jonas Hutchinson declined to be 
a candidate, Maj. McClure announced that R. B. 
Stone wouid be présented. Judge Prendergast’'s 
friends were quite busy. and it Was whispered 
that he had “a dead sure thing.”’ The West 
Siders, it was said, had made acombination with 
the North Side. 

As soon as the convention reconvened the re- 
suit of the plotting began to be discerned. It 
was 3 o'clock before the delegates were reseated. 
Bill Fitzgerald presented the report of the Com- 
mittee on Credentials, aeclaring the sitting dele- 
gates the delegates to the convention. There 
were only petty disputes in the First and Fifth 
Wards. The temporary organization was made 
permanent on motion of * [key *s Abrahams. 

CARTER HARRISON ARRIVES. 

Just at this moment there was an uproar in 
the convention consequert on the entrance of 
ex-Mayor Harrison, escorted by Mike McDonald. 
Mr. Harrison took a seat on the platform, 
cheered by hisfriends and hissed by his oppo- 
nents. 

When the confusion had somewhat abated Ed- 
gar Terhune presented the platform, which bore 
the impress of the subtle intellect of Judge 
Prendergast. Itdeclaredin favor of the day’s 
work scheme, the raising of money by special as- 
sessment, and of eight bours and citizen labor. 
The motior to adopt the platform was carried, 
but not by a unanimous vote, and the Chairman 
conveniently forgot to declare the result. 

Ex-Ald, Jim Walsh then offered a resolution 
favoring the nomination of three candidates 
from the West Division and one each from the 
North and South Divisions. This was the signal 
fora scene of confusion seidom equaled even in 
a Democratic convention. Delegates from the 
South Side climbed on the chairs and yelled in 
protest. The West Side delegates yelled back. 
The Chairman broke his gavel trying to restore 
order. Bill Fitzgerald moved as an amenament 
that the South Side be given two candidates, the 
West Side two, and tne North pide one. Mike Me- 
Inerney and Morris Cohen made angry speeches 
in support of the Fitzgerald motion. Joe Ma- 
honey took the opposite side and demanded u 
roli-call. 

This‘was had. The South Side wards all voted 
in favor of Fitzgerald's motion. The West Side 
wards, beginning with the Seventh, began to 
vote against it. They continued to do so until the 
Thirteenth Ward was reached, The chairman 
of this delegation, a thick-headed youth named 
Sullivan, announced tive. votes intavorof the 
South Side. There was a howl of protest, but 
the vote was allowed.- Four delegates of the 
Nineteenth Ward also broke to the South Side, 
There was another yell. The North Side wards 
stood by the South Side until the 
Twenty-fourth was reached. There was 
a break there in favor of the West 
Side. The Lake View wards voted with the 
West Side. The Cicero wards gave two votes in 
favor of the West Side. Fitzgerald's. motion 
wus lost. receiving 19 votes to 200 against. 

A verification of the roll-call was demanded, 
Capt. Farrell gave 7 votes from the Twenty- 
second ward in favor ofthe West Side motion, 
which was then put and carried by 225 to 170. 
Tne South Siders were wild with rage. They 
glared at the West Siders, howling: “Give 
them the whole five and let them elect them!” 
“ Let's go home!” * We have no business here!” 

Another scene of confusion ensued. When 
partial order was restored Ald.*Cullerton pre- 
sented a resolution that only candidates receiv- 
ing a majority of all the votes cast be declared 
nominated, that they be nominated one ata 
time, and in the following order: Three West 
Siders first, then the North Side man. next tne 
South Side man.

IOWA RAILROAD COMMISSIONERS REPORT. 


A Disappointing Document from a Statist- 
‘feal Standpoint—Some Recommendations. 

Des Mornes, Ia, Nov. 30.—[Special.]—The 
Railroad Commissioners filed tleir annual report 
with tne Governor today. It is generally re- 
garded as the poorest report they have yet sub- 
mitted, It contains few statistics of practical 
Vaiue, the roads having kept back much of thé 
information which they have given heretofore. 
They all seem to be aware that Gov. Larrabee is 
about to retire and they don’t fear the thunder- 
bolts of his wrath any more. 

The total mileage in lowa is reported as 8,346, 
which is about the same as last year. The pro- 
portion of the earnings belonging to the lines in 
Iowa 1s reported as $37,138.3090.75. Several roads 
failed to report, but, assuming that their gross 
earnings would be the same as iast year, 
the grand total would be an increase 
over last year of $193.689.58. The net 
revenue on all the Iowa lines is fixed 
at $862,887.19 over last year. Theenumber of 
passengers carried who furnished revenue is 
30,056,186; average distance carried, thirty-three 
miles; total passenger revenue, $23,041,241.71; 
number of tons of freight carried earning reve- 
nue, $36,645,038; total freht revenue, $61,594,- 
206.20; employés in Iowa, 24,642; amount paid, 
$14, 212.590 27; taxes for 1888, $1,060,572.53; for 1889, 
$1.108,831.72; tons of coal consumed by locomo- 
tives, 3.274,680; average pounds consumed per 
mile, 70.5. ‘Tonos of new rails laid, 62x379x65, vary- 
ing from 52 to 70 pounds weight per year, cost 
from $30 to $37.50 per ton. 

During the vear 72 persons were killed and 512 
injured on the railroads of the State. Of those 
killed 4 were passengers and 35 employés; of the 
injured 25 were passengers and 442 were em- 
ployés. 

‘ne report calls attention to several points 
where conflicting theories are entertained on 
some questions of the law, and recommends leg- 
islation t6 remove all doubt as to any points 
on which the authority of the board 
has been disputed. The suggestions of 1879 
that certain duties devoiving upon the Secre- 
tary of State be transferred to the board are re- 
newed. The question of where a “switch’’ ends 
and ‘“‘haul” begins the bozra asks the Legislat- 
ure to determine. More legislation is asked on 
what is an “adequate”’ farm crossing; also that 
the authority be given to change the name of 
stations to the name of the town in which they 
are locatea, whether the station bein an incor- 
porated town or not, the present law applying 
only to incorporated towns. The power of the 
board to establish new stations has been ques- 
tioned; legisiation on this point, as also 
on the question whether roads must con- 
struct new bighway crossings where highways 
are relocated after a railroad is built; also that 
the luw be so fixed that all railways must use 
union depots when built. A law is requested 
compelling two roads running from or into the 
same town to connect their tracks, thus allowing 
choice of roads by all shippers on whichever line 
located. The subject of joint rates receives at- 
tention, and the Commissioners think thev 
should properly be clothed with autherity to 
compel joint rates. A statement as to what 
shall be regarded as ‘‘for charitable purposes”’ 
is also requested at the hands of the Legis- 
lature. 


THE MOST INHUMAN FATHER ON RECORD. 


John Tugar Crushes His Son’s Skull and 
then Burns the Body. 

CrenInaA, O., Nov. 30.—[Special.|—A white- 
faced country boy came into town this morning 
with the news that a strange man had shot him- 
selfin the woods along the Lake Erie & West- 
ern railroad, about one mile south of town. 
Marshal Houser, accompanied by several men, 
went out to the place, where they found 
the man lying by the remains of a Diazing fire 
and shot through the body. Oneof the bystand- 
ers, who had seen a boy with the man the night 
before, asked for him, and the man tola them he 
was in the fire, pointing out where parts of the 
boy were still roasting in the log heap. The man 
drugged the ashes and found buttons, buckles, 
bones, and pieces of roasted flesb, all that 
remained of a 15-year-old lad. The man and the 
remains were brought to town and ’Squire John- 
son as Coroner held an inquest over them. 

The man, whose bullet wound will not prove 
fatal, told his story in an unconcerned manner. 
He is John Tugar, a native of Switzerland and 
about 50 years of age. The boy was his son Jobn. 
They had been tramping, and iast night he drove 
the lad out to beg. The little fello turned 
late without anything. This incensed” the man, 
who set the boy at work gathering 3 large quan- 
tity of wood, with which an immense bonfire was 
bailt. Late at night they quarreled, 
and he i struck the boy, crushing his 
skull. Alarmed at what he had done 
and thinking to destroy the evidence of his 
crime be flung the bodyin the biazing fire and 
spent the balance of the time until daylight 

oking the body with sticks to destroy it fuily. 
With the morning. alarmed at discovery, he 
turned his pistol, which contained but one load, 
against his breast and fired. 


THREE MORE LYNCHERS UNDER ARREST. 


Twenty-seven Men Held to Answer for 
Riot in Wisconsin. 

La Crosse, Wis., Nov. 30.—[Special. |—Yes- 
terday morning at Whitehall, the county 
seat of Trempealeau County, Charles John- 
son. Ole Stelto, and Ebert Oleson were taken 
before Judge Odell on a charge of murder. 
They are supposed to have been the ring- 
leaders of the mob that hung H. J. Oleson 
last Monday night. Others may yet be added 
to the list against whom tltfis charge will be 
brought. Twenty-seven arresis have been 
made up to this evening, and some haif 
dozen more will be made. The charge of 
riot is made agaiost the majority, and all 
who have been arrested have given the 
required bond for their appearance at the 
march term of the Circuit Court except a 
son of the deceased. Johnson, the principal 
defendant, isa man of considerable wealth, 
ana has been known asthe King of the large 
Norwegian settlement of the locality. He is 
known to have been mortally afraid of Ole- 
son, who had made threats agaiost him. Ule- 
son was extremely troublesome and gener- 
ally bated, and it was not difficult to organ- 
ize amoodto haul him upafew times in the 
hope that he could be frightened into leaving 
the country. Crazed with alcohol, the men 
hatied him up once too often, and some of 
them are now, and others soon will be, be- 
hind the bars charged with murder. Those 
now so accused secured a postponement of 
hearing to enable tnem to secure counsel. 
The examination will be heid next Friday.

The word scarcely exaggerates the feeling 


| whicb prevailed on ’Change today: Renewed 


heavy selling of Chicago Gas, carrying the 
price 3 per cent lower, followed! by a break of 
7 per cent in the Sugar Trusts,weakened tLe 
whole market and created distrust. But the 
chief cause of the *‘scare’’ was the circula- 
tion of vague rumors that some prominent 
firm was embarrassed and would 
fail. It was impossible’ to’ trace 
these rumors to their source, and 
haly a dozen of the strongest houses 
in the street were named in turn as the one 
referred to. Then it was whispered that it 
was not a city firm that was in ‘trouble, outa 
big Boston banking house having a branch 
here. Some of the concerns thus used by 
the rumor mongers are of such standing 
that the mention of their names merely ex- 
cited jlaughter grom the well informed, for, 
aside from the recent slump in the trusts, 
nothing has occurred which should affect 
even the weakest of firms. These insidious 
‘Tumors are the most powerful of bear weap- 
ons. They probably work more mischief 
than would an actuai failure; for when the 
latter is announced its effect can be definite- 
ly ascertained, whereas these will-o’-the-wisp 
rumors are apt to create general nervousness 
and distrust. a 

The outpouring of Chicago Gas the first 
hour and Sugar Trusts in tne second, how- 
ever, gave color to a rumor that some firm or 
individual speculator was in forced liquida- 
tion, and brokers every now and then turned 
their eyes to the rostrum, as if expecting to 
hear notice of somebody's suspension. No 
less than 40,000 shares of Chicago Gas were 
traded in and the net decline 1s 2 per cent. 
Of Sugar 33,000 shares were dealt in; ana it 
was closed at the lowest. 7 

After the market ciosed the rumors crys- 
The insiders in 
Chicago Gas recently organized a bull pool 
of 5v,000 shares to put tne stock above 
60° and squeeze the short interest; which was 
large. Tney had what they supposed was 
reliable information from Chicago that the 
decision of the Supreme Court would not be 
handed down until January. Incidentally 
they were given to understand that it would 
sustain the lower court in favor of the trust, 
but the nature of the decision was of minor 
importance to the immediate purpose of the 
pool so long as it was not to be handea down 
for five or six weeks. Freparations were 
completed and the squeeze cf the shorts was 
just about to be made when, like a thunder- 
bolt from aclear sky. came the decision Tues- 
day last. It seems to have been handed down 
at an unuswaliy late hour, or at any rate it 
did not reach this city until late at night.

WILL REDUCE THE BANK DEFOSITARIES. 


Secretary Windom Sends an Important 
Notice to Many National Ranks. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Nov. 30.—Thé follow- 
ing announcement was made public this aft- 
ernoon: 7 

The Secretary of the Treasury has decided to 
reduce the number of national bank deposita- 
riesand the amounts of public moneys kept 
therewith. Itis intended to make this reduc- 
tion in such a manner as to avoid as far as pos- 
sible any disturbance to the busifess of the 
country. 7 ’ 

A transfer to the Sub-Treasury on or before 
Jan. 15, 1890, of about 10 per cent of their holdings 
of public moneys will be‘required from banks 
having in active accounts about 10 per cent of 
the surplus held by them over and above the 
amount needed for the convenience of the pub- 
lie service; or, if the banks wish tb sell to 
Government the bonds furnished gs security for 
these deposits, the Secretary will purchase them 
and retain from the proceeds of sale the amount 
which otherwise would have to be deposited as 
above stated, sending checks to the banks for the 
residue. 

Other calls willbe made from time to time, 
but always with due regard to business interests 
until the public moneys with the banks shall 
have been recuced to the amount needed for cur- 
rent public Dusiness, and the money withdrawn 
will be used for the purchase of United States 
bonds. Banks desiring to dispose ofthe entire 
amount of bonds furnished as security for pub- 
lic deposits will not, of course, be limited to the 
10 per t transfer of the first call. 

n cofrversation with the Secretary, he ex- 
plained that the phrase, “ Banks having act- 
ive accounts,”’ refers to the national banks 
with which the Government, through its 
public officers in various parts of the coun- 
try, transacts current business by depositing 
Government revenues from time to time, 
drawing upon them through checks of dis- 
bursing officers. The ‘‘banks having inact- 
ive accounts’’ are those otherwise known in 
the ‘Treasury Department as “surplus 
atone being those designated by Secretarv 

airchild solely as depositories for portions 

the Treasury surplus. The total 
the Government deposits 

of both these classes 

is now about $47,000,000. The ordinary amount 
of public funds distributed among all the 
depositories bas been from $10,000,000 to $15,- 
000,000, but ran up in 1587 to about $20,000, 000.

SENSATIONAL TRIAL OF A WHOLESALE 
MURDERER AT NANCY, FRANCE. 


Circamstantial Evidence Produced Against 
an Old Printer Named Dauga—Several 
Persons Brutaliy Butchered in Their 
Shops— Arrival of Dom Pedro at St. Vin- 
cent—Views of Stanley’s Work in Africa 
~—Minister Lincola’s Son Growing Bet- 


ter. 

SPECIAL CABLE DISPATCH TO THE TRIBUNE. 

Loxpon, Nov. 30.—There%s a sensational 
murder trial at Nancy, #rance, that will 
stand highin the annals of causes céiébres, 
Last year a series of murders was committed 
at Pont A Mousson, near the German frontier, 
that recalled the exploits of Jack the Ripper. 
Dec. 18 a married couple named Sulzer, who 
kepta sort of broker shop in the village, 
were found dead. In the middle of the room 
was atable with. a white cloth and the re- 
mains of a frugal repast. Beside the table 
and in kneeling posture was the body of the 
husband, still clutching in his hand a pair 
of scissors with which he had been 
cutting some cloth for a customer. Two 
paces distant lay the body of his wife. Both 
had their throats cut. On the tops of their 
heads were holesin the skull asif made 
with a hammer. The packets of the 
victims had been turned wrong side 
out. All the money in the shop had 
disappeared. A few days afterwards a 
woman named Ferry, who kept a wood and 
charcoal shop, was also found dead. Her 
throat was cutin exactly the same way as 
those of Sulzer and his wife. On top of her 
head was a hole as if made with a hammer. 
All her money had also been taken, The 


she was showing wares to a customer. Three 
days later still another murder was an- 
nounced, and the inhabitants of the little 
village were panic-stricken. This time the 
victim was a widow named Frangois, who 
kept a wine shop. She was found on her 
back with hey throat cut, and on top of the 
head was a hole as if made with a hammer. 
The rigid hand of the corpse clutched a 
bunch of gray hair apparently torn ina 
struggle from the assussin’s head, On 
the counter was a giass filled with 
wine, indicating that, as. in the other 
cases, the murderer presented himseif 
asacustomer. All the money had disap- 
peared, showing that here aiso robbery was 
the motive. The panic at Pont & Mousson 
was now 80 great that immediately after sun- 
set the inhabitants barricaded themselves in 
their houses and the citizens organized a 
patrol service. Armed to the teeth they 
passed up and down the streets all night. 
Several arrests were made, but no evidence 
could be obtained. Finaliy Jaume, a Paris- 
ian inspector of police, was sent to Pont a 
Mousson to ferret out the murderer. Iin- 
spector Jaume found that during February 
an unknown person wearing a fur cloak and 
woolen cap used to appear at Pont & Mousson 
about dusk and visit the shops and cabarets 
kept by old women. The Inspector followed 
up this clew by questioning the innkeepers. 
He found that the stranger was a 
printer named Dauga who had served in the 
army as Sergeant in 1871, and had greatly 
distinguished bimseif and bad become a gen- 
darme. Further investigation snowed that 
Dauga had a wife and two children. He had 
lost his place in a printing establishment and 
came to Pont: & Mousson, leaving his wife, 
who was enceinte, at a neighboring village. 
One day the wife, impatient at not hearing 
from her husband and not receiving any 
money, walked to Ponta Mousson to reproach 
him. Dauga replied, “A man owes me some 
money. I will go get him to repay me.”’ With 
these words Le went away in the night, 
returned and gave 200 francs to his wife. 
This very night the Sulzers were assassi- 
nated. The day after the murder of the 
Widow Ferry Dauga paid somedebts. By 
a singular coincidence one of the franc 
pieces he paid out was stained with biood. 
The night of the assassination of Widow 
Frangois Dauga had been asked by some 
companions to piay cards. Dauga looked at 
his watch and said: “ You will have to 
wait for me, tor lhave an importaaot errand 
to attend to.”’ He returned late in the even- 
ing hext day and paid his debts, saying: ‘I 
wish to leave Pont & Mousson la téte haute.”’ 


Francois corresponded exactiy with the ones 
on Dauga’s trousers, and one of Dauga’s but- 
tons was missing. The hair fuund clutched 
in the hand of Mme. Franyois was precisely 
tne same color as Dauga’s. Other important 
circumstantial evidence was adduced, but 
this is not all. Strong evidence is now 
brought to light that goes tw prove 
Dauga has murdered at least four 
other persons, a clerk: named Pernot 
and his wiie at Epinai in April, 1887, ana 
Martino and bis wife at Saint Nabord March 
15, 1885. Dauga protests pic gprnteny that he 
is innocent and a victim of circumstances, 
and stoutly denies every charge and allega- 
tion. For instance: 

The President—Three witnesses are ready 
to swear they saw you at ¥Y o’clock prowling 
about near the shop of Suizer, whom you 
afterwards murdered. 

Dauga—T hat is faise, The witnesses lie. 

The President—But that is notall. You 
sold twelve metres of cloth that came trom 
Suizer’s shop to a merchant near Ponta 
Mourson. 

Dauga—I never sold any cloth. If the 
merchant says I did he is a liar. 

The President—Five witnesses swear you 
offered to seil them cloth, and the clothes you 
wear were purchased with money you robbed 
from the murdered Sulzers. 

Dauga—Non, non! 

The court then adduced evidence tracing 
Dauga’s movements day by day and almost 
minute by minute, showing that he was 
wandering about in his fur cloak, now at 
Pont a Mousson, again at Mousson, continu- 
ally on the watch for new victims. 

The Procureur General—W as this the first 
time you went to Mousson? 

Dauga (excitedly)—M. le Procureur Gen- 
eral, lam sorry, but I wiil answer questions 
of M. ie President, but not yours. 

The President—He has a right to ask you 
any question that be deems fit. 

Dauga (shrugging his shoulders)—C’est 
possibie?! , 

The President—Well, what did you go to 
Mousson for? 

Dauga—I went there merely to take a walk 
and visit the ruins. ! didn’t wish to leave 
the country Without having enjoyed this fine 
pont de vue. 

The President—You would have murdered 
the Simothee woman, whose husband kept a 
restaurant, bad you found her alone Feb. 4. 
You had no money ana you left your watch 
as security for your dinner. 

Dauga—I had no mohey because I had lost 
anew pocKetbook, 

Fhe President— What nonsense! You have 
already told half adozen different stories to 
explain this. 

Dauga—Non, non, non. 

the President—ine next day,in quest of 
still another victim, you called at a wine- 
shop Kept by the woman Camus. You drank 
two giasses of absinthe. You asked the 
woman whether she was doing much busi- 
ness, whether she had much money. You 
followed her into the kitchen ‘seeking an Op- 
portunity to kill her, when you were aston- 
ished to find the Gingler woman there.

Dauga—(siamming his hands with fury

The President+-The Ferry woman was 
murdered in broad daylight between half 
past and 4 o’clock, Where were you at 
half past 3? 

Dauga—At Masson’s shop, where I bought a 
piece of twine. Afterwards I went to my 
room. The landlady handtd me a letter 
from my wife. 

The President—Enh bein, non, at that hour 
you were in the Rue du Core, and witnesses 
are ready to swear that they saw you walk- 
ing up and down near tne shop of the Ferry 
woman. W bat were you doing there? 

Dauga—I Was not there. 

The sonsational incident of the trial yes- 
terday was the appearance in the witness- 
box of the prisoner’s wife. Mme. Dauga’s 
eotrance was saluted by a murmer of pity. 
Her appearance was wat of a dressmaker 
who finds it difficult to earn a livelihood. Her 
eyes were wet and eswoilen with frequent 
weeping. Her examination by the Presiding 
Judge began thus: “When your husband 
was at Pont a Mousson you wrote him jetter 
upon letter asking him for money to pay 
creditors he had left behind. Receiving no 
auswer you at last decided to go to him and 
ask for money. You toid him tne straits in 
which he had placed you and his answer 
was: ‘i bave no money today, but tomorrow 
I shall have plenty.’” Then turning to the 
prisoner the Judge asked: “‘Why did you 
thus lie to your wife, Daaga, if, aS you as- 
sert, you had no money saved?” 

Dauga—“I had told one lie and I backed it 
up With others.”’

Meantime Dauga 
remained in a half recumbent position in his 
seat, his face hidden in his hands, and he was 
extrémely pale. During the rest of the trial 
the proceedin were rather monotonous, the 
witnesses called being simply women who 
had seen Dauga prowhng around Mme. Sul- 
zer’s houke previous to the commission of the 
crime. While Dauga was being conveyed 
from the court house tothe prison the crowd 
hooted, hissed, and groaned at him. 
Dom Pedro Reaches St. Vincent. 

Dom Pedro has finally touched Portuguese 
soil. The steamer Alagoas, upon which he 
sailed from Rio Janeiro, arrived today at-St. 
Vincent, Cape de Verd Isiands, with the ex- 


Emperor and his party on board. Every one’ 


is in good health, and Dom Pedro appears 
rather cheerful and philosophical in his de- 
thronement. Upon the arrival of the Ala- 
goas at St. Vincent an attempt was made to 
interview Dom Pedro concerning the events 
that had ied to his deposiuon and exile. He 
declined, however, wo enter into any discus- 
sion relative to the revolution, but stated 
that he had been treated with the utmost 
kindness throughout. The Alagoas will -pro- 
ceed for Lisbon tomorrow. Wen the steam- 
er arrived at St. Vincent she was flying the 
new flag of the United States of Brazil, 
The ag remained flying until wwe 
Brazilian Vice-Consul boarded her and 
informed the Captain that the 
Provisional Government had given instruc- 
tuons that the old flag was to be hoisted at 
St. Vincent and Lisbon. The officers of the 
steamer, not having direct orders from Rio 
Janeiro, declined to make the change. They, 
however, sent a cable dispatch to Rio Janeiro, 
asking for orders relative to the flag, pend- 
mg the arrival of which the Alagoas files no 
Hag atall. The Alagoas was convoyed four 
and a half days from Rio Janeiro by a Bra- 
zilian man of war. The warship was much 
slower than the Alegoas and the latter’s 
passage was consequentiv much longer than 
it would otherwise have been. Fine weather 
was experienced all the way from Rio Ja- 
neiro to St. Vincent, Besides the Brazilian 
Ministers at all the Capitals throughout Eu- 
rope, the English, German, Spanish, and 
Russians Ministers will be at the mouth of 
the Tagus to greet Dom Pedro. This of 
course has no political significance, and is 
merely a courtesy to a venerable ruler whom 
all the world respects and admires, 

As soon as the steamer Alagoas dropped 
anchor in: the harbor @ boat was sent ashore 
bearing a cable message to the King of 
Portugal from the ex-Emperor. The late 
Emperor acknowledges with gratefulness 
the offer by the King of a palace for his 
residence, but says that he cannot accept the 
favor. Immediately upon his arrival at Lis- 
bon the ex-Emperor will go to the Hotel Bra- 
ganza. There he will take up his former 
quarters, and after a rest of a few days will 
proceed to Nice. 


Discussing Staniey’s Exploits. 


Mr, Stanley’s name once again is heard in 
the boulevards .clubs, and cafés, The 
Parisian papers all call attention editorially 
to his letters and news of his Homeric mis- 
sion. France has oniy praise for Stanley. but 
the resuits ana effects of his expedition are 
regarded as a doubtful bene fit to civilization. 
For instance, Le Temps in a leading article 
says: “The cautious criticism that we ven- 
tured to express about the result of the expe- 
dition is now confirmed by the attitude of 
Emin Pasha revealed by Mr. Stanley’s unmis- 
takable complaints. Emin Pasha regretted 
Stanley’s intervention. He believed, rightiy 
or wrongly, that he was competent to defend 
his position. He seriously hesivated about 
evacuating the Soudan. Nothing short of a 
revolt was provoked, partaily at least, by 
Stanley’s arrival and by the anxiety which 
bis coming caused among the Mussuiman of- 
ficers. After all is said and done it 
remains true that the principal person inter- 
ested contempiated without joy an assistance 
which he had not asked for and the first 
effect of which was the fali of civilization’s 
last fortress on the Upper Nile. From all 
these fatigues, sufferings, and sacrifices re- 
main as asouvenir of an epoqgue heroique a 
few geographical conquests and the return to 
Europe of a few brave adventurers. But the 
price paid for this was not only the loss of a 
number of lives but the ruin of ali that sur- 
vived of one of the greatest feats of civiliza- 
tion of this century. "At the moment when 
Europe by means of its representatives at 
Brussels is stadying how to put an end to the 
slave trade, public opinion, while welcoming 
with joy the bapgdful of conquisadores who 
return from Africa after unheard-of suffer- 
ings, can only deplore the fatal issue of an 
enterprise that has destroyed the sole ram- 
part in South Africa opposed to Mahdism.’’ 
Jacques St. Cere has in Figaro an article 
entitled Stanley and Emin, in which he says: 
* A particularity which strikes the reader of 
Staniey’s letters is his extraordinarily Amer- 
ican viewof life. Describing how he escaped 
a great danger he wrote, ‘ Was it chance or 
Providence °* which got usoutof that evil 
pass? I think it was chance, for Providance 
ought to have saved others rather than us.’ 
I know not whether the Protestant mission- 
aries who supplied Stanley with acargo of 
Bibles will be well satisfied with this excia- 
mation, but amateurs of psychology will be.’’ 
In conclusion Figaro says: “I know po 
more curious study than that of this Amer- 
ican self-made man, @ real struggier for 
life, marching onward, cutting his wav 
through the forest, hanging negroes by way 
of example to others, regarding it useless to 
fulnll his engagements to the thoroughly 
despising German professor, who from be- 
hing his goid spectacies sees no further than 
the tip of his nose and who still belieyes in 
treating the negroes kindly, and who finally 
is returning with a coliection of fauna and 
flora. There is a Dickens-like touch in this 
pair who are undergoing dangers as great as 
mortal ever faced, who scarcely know each 
other, who write each other in the heart 
of the virgin forest letters beginning with 
‘Sir’ and ending with ‘your faithful ser- 
vant,’ who cordially detest each other, the 
savior despising the Man he has saved and 
the saved being furious against his savior.”’

A sale took place yesterday at the Hotel 
Drouot, Paris, of the wardrobe and personal 
effects of the late Olivier Metra. The sale 
tetched only 1.897 francs. Amongst other 
things sold were several violins, one being a 
Maryiloto Morelli, dating from the year 1577.

Labouchere Threatens to Have the Recent 
Scandal Fully Investigated by Parlia- 
ment — Criminating Conduct of the 
Home Office—The Tories Being Pushed 
to the Wall and Sadly in Need of a 
Platform—Portugal in Fear of a Kevo- 
lution. 


SPECIAL CABLE DISPATCH TO THE TRIBUNE. 

Lonpon, Nov. 30.—Except in Tory newspa- 
pers there 1s uv longer any attempt to sup 
press the West End scandalsor hesitancy in 
denouncing the Government for preventing 
the police from bringing aristocratic crimi- 
nals to justice. A public subscription bas been 
started to assist Editor Parke, whom Euston 
is prosecuting. It is asserted that most 
astounding revelations will be made when 
this case fairly comes to trial. Severai mem- 
bers of Parliament are on the warpath, and 
are taking active measures to call the Gov- 
ernment to account. No mercy will be shown. 
Laboucnére talked about the scandais at a 
crowded mass-meeting at Lincoin last night, 
justifying himself by remarking that the 
hideous subject was so much the subject of 
general comment and discussion in clubs and 
public places that London conversation was 
becoming almost as horribie as London yice. 

Two impecunious wretches had been sent 
to prison, said Labby, but a person highly 
placed concerned in the crimes had been al- 
lowed to escape from the cour.try simply be- 
cause he belonged to the “ better classes.”’ 
“1 warn the Government,” he continued, 
‘*that when Parliament meets they will have 
to explain their conduct. We shall insist on 
an investigation, This will probably be re- 
fused at first, but we shall surely get it.” 

The cordial cheers with which these re- 
marks were received show how deep the 
matter has cutinto popular indignation. It 
is not fair to blame the police department 
for what occurred. From the outset Munro 
wanted to prosecute, but his bands were 
firmly tied by Matthews and the Treasury 
Department. A Cabinet council was called 
this week to discuss the situation. Munro 
Was summoned, with the result that the 
affair was taken away trom Scotland Yard 
entirely and left wholly to the disposition 
of the Treasury. At the conclusion of this 
council Salisbury is reported to have said 
that since he had been in office no foreign 
complications or disputes about home rule 
had caused bim so much anxiety of mind and 
annoyance as these scandals. 

So important was this Cabinet council con- 
sidered that Ministers in foreign parts bad. 
come homme to attend it. Lord Ashbourne 
haa to leave Ireland at great personal ipcon- 
venience. The Prince of Wales is as much 
concerned about the matter as anybody else, 
for he went personally to the Home Office 
this week and saw Matthews. The Prince is 
reported to see clearly tpe folly of the course 
of the Government in letting the guilty es- 
cape and then trying tosuppress wie fact, 
but what can he ao when the police show 
him the name of Albert Victor among those 
whom the catamites mention as having vis- 
ited the house? 

From special sources of information facts 
which Scotland Yard believe to be their own 
secrets have come to I‘ght, and now that the 
case is taken out of his hands Munrocan men- 
tion an incident that eccurred last Tuesday 
which shows that he understands a rumpus 
is going to be kicked up in Parliament, and 
he means to throw the onus where it be- 
longs. Four boys were taken to Scotland 
Yard at 10 o'clock this morning by Inspector 
Abverline. Application was made to Munro 
to take them to Bow Street Court to identify 
Lord Euston as oneof the men they had seen 
atthe house. Muuro indorsed the applica- 
tuon as follows: 

‘* Let Imspector Abberline see the public 
prosecutor at the Treasury and get his direc- 
tions.’’ 

The public. prosecutor, who is purely a fac- 
totum of Matthews, indorsed the document 
in red ink as follows: * 1 decline to give In- 
spector Abberline any instructions in: the 
matter.”’ 

Munro then added the following indorse- 
ment below the public prosecutor’s: “ I hold 
the public prosecutor responsibie,’’ 

This incident ciearly shows, that Munro 
knows which way the wind is biowing. 

Depositions have also been seen made by 
persons who frequented tne house for the 
purpose of crime and who give the names of 
an aristocratic clientelle from whom was reg- 
ulariy received money. These persons 
promptly selected photos of Somerset and 
Kaston from several others submitted. They 
made a most fearful revelation. A memo- 
randum book was taken from one of these 
young men giving names, dates, and sums of 
money paid them. This book is now in pos- 
session of Scotiand Yard. Euston in a pre- 
liminary trial this week admitted he had 
been to the house and said he had been lured 
there by a cara thrust into his hand in the 
street, but left the moment he discovered 
what kind of a place it was. Somerset has 
not. put himtelf in a position 
yet where he has been forced to make any 
public explanation, but one he allows his 
fmnends to make for him is that he also went 
to the house, but went there with a woman of 
high social position. When matters became 
complicated he left the country rather than 
risk the exposure which might compromise 
her. Somerset has taken refuge at Wimele, 
a dismal little seaside hole near Boulogne, 
where he goes under an assumed name, 
Somerset has been seen out of his house only 
once, when he went to a little theater patron- 
ized by fishwomen. Taough he has not been 
in England for weeks Somerset still writes 
letters to his friends dated London. A coach- 
man named Michael Lives, who formerly 
lived in London, gets well paid for crossing 
the channel once a week, mailing let- 
ters’ at Charing Cross, and buy- 
ing some wbacco to take back and 
show he actually made the journey. 
But the man these licentious aristocrats are 
most terrified about is Hammond, who kept 
the house, who is now in New York. If 
Hammond could be made to tell all he knows 
prison walls would shield many titled names 
before the year is out. Letters received from 
Hammond by his wife and others in London 
since his flight show the Government agents 
were shadowing him. He will not return to 
this country so long as he is liberally supplied 
with money. There is little danger of his do- 
ing so, though in a recent letter he complains 
to his wife that he does not near from his 
friends so frequently as he desires. He 
asks her to call on one Newton, who was a 
sort of solicitor and private secretary to 
Somerset, and remind him of certain prom- 
ises to be carried out. At least a 
dozen of these letters clearly show 
who it is keeps Hammond out of the country. 
It is detinitely known thas Hammond was 
escorted outof the country by a Scotland- 
Yara officer named Low. While in Paris 
under the guardianship of Low he was, at the 
instance of the British Foreign Office, ordered 
by the French police to quit French territory, 
and was conducted over the frontier into 
Belgium, accompanied by Low. While in 
Belgium Low received instructions to hand 
Hammond over to the Beigian police, but he 
was allowed to get away to Antwerp. Here 
he was allowed to take a boat to New York 
without interference. When Hammond 
sailed Inspectos Byrnes was promptly notified 
what steamer he was on. He was shadowed 
by a detective on his arrival at New York 
and found under the name of Bowman. 
One of the letters received here from Ham- 
mond dated Antwerp says he proposes to 
take his family to America. He explaing to 
his wife that he went to Brussels to meet a 
certain solicitor, who instructed him to sail 
for America on a ship sailing under the 
American flag, and offered him £30. “| 
toid him,’”’ says Hammond, “that he must 
pay all the expenses ot my family first-class 
to America and give me £800 more to start in 
business, and this was agreed to.” He speaks 
aiso of longing to come back. If he does 
there will be music. Could anything be 
more suggestive than the following extract 
from a report made to Matthews by one of 
the Scotiand- Yard men engaged on the case: 
“When I arrived he said to me, ‘I do not 
see why I should be punished when persons 
in high positions are allowed to waik about 
scot-free.’ I asked him what he meant. 
‘Why.’ be said, ‘Lord Arthur Somerset and 
Earl Euston used to meet me at the bouse. 
Why not punish them?” 


Portugal Fears a Revolution. 


The Republhecans of Portugal bave deter- 
mined to hoid a demonstration in favor of 
the provisional government of Brazil. Deputy 
Latino Goelho has been charged by them 
with the task of preparing an address which 
shall embody the sentiments of the Portu- 
guese Republicans concerning the-change of 
ruie in Brazil. Itisto be signed by ail the 
inembers of the Republican party throughout 
Portugai and wili be sent to Rio Janeiro to 
the President and,Cabinet by a speciul dele- 
gation with ali possibie tormality. - The 
starting of the delegates for Brazil will be 
made the occasion of a great public demon- 
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and spirit on the part of the oppos 
which bodes ro good to the monarchical 
party, and which in the present temper of 
tne people may spread to a revolution and 
directiy threaten the throne. But the mem- 
bers of the Government do not dare to sup- 
press this demonstration lest such acon 
should lead to serious resistance and cause 
@ general outbreak of the revolutionary 
party all over the kingdom. It is probable 
that Dom Pedro will be advised not to disem- 
bark at Lisbon for fear that his presence 
might excite the Republicans to really hostile 
demonstrations and precipitate the dgitahon. 
The Government hopes that it will blow over, 
and that by giving full play to the desire of 
the Republicans to make a bold showing in 
favor of the Brazilian Republicgheir enthusi- 
asm may spend itseif in harmless noise and 
afterward quiet down. 


* AUSTRIA BROKE FAITH. 


An Absolute Check Piaced Upon Prince 
Biamarck’s Diplomacy. 
(N.Y. Ass’d. Press 0 pyright.) 

Berutnx, Noy. 30.—The Foreign Fffice here 
has ample reason to accuse the Austrians of 
baving broken faith regarding tbe recent 
Kalnoky-Bismarck compact. Within the 
present week the leading points of the en- 
tente have been set aside. Emperor Francis 
Joseph has annulled the decision giving au- 
and Count Kalnoky 
has authorized the bourse to give quota 
tions of the Bulgarian loan and bas permitted 
the Austrian Consu! at Sophia to renew his 
ostentatious intimacy with Prince Ferdinand. 
The check upon Prince Bismarck’s diplomacy 
is absolute, and has been the subject of con- 
stant communications between this city and 
Vienna. Cotnt Kainoky is reported to have 
offerea in explanation of tne action 
taken the statement that he was 
forced to depart from the Fried- 
arrangement eyen at the 
rise of precipitating a conflict with Russia. 
He found that both the Austrian and Hun- 
garian Ministers were averse to the terms of 
conciliation offered by Russia, and that the 
opposition at Pesth was becoming 
so strong that it threatened to over- 
turn the Tisza Ministry. Premier Tisza de- 
manded as:the condition of his remaining 
in office that the foreign policy be strength- 
ened in old lines. Regarding Treatino, Em- 
peror Francis Joseph, finding that the con- 
cession of au‘@nomy was considered a diplo- 
matic victory, and that Premier Crispi was 
preparing the way for annexation to Italy, 
decided to disenchant the § Italians. 
Count von Taafe and his colleagues 
in the Austrian Ministry were unanimous 
against Emperor Francis Joseph's hasty as- 
sent to autonomy and supported a reversal of 
that action. Count von Taafe sent to the 
Diet at Iansbruck an intimation that their 
vote granting Trentino a separate admunis- 
tration was vetoed. Emperor William and 
Prince Bismarck received those explanations 
in sulien sileace. Count Herbert Bismarck 
has writteu to Count Kalnoxy that the triple 
alliance must submit to a renewai of the dan- 
gers of the old position, aggravated by proofs 
of the irresolution of the Austrian policy. 
Premier Crispi, in a dispatch to the Chan- 
cellor, comments upon the increased irrita- 
tion of the Italians over the Trentino affair. 
The Irredentist party has been strengthened 
by the conduct of Austria. Emperor 
Francis Joseph’s assent to the’ marriage 
of the heir of the throne, Archduke{Francis, 
to Princess Marie Dorothea, daughter of 
Archduke Joseph, will make. Prince Ferdi- 
nand of Bulgaria uncle of the future Em- 
peror of Austria, the mother of the Princess 
being a sister of Prince Ferdinand. The 
ceremony will be held in February, imme- 
diately after the expiration of the year of 
mourving for the iate Crown Prince Kudolph. 

The net result of Prince Bismarck’s con- 
ferences with the Czar and Count Kalnoky 
anc their prolonged intriguing is an intensi- 
fied antagonism between Austriaand Rus- 
sia, an irritation of Italy, and a relaxation 
of the relations of the Dreibund. 

ADVICES FROM BRAZIL 

Advices from Brazil were received at Ham- 
burg tonight via Lisbon, They were dated 
Bahia, Nov. 18, and were brought by the 
German steamer Tejuca, which arrived in 
the Tagus today. They state that trade in 
Bahia was not disturbed by the revolution. 
Although the news created a sensa- 
tion in Bahia everything remained 
quiet. The troops appeared to sym- 
pathize with the public, They 
were kept in readiness at the barracks for 
twenty-four hours, but the people remained 
quiet and the military precautions were re- 
laxed. Marshal Nortes da Fonseca held a 
conference in the town hall with tne Presi- 
dent of the Province, who declining to 
adhere to the provisional government was 
superseded. under orders from Rio Janeiro, 
by Dr. Victoreus Pereira. 

DOM PEDRU BROKE DOWN. 

Dispatches from Rio Janeiro in’ reference 
to Dom Pedro’s arrival there from Petropolis 
state that he asked for a confereace with 
Gen. Da Fonseca, who refusea to grant one, 
whereupon Senators Dantas and Corres 
sought an interview with Gen. Da Fonseca, 
who made them the medium to inform Dom 
Pedro that a Republic had been estabiished, 
and that he must depart for Europe. 
Dom Pedro broke down on hearing the news 
and protested that he deseryed better treat- 
ment at the hands of Brazilians. The people 
of Bahia believed in the permanence of the 


republic, 
RBL+ RIO JANEIRO. 

Hamburg firms receive cipher dispatches 
freely from Rio Janeiro. Open dispatches, in 
spite of the assurance ot the Provisional 
Government, appear to be subjected to cen- 
sorship. One cipher dispatch reports that in 
arow in tne streets of Rio Janeiro, after a 
public meeting, there were cries of ** Down 
with the Repubiic,’’ “ Long live Dom Pedro,” 
etc., and revolvers were actively used, sey- 
eral persons being killed and many wounded. 
Conservative papers here continue to predict 
a breakup of the Republic and discuss the 
probability of the German colonies declaring 
an independent southern Republic and ap- 
pealing for the protection of the fatheriand. 
The sentiment of the Evangelical Council, 
now sitting here, of which many members 
are missionaries in Brazil, favors separation. 

The Heichsanzeiger, commenting on the nota- 
ble increase of emigrants to Brazil in conse- 
quence of the seductive representations of 
agents at Lisbon, announces that the public 
prosecutor has been instructed to investigate 
the matter and to prosecute any German 
agents who may offer inducements for emi- 
grants. 

PORTUGAL RIPE FOR A REPUBLIC. 

Reliable advices from Lisbon indicate the 
continuance of the demonstration in favor of 
a@ republic which will even menace the over- 
throw of the monarchy. The Kepublicans 
of Lisbon, Oporto, Villareal, and Aveiro are 
coéperating. They have ninety-seven work- 
ing committees and . 17, enrolled 
members, among whom are Deputy 
Coelho of Lisbon, member of the 
Academy of Sciences, Deputy Freitas 
of Oporto; Col. Elias Carcia, a professor in 
the military school, and Dr. Braza, a mem- 
ber of the Municipal Council of Lisbon. The 
leaders of the army, and esneciaily those of 
the artillery, are ripe for arepublic. Sefior 
Zorilla recently paid a secret visit to Lisbon 
to confer with the supporters of 
the revolutionary movement. he changes 
in Rio Janeiro, which in themselves are 
viewed with comparative indifference here, 
are anxiously watched by the government as 
associated with tbe republican agitation on 
the Spanish peninsula, and with reference to 
their reflex influence upon the whole of Eu- 
rope, 


BISMARCK AND SOCIALISM. 

The Reichstag will adjourn the 19th inst, 
and will resume its session early in Janul 
ary. It is expected that the elections wii- 
be held in March. The semi-officia) press in- 
sinuates that if the majority refuse to give 
their assent to the expulsion clause of the 
Anti-Socialist bill Prince Bismarck will ap- 
pear in the tribune ahd dissoive: the House. 
Count Herbert Bismarck freely tells the mem- 
bers that his father is discontented with the 
comunttee amendments to the bill; that 
he is further dissatisfied at the protrected 
debates on the budget, and that he is in- 
clined to demand a prolongation of the So- 
cialist law in its present form for two years 
and then dissoive Parliament. 


HONORS FUROVON MOLTKE. 

The Emperor of Germany has conferred 
Upon Count von Moitke the exception- 
af honor of the crown and brilliants 
pour le lerite. In a letter to 
the Count accompanying this latest evidence 
of the imperial favor the Emperor says in 
part: ‘“Itis now fifty years since your re- 
turn from atour through Turkey, when you 
were given the insignia of the order which 
you have again just received.” This new 
honor is acceptable as another proof that the 
name of Von Moitke is still remembered and 
respected both in Turkey and Silésia.

Restaurantkeepers Who Have No Wel- 
come for a Teetotalier. 

New York Sun; A tired-looking young 
man came into the restaurant, and timidly 
ordered soup, a venison steak with jeliy,ap- 
ple fritters, and a small cup of coffee.

Time was when I should have recri- 
manded a waiter tor presuming to suggest, 
without being requested to do s0, any por- 
tion of my dinner, but the persistence of tne 
waiters in this respect has broken my spirit, 
and I fear that 1 will end in a drunkard’s 
grave.”’ 

This young man took rather a pessimistic 
view of the situation, which is really bad 
enough, but the fault does not lie with the 
waiters, as he supposed, but with the propri- 
etors of the restaurants. There is more profit 
in drink than there is in food, and the propri- 
etors use every means in their power to in- 
duce their customers to indulge int. Some 
of them pay the waiters a fee for seiling 
wine, and .eyen without this incentive thé 
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Waiters do ali they can to seili liquors, because - 


they see in their efforts in this respect a sure 
road to the consideration and esteem of 
their employers. 

There is at least one well-known restaurant 
in this town where no welcome awaits the 
man who does not drink. The temperate 
men pay 25 cents more for their dinner than 
those who buy wine, and they are not wel- 
come even at this rate. In old school readers 
there used to be a story of two young mea, 
one of whom was good and didn’t drink, 
while the other one was bad and did drink. 
The coming school reader to be popular must 
State that it was the bad young man who 
didn’t drink. 


CONVENTION OF COLLEGE AUTHORITIES 


A Discussion as to the Significance of the 
Bachelor of Art« Degree.

The Sixth Congressional District embraces 
the First, Fifth, and Ninth Assembjy. Dis- 
tricts, and bad 21,000 registered voters today. 
Of this number about one-third turned up at 
the polis with ballots to deposit. The total 
vote for Turner in the Third Assembly Dis- 
trict was 6,716. His most powerful opponent 
was George W. Coilier, a truck-driver 
and independent Republican, who 
piled up 41,148 _ votes. There were 
besides a host of other candidates 
whose magnetism drew votes from the ice- 
man. There was McGinty, who polled five 
votes iu the Fifth Assembly District and one 
in the Ninth; Thomas Muldeberge, a real 
estate dealer of Carmine street; Michael 
Hynes, the nominee of the Young 
Men’s «Independent Club of the First 
Assembly District, who polled 169 
votes; John J, Haley, termed “a 
crank’’ by the iceman,: and Timothy 
Hayes Clarkson, of whom Mr. Turner’s 
henchmen said: “Well, we don’t know who 
in blazes he is, see?’’

MISSOURI, KANSAS & TEXAS AGAIN. 


A Party of Railroad Lawyers Off for To- 
peka to Farther Mix Matters. 

New York, Nov. 30.—[Special.j—A little 
party of railroad lawyers set out for Topeka, 
Kas., today, with a grim determination to 
take steps that will still further muddle, in- 
volve, embarrass, and confuse tne affairs of 
tire Missouri, Kansas & Texas Railway. This 
party was made up of Wheeler H. Peckham, 
counsel for the Union Trust company; 
William Green, Represactins the Mercantile 
Trust company; Winslow 8. Pierce, counsel 
for the Missouri Pacific railroad, and Simop 
Stern and Charies F. Beach Jr., for the Mis- 

ouri, Kansas & Texas company. These gen- 

lemen are going to appear before Judge 
Brewer in the United States Circuit Court at 
Topeka Monday with a lot of conflicting mo- 
tions. 

The Union Trust company will move for 
an extension of the receivership over ninety- 
four miles of the road in Texas by the lien 
of tne Mercantile Trust company’s mortgage, 
but upon which the Union Trust company 
alleges a prior lien. ‘The Union Trust com- 
pany will also move to cancel the lease of the 
Kansas Citv & Pacific railroad, the Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas line to Kansas City. The 
other motions will be made by the railway 
company, which wiil ask for an order to con- 
solidate the two foreclosure suits, following 
the precedent .of the Wabash foreclosure. 
They will also ask the court to compel Jay 
Gould to execute a deed of conveyance of 
certain property at Dallas, Tex., which 
sthnds in the name of Jay Gould as trustee, “ 
and which he refuses to convey, but which 
the company claim to own.

Mr. Armour declared that the number of cattle 
in the United States had increased in the last 
nine years out of al! proportion with the increase 
in human population; tne growth in cattle being 
87 per cent, and thatof human beings being 20 
percent. The Argentine Republic was suffering 
to a much greater degree froin these very causes, 
and the government had been forced to offer an 
export subsidy to protect its ranchers. ” 

Then he returned to the benefits of the dressed- 
beef industty. He saidit-had been ‘most bene- 
ficial to the cattlemen. Without it the cattie 
would bring a price, sometimes, not more than 
the freight. The business wus so concentrated 
and conducted that dressed-beef men could buy 
a steer and make it profitable where an ordinary 
butcher would lose money. The effect on the 
consumer was to give bim tho coarser meats at 


affected, the demand for them growing as the 
people became better and better educated in 
meats. And here Mr. Armour volun- 
teered the statement that excepting 
the packing-house in the slaughter-house bis 
firm had no retail market, and had n®éver, except 
in one instance, come in competition with a re- 
tail butcher, and that time only to pruteet them- 
selves against an unreasonable boycott. He said 
the dressed-beef mun was foolishly attacked by 
people who did not know tne expensé and risk of 
the business and the skill necessary to the proper 
handling of it. In concluding the main part of 
his argument he submitted this table as a proof 
of the small profits alleged by the . dressed-beef 
men. He took 1889, when it was charged serious- 
ly that the dressed-beef men made per head, 
ana when, by the way, the committee was ap- 
pointed.

A suppiemental statement treats of the charge 
that improper rebates were paid by the relater 
to pressed beef shippers. He said this was un- 
true. the fact being that all the roads, nrg 
the Grand Trunk and the Baltimore & Ohio, ha 
been unfriendly. The live cattie rates were cut 
and prices so steep hung on the dressed beef that 
the roads could afford to put a low freight on the 
hoof cattle. He cited Commissioner Fink’s at- 
titude as a sample case of unfairness on the part 
of the railway people. Mr. Fink proposed, in- 
stead of cutting down the dressed beef rate, to 
raise the live stock and permit the railroads to 
profit by the change. 

Once or twice the agile Mr. Quinn s 
his engine and took water, and when at last 
he rattled off the last sentence ana handed 
the papers to the official reporter, Mr. Ar- 
movr leaned back in his chair and looked 
around the room as much as.to say: “* You 
have heard from me, what do you think of 
it? 

Then followed what might be termed a 
cross-examinatione Mr. Armour, reiterated 
his statement that the low prices for cattle 
were the direct result of overproduction. 
Presently Senator Vest struck @ point and 
asked Mr. Armour why it was corned beef in 
pound cans was sold at $1.15 a dozen in Chi 
cago and $1.35 in Kansas City. Mr. Armour 
said the figures ought to be the same, it both 
prices were made to dealers of the same class. 
He admitted that the dressed beef and 
canned beef people agreed on prices to be 
charged on certain articles such as tender- 
loins, etc., and said they had to do so to pro- 
tect their customers from loss. Senator Vest 
wanted to know the names of the firms who 
combined in this way. Mr. Armour asked to 
be excused from giving them. He did offer, 
however, to give the names of the firms who 
were notin the agreement, but Senator Vest 
evidently did not fancy thisidea and declined 
to receive the statement. Mr. Armour said 
there was no agreement among the dressedg 
beef men asto the prices to be char Fo 
certain districts and none as to the prices to 
be paid for cattie at Chicago. He deciared 
that there wascompetition on all these points, 
so much so that tine three Armour houses 
at Chicago, Kansas City, and Omaha 
bought and sold in competition ‘with each 
other. “1 tell you, gentlemen,” he said, 
“this fact has several times threateued to 
make serious trouble in my family. Mv 
brother ang myself are jointly interested in 
two of the houses, while Mr. Oudahy and 
myself own others.” 

ARMOUR’S RULING PRINCIPLE. 

He said he was compelled to leave much of 
tne details of his business to his elerks, but 
tne principle on which his establishment was 
run could be statedin brief: ‘:To buy as 
cheaply as possible and sell for the highest 
figure.” He said he had no agreement as to 
special freight rates with any railroad or 
traffic association, nor had he a dollar’s 
wortn of stock in the Union Steck-Yards. 
then Mr. Quinn, at Mr. Armour’s request, 
read a@ statement concerning the dressed- 
beef dealers’ operations with the Grand 
Trunk and Baltimore & Ohio roads. 

Then Judge Vest turned Mr. Armour over 
to Senator Plumb, and Mr. Armour, m reply 
to that gentleman’s queswopns, delivered a ais- 
sertation on oleomurgarine, which he said 
wis a healthful food product, and a good 
deal better than poor or medium butter. 
Said that the price of butter was lower than 
it had been in years, and so fur as he conid 
see the legislation taxing oleomargarine nad 
not increased the price of mijch cows. He 
concluded his testimony with the expression 
of the wish that the others would engage in 
theydressed-beef business, particularly in the 
large cities of the East. and introduce it to 
the public, Senators Manderson and Coke 
asked a few questions, and when they had 
concluded Mr. Armour asked if he could go 
home, remarking he would be giad to come 
back any time the committee wanted him, 

“No need to send a subpcena’for meat 
all,” hesaid. “I will give vou any informa- 
tion you want, and come here, too. Why, I 
will leave Mr. Quinn with you now, and he 
can get you ail the statistics you may ask.” 

Mr, Armour was told that he might go, so 
he gathered his hat and coat and, after bid- 
ding the committee good day, withdrew 
from the room. An officer connected with 
the Sergeant-at-Arms called out to him, ‘0, 
Mr. Armour, here’s $84.50, your witness fees 
and mileage; please receipt for it.” 

“*O, you go long,” replied the gentleman, 
and he kept on his way down the steps to 
the ground floor of the Capitol.

Mr. Willams was temporarily excused and 
one Matthias Schwabe of Freeland, Pa., was 
called: This gentieman said he was a butcher 
and had been boycotted by the dressed-beerf 
men of Chicago because he wouldn’t handle 
their product exclusively. 

The committee then closed its open session 
and in secret agreed to take some action in 
open Senate relative to Mr. Williams. They 
will try to‘make Wiiliams produce the stock 
books, and Mr. Williams says he won’t do 
anything of the kind. There may be some- 
thing of the Hallett-Kilbourn order in a day 
or two, and Williams is getting ready for it 
by employing Kilbourn’s old attorney, Enoch 
Totten of Washington. Mr. Armour will re- 
turn to Chicago in a day or two, and does not 
hesitate to express his appreciation of the 
courteous treatment he received, particularly 
from Senator Vest. Mr. Williams has set 
his‘teeth and says nothing. 


TO OPEN THE SISSETON RESERVATION. 


Initiatory Council of the Ked Men and Com- 
missioners Held at the Agencr. 

Sisseton Acency, 8. D., Nov. 30.—Special. | 
~— The initiary council for the opening of the 
Wahpeton-and Sisseton Reservation, con- 
taining 1,000,000 acres of land, was held this 
afiernoon. The entire Board of Commuission- 
ers—-Gen. E. Whittlesey, C. A. Maxwell, and 
D. M. Diggs—were present, together with 
not less than 150 Sioux, among them Chief 
Gabriel Renville. The council satin sileace 
for fully fifteen minutes when Agent Mc- 
Gusick made known the object of the meet- 
ing. Maj. Whittlesey was greeted with 
“sighs”? of approval when ne denominated 
the red men as citizens of South Dakota. 
He presented an official document from Sec- 
retary Noble giving the commission author- 
ity to negotiate for the purchase of such 
surplus lands as the Indians were willing to 
sell and desired to know at what -price. He 
also asked for facts as to the Sisseton in- 
demnity claim of $342,000. Chief Renville 
repiied that the Indians would hold a coun- 
cilamong themselves Monday and return to 
the mutual council Tuesday. Preparations 
have been made for giving the red men a 
great public dinner Tuesday, immediately 
after which the council with the commission 
will be resumed.

REAL ESTATE ROMANCING. 

It looks asif the hoodoo of sensational 
trade journalism were determined to prevent 
‘the consummation of any scheme proposea 
for the improvement of the southwest corner 
of Dearborn and Madison streets. Asis well 
known several projects have been started 
this vear for the improvement of that corner, 
which is owned by E. L. Gillette, bat all have 
received a nearly fatal blight at the start by 
the premature publication of the plans. 
Tenants had their cupidity aroused by read- 
ing of the fabulous “creations of values” 
that would result from these enterprises and 
the increased incomes of the owners, and 
naturally concluded that t themselves 
were justified in demanding a handsome 
bonus for the sacrifice of their leases. The 
last scheme contemplated tne erection of a 
sixteen-story structure on Mr. Gillette's lot and 
the two next westof it on Madison street, 
but the exorbitant demaras of a few tenants 
in the Rosenfeld Building caused its aban- 
Since. then 
-Mr. Gillette has had under consideration a 
plan to erect on his own lot a. building such 
as is warranted by its location. Although 
nothing definite has been finally decided 
upon, arrangements with tenants not having 
been concluded, and in some instances not 
begun, it was reported positively vesterday 
by atrade paper that ail details had been 
arranged, and that orders had been given for 
the constructen of a twelve-story building, 
the rentals of which would ‘*‘create”’ a value 
of $450,000. The iand is now estimated as 
worth $500,000, and the new building is to 
add $250,000 to this, making the total valua- 
tion, according to present ideas, $750,000; 
but as it can be easily proven on 
paper that the property when im- 
proved will yield a net income of 5 per cent on 
$1,200,000 the latter figure must be consid- 
ered the value of the new property. Thus 
here has been “romanced’”’ into existence 
Within a year a solid value of $450,000. Mr. 
Gillette would view these resuits with great 
satisfaction if they were actual, but unfor- 
tunately the published statements are ro- 
mances in fact as weli asin finance. Mr. 
Gillette admits that he would like to havea 
worthy buildihe on his valuable corner, ana 
that he may erect one there himself if his 
tenants, some of whom have two-year leases, 
can be satisfactorily provided for, But as 
yet nothing has been definitely decided upon. 
When a new building is erected on the cor- 
ner it is not improbable that 1 will cover 
both the Holden and Gillette lots. : 

A FRANKLIN STREET PURCHASE. 

William A. Hendrie has sold to Walter H. 
Wilson the premises Nos. 87-89 Franklin 
street, comprising 401¢x80 feet of ground and 

our-story building, for $58,750. This prop- 
erty is just 100 ieet north of Washington 
street and has an alley upon the south. The 
Duilding is in good condition and is well 
rented. This purchase, coming ¢iose after 
the saie by the Peck estate of the fifty feet 
at che southeast corner of Franklin and Ran- 
dolph streets for $200,000, which included the

E. L. Brand has just added another to his 
list of investments in Wabash avenue prop- 
erty. He has bought of Calvin F. | Rice for 
$380,000 the premises numbered 259 Wabash 
avenue, consisting of a five-story building 
and 25x170 feet of ground, and situated on 
the west side of the avenue, between Van 
Buren and Jackson streets. The building 
has a stone front and isin good eonnition one 
its location is in a mostactive portion of the 
street, improvemerts having been made 
there rapidly of late. Good judges pronounce 
Mr. Brand’s investment an excellent one. 
Mr. Brand is one of 'ne original firm believ- 
ers in the future of Wabash avenué, and his 
faith is now receiving confirmatuohn. He is 
just finishing a fine biock of rock-faced 
stores and flats a littie south of Fourteenth 
street. Other important building operations 
between Twelfth and Twenty-second streets 
indicate that the loug expected Wabash ave- 
nue boom is really under way. 

AMONG ARCHITECTS AND BUILDERS. 

Sprague & Newell have plans on the boards 
for a number of important improvéments at 
Puebio, Colo. The most extensive is the 
erection of a summer hotei for the Colorado 
Coal ana Iron company. It will be five stories 
high, 120x250 feet. Tne walls wiil be con- 
structed of red sandstone, with roof of slate.

The same architects are 
letting contracts for a four-story warehouse, 
70x100 feet, for N. F. Nickerson, to be erected 
on Thirty-ninth strect, between “ Cottage 
Grove and Langley avenues. It will be con- 
structed of common brick and will cost 
$15, 000, 

Michael Cudahy will build a picturesque 
residence at Mackinac Island after designs 
by Architect Clinton J. Warren. It will be 
three stories high, 50x90 feet, of frame, with 
hardwood interior, and heated by furnace: 
cost, $25,000. Work will be begun at once.

The 
outer wails will be of brick and stohe, while 
the interior will be finished in hardwood, and 
heated by steam: cost, $22,000.

Specuiative buyers are always anxious 
to have it appear that they paid more for land 
than they actually did, for their task of resale at 
a profit is made easier. Honorable buyers will 
not ask for an inflated consificration in the deed, 
and the honorable seliers will not suffer it to be 
put there. Yet fancy pricés ure being put ia 
deeds and greenhorns are being fooled. These 
are facts and investors who have not cut their 
eye-teeth can afford to bear them in mind, That 
fictitious or ** wash’ sales are made there is aiso 
reason to believe, although it cannot be positively 
stated as a fact. .As THE TRIBUNE has frequent- 
ly stated, however giorious the promise of 
Chicago’s future, investors in real estate must 
keep their eyes open, buy property solely on its 
merits, know what those mérits are, and not as- 
sume they are infinite _— because the § prop- 
erty is within twelve miles of the corner of State 
and Madison streets. 


IN THE DOMAIN OF LITERATURE. 


Recent Publications Relating to Scientific 
Matters—Brief Notices. 

Christie’s Astronomy. Fairbanks & Palm- 
er, New York and Chicago. 

Familiar Taiks on Astronomy. A. C. Mc- 
Clurg & Co., Chicago. 

Many educated men are wofully ignorant 
abvut the ordinary facts of the physical uui- 
verse. How many are there who believe that 
the season’s changes are due to. the varying 
distance of the earthfrom the sun! How few 
appreciate the genius of Keppler and of New- 
ton? Luckily ali minds are not built on the 
same lines, and s0, since the early ages, 
when astrology kept men’s eyes fixed on the 
night skies, there have always been enthus- 
asts to devote their lives to peering,into the 
starry depths. Astrology gave obirth to 
astronomy, just as alchemy did to chemistry ; 
the tater science in each case having been 
aptly called * The wise daughter of a foolish 
mother.” 

Both the books mentioned in our caption 
are compact little treatises containing the 
basal facts evolved by the centuries of re- 
search. Each offers an easy and delightful 
road to the door of the temple whose dome is 
the sky. Of the two, Cahristie’s deals the 
more deeply with tne subject. To read care- 
fully its pages is to acquire a foundation of 
ideas that will keep us from floundermg in 
astronomic darkness for the rest of our days. 
It is edited by Mr. E. Colbert—ovr own Chi- 
cago scientist and the former director of 
Dearborn Observatory. 

“Familiar Talks on Astronomy” is per- 
haps better suited for beginners. It follows 
nearly the same order in its topics as. does 
Christie’s—the earth and its relation to our 
eolar system, the moon with its mowon about 
us and about the sun, and soon to the dis- 
cussion of planetary motions and the astro- 
nomical methods in use for calculating 
masses and distances. 

We find that astronomy is purely a study 
of motion. Motion having been established 
by a source beyond human comprehension, is 
governed by fixed laws, which have been dis- 
covered and formulated by man, aad Jargely 
by one man—Keppler. Histhree laws give 
usakey to all planetary motions. Briefly, 
they are: First, pianets revolve about the 
sun in ellipses of which the sun is one focus: 
second, if we draw a line from the planet to 
the sun (radius vector) that line will sweep 
Outequal areas in equal times; and, third, 
the square of a planew’s vear is directly pro- 
portional to the cube of its distance from the 
sun. These laws, once determined, are s1m- 
ple, but itis almost impossible to overesti- 
mate the Jabor involved in their discovery 
and proof.

Tue TrarpuNne has shown its readers both 
sides of the tariff shield. It has told them 
that if Mr. Cleveland was right in his asser- 
tion that the prices of manufactured Amer- 
ican goods were 47 per cent higher than 
abroad the rewards of domestic labor were 
aiso at least as much higher. lt has admitted 
that if American prices were to drop to the 
British free-trade standard they. Would get 
goods much cheaper, but that as the cost of 
those goods was made up chiefly of labor 
wages would have to go down in like propor- 
tion. This important fact the Jierald and 
other Democratic sheets have shamelessly 
suppressed. They have said that goods 
would godown in price—that what bad been 
selling for $1.47 would sell for adoliar. But 
they did not explain how that could be done 
without lessening the reward of labor when 
fully two-thirds of the whole value of the 
American-article consists of wages’ paid to 
American labor, and that to reduce the price 
of $1.47 to a dollar leaves nothing for capital 
and nothing for the use of machinery, noth- 
ing for repair and replacement of plant, 
nothing for the personal services of the man- 


agers, nothing for taxes, nothing for insur- 


ance or fire losses, nothing for bad debts, 
nothing for depreciation of goods, nothing 
for commissions, etc.

THE DEMOCRATIC PLUNDER CONVENTION. 

The Democratic convention to nominate 
candidates for Trustees of the Drainage or 
Sanitary District met yesterday, and after a 
whole day’s session adjourned without mak- 
ing @ nomination. The gathering—it could 
hardly be described as a convention, for it 
was but an unruly mob—was made up of 
such discordant, selfish, and venal elements 
that an agreement as to the method of se- 


lecting candidates was impossible, and one 


of the delegates, who had. neither lost his 
head nor his self-respect, prevented the mob 
from breaking up in an unseemly row by op- 
portunely moving an adjournment until to- 
morrow morning. The Chairman,’ who also 
retained his self-control, put: tke ‘motion 
promptly and declared it carried. 

All that the convention accomplished was 
organization and the adoption of asorialistic 
plunder platform. A motion was carried ap- 
portioning the candidates as follows; Three 
to the West Division, one to tne North Divis- 
ion, and one to the South Division, It is 
probable, however, that this apportionment 
will not be allowed to stand, that the e¢onven- 
tion when it meets again Monday will recon- 
sider the action taken, and that in order to 
conciliate turbulent elements and to restore 
the semblance of harmony a different appor- 
tionment will be made. 

Had the convention made its nomipations 
yesterday the ticket would have been made 
up of men of the baser sort, who resort to 
financial methods to carry their ends. It is 
not likely that there will be any change in 
those methods on the partof the would-be 
candidates before tomorrow morning. The 
opportunities which a Sunday offers for ma- 
nipulating mercenary delegates will not be 
lost on candidates who are wiliing’to buy 
nominations. | 

The platform which the conyention 
adopted isin keeping with the methods of 
the candidates who seemed to have the 
strongest backing in yesterday’s convention. 
It was in effect a tender of a big brive to all 
the have-nots at the expense of those who 
have. It was presented to the convention by 
Terhune, who helped to break up the Citi- 
zens’ meeting at Central Music-Hall last 
Wednesday night. It followed closely on the 
lines of Judge Prendergast’s spdialistic 
speech on that occasion, declared for the day- 
labor “sojering” plan of carrying out: the 
work, the special assessment scheme of fais- 
ing money, and the immediate issue of bonds 
te the fullest extent allowed by the iaw. 
The only qualifications of the policy of piun- 
der comprehended in tne platform were ex- 
ceptions in the nature of a straddle intended 
to give the candidates a chance to make a 
somewhat plausible explanation to the tax- 
payers, tending to show that it did not mean 
wholesaie plunder. 

Respectable nominations can hardly be ex- 
pected from a mob constituted as this so- 

called convention is, presenting itself on a 
platiorm of public plunder. 
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THE GAS TRUST IN THE TOILS, 

The knockout blow administered to the Chi- 
cago Gas Trust by the Supreme Court has 
resulted in more serious interna! injuries than 
were suspected at first. The plans for reorgan- 
izing and continuing the trustin another form 
are far from satisfactory to the certificate 
holders. The scheme for reorganizing under 
ucharter from the State of New Jersey is 
worthiess. Nocharter granted by another 
State could authorize a company tp consol: 
date by purchase or otherwise thé stock of 
competing corporations iu Iliinois contrary 
The only corpora- 
tions within her limits over which Illinois 
has not fuil control ace those engaged 1n in- 
ter-State covimerce, or which, like the na- 
tional banks, were established pursuant to 
aational authority. It would be possible 
for the holders of Gas Trust certificates 
to transfer them to trustees without making 
any ualawful trust agreement, but: such an 
undertaking would require a large amount of 
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faith and confidence in tne persons selected. 


If trustees are appointed in pursuance of any 
agreement to prevent competition between 
gas companies the contract will be illegai 
and the courts will not enforce it; - Under 
such circumstances the courts would declare 
the parties outside the protection of the law 
and the owners of trust certificates couid not 
compel the trustees to account for the prop- 
erty. A case covering this point was re- 
cently decided by the Supreme Cogrt of 
Michigan. When the combine between the

match companies was formed in 1880 one 
manufacturer had to have n notes in- 
dorsed before he could complete his bargain 
witb the trust. He agreed to give his in- 
dorsers half the profitson his trust stock 
ana deposited his shares with them. . Subse- 
guentiy the indorsers, having the stock in 
their possession, tookall and not half tbe 
profits, as had been agreed. The manufact- 
urer then brought suit to recover his stock 
and the additional dividends, but the Su- 
preme Court of Michigan declined to inter- 
fere on the ground that the transaction was 
part of an illegal conspiracy. The Judges 
said: 

There can be no doubt that all the parties 
were active participants in perfecting the com- 


bination known as the Diamond Match com any 
the 
scheme by which all comp®tition in the manu- 

facture of matches was to be stifled and the en- 

tire business of the country in this line engrossed 
by that company. Such a vast combination as 
this is a menace to the public. Itis no answer 
to say that this monopoly has, in fact, reduced 
ihe price of matches, for that policy may have 
been recessary to crush competition. The fact 
exists that it rests in the discretion of the com- 

pany at any time to raise prices to an exorbitant 
figure. Sach acontract shoulda not be aided in 
its execution. nor should a party to it be relieved 
from loss growing out of it, 


So if trustees appointed pursuant to an 
agreement to suppress competition should 

nvert to theirown use the stock put in 
their hands and all dividends paid thereon 
the true owner would be without remedy. As 
has been said, the trustees representing an 
iliegal trust may steal ail the property in 
their hands without being obliged to flee to 
Canada. If on the other hand stock is putin 
the hands of trustees without any express or 
implied arrangement to suppress competition 
there isstill another grave difficulty in the way 
ofsuccess. A trustee carrying on any business 
is tiable personally and to the full extent of 
his private tortune for ali the debts ana obli- 
gations of the trust. Not even the use of the 
words *“‘as trustee”’ in a contract will save 
him. Hence it would seem that if the Gas 
Trust 1s modified and brought inside the law 
it must be extremely difficult to get men to 
serve as trustees because of the heavy per- 
sonal) liability tney incur, while if there 1s an 
agreement of an illegal character looking to

may be reluctant to surrender their property 
to irresponsible trustees who cannot be com- 
pelled to aecount for or return it. 
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WE WILL CLEAN UP FOR 1892. 

The New York papers have evidently made 
up their minds that Chicago is to have the 
The evidence of that is the 
suggestions they are making to this city so 
to arrange matters that the visitors shall 
meet with nothing which may offend their 
sensibilities no matter how esthetic they 
mav be. Noone can find any fault with this, 
Tens of thousands of New-Yorkers will be 
here during the Fair season, and will stay 


-for weeks at a time—those of them whose 


photographs are not in the Rogues’ Album 
of the police and who are ordered off sum- 
marily. It is all right therefore that the 
New York papers shoild tell just what sort 
of folks their people are, what they like to 
eat, drink, and see, so that their tastes may 
be consulted. 

Chicago is informed, among other things, 
that the Gothamites do not like coal smoke, 
and that there istaltogether too muca of itin 
Chicago. There is, indeed, but by the time 
the Fair comes around the skies that over- 
hang this city will be as pure and as sweet 
as the roses of Eden? The moment Con- 
gress acts favorably that moment the cru- 
sade against the dun and dreary smoke 
clouds will begin, and they will be swept 
away. If nothing else answers radical meas- 
ures will be adopted, and it will be ordered 
that during the summer fair montis only 
hard coal shail be burat in the business dis- 
trict from Twelfth to Kinzie and the lake to 
Halsted. It is there that.most of the smoke 
is made and hangs so heavily. When one 
gets outside the heart of the city and reaches 
the parks.or the suburbs there is no more 
smoke than is visible in a. country village. 

The New-Yorkers will be pleased to learn 
that the Fair site will not be in the center of 
the city, but that some one or more of the 
parks will be selected.. They may say that 
in that case the removai of the smoke nui- 
sance 1$ not so necessary. But the Chica- 
goans have determined that that part of the 
city where their visitors are to eat and ‘sleep 
and do their shopping shail be just as free 
from soot and sulphur fumes as the parks 
wherein, the Exposiuon buildings are to be 
erected. 

It has been suggested that there are a few 
other things which the dainty New-Yorkers 
—the gilded. aristocracy of Chatham street 
and the Bowery—would like to have put to 
rights before they come here for the summer 
of 1892. They want the streets kept clean— 
just as in New York—and want to be assured 
shat there will be no bad smeils—just as in 
New York. 

Let them take heart. That shall be at- 
tended to. The city shall look lke a bride 
made ready for the bridegroom. Everything 
shall be scrubbed and polished tall it shines. 
A large stock of pretty housemaids will be 
laid in who will open hospitable front doors 
with smiles of welcome, and bid the New 
York visitors walk in and make themselves 
at home. And in the cool evenings when the 
breezes blow fresh from the lake, and the 
stars look down approvingly from above, 
they may, if they are not too proud, sit out on 
the front door steps with their hosts and 
hostesses, and their charming daughters, and 
unite with them in singing that song which 
was specially dedicated. to Chicago: 


And O, if there be an elysium on earth 
It is this, 1t is this. 


Chicago will do the square thing by her 
Visitors, but they must not put on too many 
frills. 


CHURCH-GOING IN NEW YORK. 

A New York newspaper recently turned 
js reporters into census enumerators, and 
seut them forth te find how many persons 
attended church on a given Sunday. The re- 
turns were, men, 67,249; women, 97,277; total, 
164,526. Apparentiy these figures indicate 
that on the Sunday in question, which was 
not a pleasant day—and the weather has 
much effecton church-going—on!y about one 
in ten of the 1,700,000 popuiatioa claimed for 
New York wentto church. But it would be 
exceedingly unjust to draw any such con- 
clusion from them..New York is a bad 
place, of course, quite given up to greed; of 
gain, and utterly unfit to. be the location 6f 
an International Fair, but itis not so wicked 
that nine out of every ten kept away from 


divine service and spent the day. in sleeping 


or bumming. 

The great defect of these figures is that 
they take no account of children, who are 
such an important part of the population. If 
Gotham has 1,700,000 people fully a seventh 
of them are under 6 years of age and are too 
young tobe taken tochurch. About a sixth 
are between 6 and 16, and from their ranks 
the Sucday-schools--Catholic and Protestant 
—draw tens of thousands of recruits. If the 
reporter ¢numerators had hung around the 
church buildings all day long they would have 
seen an ariwy of boys and giris over a bun- 
dred thousand strong marching in to be cat- 
echised. The mule head.of a family may 
stay away, the wife may goonly when the 
sun shinesorher hat and cloak have the 
charm of novelty, but the children go ail the 
time and enjoy it, for there is none of the 
restraint of church services, 

It is perhaps safe tosay that instead of 
one in ten from one in five to one in four 
went to church in New York, even on an un- 
emma tome: Pern ean es hed 9 shew:

ing for a wicked ency. That more women 
went than men is notsurprising. It is so 
here. Itissoin England. It is so all over 
the world, and has been so from the begin- 
ning of time. The religious instincts are 
They 
always have been and there is no way of 
changing it. The man thinks he has done 
his duty if he pays the pew-rent and sends 
his wife to occupy it and if he gets the 
children off to Sunday-school with a mite 
for the contribution-box. 


“HIGH-WATER” PRESSURE AND THE BOS- 
TON FIRE. 

There is a great iesson for this cityin the 
Boston fire, but it is more than probabie that 
no use will be thade of if because a control- 
ling boodle element in the Council under- 
stands no arguments which are not of a 
greenish hue and have a dollar mark on 
them. 

The Boston conflagration teaches that with 
certain conditions of wind, ete., the modern 
fire-engine, thougn manned by heroic and 
skilled tiremen, finds it no easy task to put 
out a fire raging in a section built up with so- 
called high fire-proof buildings filled with in- 
flammabie goods and furniture. It became 
necessary to save Boston from the worst dis- 
aster she has ever known to cali in the fire 
apparatus within a radius of a bun- 
drea miles, The engines which were stil 
pumping on the smoking ruins of Lynn had 
to rush off to Boston to avert @ greater loss. 

The lesson to be drawn from this five mili- 
ion doilar loss is that abigh-water pressure 
system in Boston, which would not have cost 
half the sum whichafew fiery hours took 
out of the pockets of the owners of the cost- 
ly stocks of goods and granite blocks, would 
have stopped the fire in the building in 
which it started. The flames appear to have 
had such a headway there that nothing short 
of a Noachian deluge could have quenched 
them, but the eight powerful streams from 
hydrants which would have been available at 
the four strest corners would have enabled 
the firemen to prevent the blaze from over- 
leaping even the narrow Boston streets, 
Engines work with varying pressure and 
sometimes break down. With a high-water 
pressure system there would have been a 
stropger and steadier flow of water through 
larger nozzies. The water could have been 
let on sooner and risk to the firemen would 
be lessened and their confidence increased, 

It is customary to talk of, the fire-proof 
character of most of the buildingsin the 
business section of Chicago, and to say that 
a fire like the ones of 1871 aud 1874 or the 
Boston conflagrations of 1878 and this week 
are now impossible here, It is net well to be 
too confident on that point. There are no 
buildmgs which can be called aosolutely 
fire-proof which are full of combustible 
goods. Most of them can be called so only in 
comparison with the flimsier structures of 
other years. To -build an immense store 
with thick outer walis, provide it with iron 
shutters, fill itfrom garret to basement witn 
a huge stock of inflammabe goods, and then 
call it fire-proof is te be loose in the use of 
language. Itis easy to see how a fire start- 
ing during a high gale of wind and getting a 
firm foothold in one tall building might 
spread to othersin.spite of the bravery of 
the fire department. That which happened 
in’ Boston Thursday Was as unexpected as 
that which*may fbappen in Chicago next week. 
The quantity of valuable stuff which is piled 
up in the business center of this city is in- 
creasing yearly, and with it the hazard ofa 
fire which may make insurance companies 
reel and bring merchants to their knees. 

A high-water pressure system, which will 
cost less than one fire, would avert this threat- 
ened danger. There is no likelihood, how- 
ever, that thete will. be one introduced. 
Some people are constitutionally opposed to 
locking the stable door till after the horses 
have been stolen. Others are cranky and 
refuse to resort to the only means by which 
the money can be ‘raised—renting works 
built with money contributed by capitalists — 
because it conflicts with their ignorant and 
mistaken notions about something. Many 
of the Aldermen—those from the tough 
wards, without. whose concurrence nothing 
can be done—will not act unless there is 
boodie for them, ana without boodle the 
wheels of municipal legislation move siowly. 

The result will be that nothing will be 
done. The city will be left with its present 
insufficient means of tire protection. Some 
aay—perhaps next week, perhaps not for a 
year or more—a number of so-called fire- 
proof buildings filled with stocks of goods 
worth more than the high-water pressure 
system could cost will disappear into smoke 
and ashes and cindérs. When that has hap- 
pened the Council will meet in special ses- 
sion and will pass unanimously some such 
ordinance as that of Ald. Dixon, at which 
they are now turning up their noses because 
they can smell no boodie iniw It will be a 
sensible thing to do, but how much more 
sensibie to do 1t next week, before the wreck 
and ruin of a mighty fire has come; how 
much better to abaudon the penny wise and 
pound foolish policy ef the present hour, 
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PILGRIMS AND PURITANS, 

Mrs. Rebecca Harding Davis, a writer of 
considerable experience, has contributed to 
the New York Independent an article entitled 
“Our Nationgl Vanities,” in which she 
makes aseveré assault upon New England- 
ers, charging them with ‘*sectionai vanity ”’ 
in attributing to their ancestors graces 
which do not belong tothem. She rebukes 
them for holding tneir ‘‘ Puritan’ ancestors 
up as models, characterizes Mrs. Hemans’ 
lines, 

They left unstained what here they found, 

Freedom to worship God, 
as a myth, and clinches her assault with the 
remark “they neither left religious freedom 
nor did they give it to anybody but them- 
selves.’’ 

It is very natural that this assault upon 
New England should give satisfacuon to our 
Southern brethren, and consequently we find 
Maj. Grady of the Atlanta (Ga.) Constitution, 
whoshould have known better, ashe has 
been an honored guest at a Forefathers’ 
dinner and filled himself so fuli of Pilgrim 
edibles and drinkables as to make that ab- 
surd New South speech, copying and indors- 
ing Mrs. Davis’ articie and commenting in 
this wise: 

Mrs. Rebecca Harding Davis has an article in 
a recent number of the /Jadependenton ‘Our Na- 
tional Vanities,’’ in the course of which she 
touches one of the weak spots of New England, 
This weak spot isthe nucleus of the myth that 
the Pilgrim Fathers came over here for the pur- 
pose of pianting religicus liberty on American 
soil, and that they succeeded. or, as tne poet has 
it, that “they left unstained what here they 
found, freedom to worship God.” 

According to history, the Pilgrim Fathers'were 
about as tough & lot as could be found anywhere. 
Instead of planting religious liberty in New En- 
giand they founded a theological ‘‘combine,”’ 
and, between their bigotry and superstition, pro- 
eeeded to make it particularly lively for all who 
refused to suoscribe to the tenets held by the 
Puritan ‘‘combine.’’ 

It is a little remarkable thas a trajned 
writer and presumably apt scholar like Mrs. 
Davis, at this late day, and wnen the distinc- 
tion between the Pilgrims who came over to 
Plymouth and the Puritans who came later 
to Salem and Boston has been so frequentiy 
pointed out, should make the mistake of con- 
founding them and maliciously assailing the 
memory of the pious, gentle, and tolerant 
Pilgrims, whose graces have been celebrated 
by Mrs. Hemans, by attributing to them the 
intolerance of the later Puritans. We com- 
mend to her consideration the chapter on 
the Pilgrims in Mr, Bancroft’s history, in 
which she may read: 


To one religious liberty was

put from the friends of their communion. Yet 
their residence in Hollana had made them ac 
quainted with various forms of Christianity, a 
wide experience hed emancipated them from 
bigotry; and they were never betrayed into the 
excesses of religious persecution. though they 
sometimes permitted a disproportion between 
punishment and crime, 


it is still more remarkable that| the accom- 
plished Maj. Grady should have so effect- 
ually muddied up the Pilgrims and Puritans 
and let his own intolerance run away with 
his historical reepllection to such an extent 
as to attack the tolerant Pilgrim Fathers so 
bitterly. But there may be hope for him. 
He is booked for a prominent banquet in 
Boston before New Year’s and perhaps some 
of the Hubites will kindly point out to him 
the mistake he has made and suggest at 
least that he avoid making it in the future, 
evexrif he does not feel called upon to apolo- 
gize for an érror which a school- boy should 
not make. 


GOV. GORDON IN CHICAGO. 

Gov. Gordon, who is just now the honored 
guest of Chicago, ranks among the aplest, 
most liberal-minded, and patriotic men in the 
South. As might be expected, his address 
before the Association of ex-Confederates 
last €vening contained some things certain 
to cause dissent when regarded from a 
Northern standpoint, but as a whole his 
speech was one of consmcuous fairness, 
marked. ability, and strong patriotic senti- 
ment. Speaking of the Revolutionary strug- 
gie as presenting ‘‘ The Paradox of History ”’ 
in the form of a war which was at once a 
revolution and a war of self-defense, Gov. 
Gordon claimed that the recent conflict be- 
tween the States presented the same pe- 
culiarities, whether looked at from the 
Northern or Southern pointof view; that the 
North felt itself summoned to the defense of 
the Nation and the Union, while the South 


believed itself called upon to protect thé’ 


rights of the States; that each side fought for 
&@ principle, and each claimed to be acting in 
defense of constitutional rights. Although in 
the formation of the Federal Constitution the 
Nationalists prevailed, yet they made great 
concessions to the advocates of State sov- 
ereignty, and the supreme national law was 
in oné sense susceptible of two interpreta- 
tious. As the South read it one way and the 
North another, and the question of constitu- 
tional internretation was entwined with the 
institution of slavery, war alone could end 
the dispute, and had to come sooner or later. 

As to this part of his address Goy. Gordon 
made as strong an argument as can be pre- 
sented from the Soutnern point of view, 
and stated it without offense or sectional 
prejudice. It cannot be expected that North- 
ere people, who are devoted to tne national 
principle, will agree with him, nor have they 
any doubt on which side history will record 
its verdict. Nor again can they be expected to 
concur in his somewhat glowing statement 
of the relations of the two races in th? South 
or feel that it is safe to leave the ultimate 
solution of the race prublem enurely to the 
South. The experienceof the last few years 
does not bear him out, however well disposed 
he may personaliy be towards the negro, 
The cotton States have not yet con- 
ceded civil and political righta to the 
negro, as is contemplated by the law, 
nor have they given Him the same advan- 
tages through education and labor and prop- 
erty rights in the effort to elevate himself 
that whites enjoy. Until this is done it is 
useless to expect that the negro can be left 
exclusively to the tender mercies of the 
South, for that would be tantamount to his 
disfranchisement and dispossession of civil 
rights. 

Gov. Gordon’s reception in Chicago has 
been a complimentary one, and sufficiently 
answers the charges of bitter sectional 
hostility which have been made against 
this city. She recognizes that he was g gal- 
lant soidier during the war, that he is one of 
the ablest men in the South, that he has 
manfully accepted the results of the war 
and is patriotic in his devotion to the Union. 
For such a man she has respect, and her 
hospitality is extended ungrudgingly, though 
ahe may not agree with all his sentiments. 

The large and enthusiastic audience in at- 
tendance and the hearty manner in which it 
greeted his glowing and eloquent apostrophe 
to the flag and the Union were a most un- 
usual compliment to the Governor and testi- 
fied .o him that Chicago holds him in high 
esteem. That he appreciated it he hus gal- 
lantly acknowledged himself. It is to be 
hoped his U nionism may have good effect in 
his own section, where such sentiments as 
hé expressed are not often pronounced with 
like zeal and fervor. 


ITALIAN VS. GERMAN OPERA. 

The operatic season of 1880-90 in the United 
States will not lack 1n interest or novelty. It 
willinvolve a contest between the Italian 
and German schools, the operas of Verdi 
and the music-dramas of Wagner. The con- 
test will Le principally waged in Chicago and 
New York—in the Auditorium on the one 
hand and in the Metropolittun on the other. 
The season in New York has already begun 
with the successful performance of Wagner’s 
*Fiving Dutchman.” The attendance shows 
that the fashionable interest in German 
opera has not yet abated. There wus the 
same brilliant array of shoulders and jewels 
in the boxes and the front rows, wherein 
fashion loves to disport herseif, and the same 
enthusiastic array ot lovers of Wagner in the 
less showy seats. The troupe is perhaps as 
strong a one as can be mustered for the 
presentation of German opera, notwithstand- 
ing the absence of Alvary, the favorite tenor 
of last year. The répertoire is a consistent 
and attractive one, but is there nota signifi- 
cant concession to the enemy in placing such 
operas as “Trovatore’’ and the “ Hugue- 
nots’’ on the list? 

The Italian season will begin in Chicago at 
the Auditorium next week under very favyor- 
able auspices, as it will be the opening sea- 
son in that elegant structure. The troupe is 
confessediy made up of the best living Ital- 
ian artists, with Mme. Patti and Tamagno, a 
star of nearly equal celebrity, at their head. 
lt was orgauized expressly for this season 


and will be first heard here. an event in itsolf 


of no ordinary interest, as it is the first time 
that a troupe has come here directly from 
Europe and not made its first appearance in 
New York. Its répertoire 1s practicaily Ital- 
ian, at least it does not venture into the baili- 
wick of the German school. The New York 
German troupe will be heard here later in 
the season, and the Chicago Italian troupe 
will likewise be heard in New York later in 
the season. Thus there is presented a fair 
field for the competition of the two organi- 
zations, although the Garman has the advan- 
tage of present occupation and the prestige 
of several seasons’ continuous success and 
the [Italian is struggling for a foothola, while 
ultimate revival. The contest will be an in- 
teresting one, therefore, and it remains to 
be seen whether fashion is loyal’ enough to 
the music-dramas of Wagner to continue its 
support or whether it may not return to its 
first love and welcome “ Trovatore,” * Travi- 
ata,” ** Lucia,” and ‘‘Sonnambula”’ with its 
old enthusiasm.’ Whatever may be the re- 
suit there is at least the pleasant conviction 
that both the Itaiian and German operas will 
be piaced upon the stage in such a manner 
and performed by such artists as have rarely 
been seen or heard in this country before.

day, beating in that respect the wheat deal 


run by Hutchinson, ceccupying five days in 
September of Jast*® year. The unfortunate 
shorts were allowed to eat their Thanksgiy- 
ing turkeys in peace, without a sign of the 
storm that was to burst on weir heads Fri- 
day morning. In littie more than an hour 
that day the price was nearly doubled, rising 
from 33 to 61 cents per bushel. Most of the 
shorts stood out manfuliy through the ses- 
sion, but after trading hours they waiked up 
to the Captain’s office in force. At the open- 
ing yesterday moraing the corner was found 
to be over, to the intense disappointment of 
not a few who had prepared themselves to 
reap a hurvest on the last day. It was esti- 
mated that the whole quantity at issue 
was less than-a million bushels, probably 
about 850,000, and that nearly balf of this was 
“short” by the man who had previously 
achieved a reputation as en invincible cor- 
nerer, the profit going to one of those who 
had been his victims fourteen months ago, 
In this respect the whirhgig of time Drought 
round one of the sweet revenges for which it 
is famvus. The chief thing to be regretted in 
the business is the loss susteined by a few 
receivers who had sold genuine corn (not 
wind) which they expected would arrive 
from the country before the close of the 
month, and found it delayed too long, partly 
as a consequence of the wet weather which 
reigned up to to and including last Wednesday, 
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Mr. P. D. Armour has submitted an ex- 
haustive written statement to the Senatorial 
committee in which he pleads not guilty to 
each. and every one of the charges made 
against the dresséd-beef men. Mr. Armour 
sets forth that the causes which have brought 
about the depreciation in the prices of vattie 
are the overproduction and overmarketing 
of cattle, the low price of hides, the hostile 
legisiation against oleomargarine, quarantine 
laws and regulations which have injured 
cattle interests at home and abroad, and com- 
petition in the cattie-raising districta of 
South America, Australia, ana New Zealand. 
He contends that owing to the changein the 
manner of cattle-feeding there has had to.be 
a vhange in the manner of marketing, such 
as the centralization of markets and the re- 
frigerator system for fresh beef. Hefurther 
claims that investigation will show that the 
prices of all parts and products of a bullock 
except fancy cuts have declined, and forti- 
fies this point with tubles of prices, and 
draws the inference from this that these 
reductions have lessened the value of 
range cattle from $10 to #12 per 
head. From Mr. Armour’s point of yiew 
centralized markets are the effect and not the 
cause of cattle-growing and marketing, and 
dressed-beef men are not responsible for the 
price which consumers pay. He emphat- 
ically denies that there is or ever has been 
any agreement between Armour & Co. and 
any others to fix prices of live cattle or beef 
carcasses, or to control or depress the mar- 
ket; or that repates unduly favoring the 
business bave been paid to dressed-beef 
shippers; and claims that, instead of the 
enormous profits alieged to have been made 
by the dressed-beef men, his books show that 
the average profit in 1888, the year in waich 
it was charged these great profits were made, 
was $1.22 per head. Mr. Armour has taken 
ample time to supply Senator Vest with the 
information he desired, and has given the 
committee a formidable mass of matter to 
digest. It isaserious business statement, 
but Senator Vest may yet desire to enliven 
it by some personal questions.

when asked for their reasons for declining to 
answer, stated that they did so *“‘on a point of 
honor.”

that there was nothing in the ceremonies incon- 

’ sistent with loyalty to the Government of the 

United States, ana that the Government was not 

mentioned. The refusal of the applicants’ wit- 

nesses'to state specifically what oaths, obliga- 

tons, or covenants entered into the ceremonies 

renders their testimony of little vaiue, and tends 

to confirm the evidence on this point offered by 
the objectors. 

The evidence establishes beyond any reason- 
able doubt that the endowment ceremonies are 
inconsistent with the oath an applicant for citi- 
zenship is required to take, and that the oaths, 
obligations, or covenants there made or en- 
eek into are incompatible with the 
ebligations and duties of citizens of the 

United States. The application of John 
Moore and Waiter J. Edgar, doth of whom were

 ‘OTRER APPLICANTS. 

As to admission of other applicants upon 
the ground solely of théir be.ag members of the 
Mormon Church, a large quantity of evidence,

writings of Mormon rulers and leaders published 
under direction ‘of the énurch. 

Juage Anderson thén quotes orders entered 
in 1859 by Judge Coolbaugh, reciting the dit- 
ficulties thrown m the way of his court by 

_ Mormon people, and contiaues: 

_ Gounsel for the applicants, however, contend 
that the feelings of the people of the Mormon 
Church toward the Government have undergone 
@ change and that in latter years the former feel- 
ing of hostility has disappeared or become great- 
ly modified. The evidence, however, does not 
sustain this claim. 

Further, the evidence shows thatthe church 

- Jhas in the most determined manner and with all 

- Means at its command opposed the enforcement 
of the lawsof the United States against polyg- 
amy and unlawful cohabitation, while polygamy 
has been constantly preached as a cardinal doc- 
trine of the church. In support of this I call at- 
tention to the raising of a general fund to defend 
prosecution for these crimes and the addresses 
of Presidents Taylor and Cannon declaring that 
polygamy is a command of God. 
SCORING THE CHURCH. 
It has always been and stili is the policy of 
this Government to encourage aliens who in 
faith come to reside in this country to be- 
come citizens. But when a man of foreign birth 
comes here and joins an organization, aithough 
professedly religious, which requires of him an 
allegiance paramount to his ailegiance to the 
Government, an organization that impiously 
claims to be the Kingdom of God to control its 
members under His immediate direction and yet 
teaches and practices a system of morals

feeling of hostility towards the Government and 
its laws. Therefore,an alien whois a member 
of said church is nota fit person to be madea 
citizen of the United States. 
The * lications of Fred W. Miller, Henry J.

-@erson, Cari P. rsen, Thomas M. Mumford, 
John Garbel, and Arthur Townsend to become 
citizens are therefore denied. 


KIRKPATRICK’S MYSTERIOUS FLIGHT. 


He Deserts His Young Wife at Charlestown, 
Ind., "lees to Texas, and Weds Again. 
JEFFERSONVILLE, Ind., Nov. 30.—[Special. ]— 
In the spring of 1881 William Kir«patrick, a 
well-known young man of this county, and 
later traveling salesman for a Chicago house, 
‘was married to Miss Elia Sharpe, daughfter 
ot James K. Sharpe of Charlestown.

She answered that 
he had married ber niece at Sedalia, Mo., and 
that they had a prettv child. McGill ac- 
quainted the lady with the fact that Kirkpat- 
rick had a wife and chila at Charlestown, 
ind.

Complainant Biaisdell Wants His Attorneys 
Removed for Exorbitant Charges. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minao., Nov. 30.—(Special.]—The 
Collom-Blaisdell case, in which .the former is 
charged with forging the notes of the latter to 
the extent of $218,000, took an extraordinary turn 
this morning, when J. T. Blaisdell, the complain- 
ant, made applica tion for the removai of Davis 
and Farnam as his attorneys.

Judge 
Smith listened to the application and postponed 
the hearing until Tuesday. The second ‘trial of 
Coliom for this gigantic forgery is to bégin some 
time next week.

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California Congressmen United in Their 
Interest for the Pacific Coast—Senator 
Hurst on Pacific Railway Affairs—En- 
glish Rallway Service. 


. “The greatest need of the country: today is 
markets,” said Senator Washburn’of Minne- 
sota, who stopped at the Grand Pacific a few 
hours yesterday on his way to Washington. 
“We are living entirely on ourselves... We must 
have foreigo markets. There is coming to be a gen- 
eral appreciation of this need. Something would 
have been done a good while ago if there had not 


* been a change in the Administration. This in- 


ternational conference isin the right direction. 
It is simply taking up the matter where it was 
dropped several years ago. One of the most im- 
portant questions Congress will have before it 
will be the matter of subsidies to steamship 
lines to carry foreign mails. There is certainly a 
strong and growing sentiment in favor of taking 
this means to extend our trade. The foreign 
trade which England and France have secured 
they have had to pay for. Why should we ex- 
pect to secure foreign trade without paying the 
price? 

“It is evident from the Postmaster General’s 
report, which was published this morning, that 
he will make a strong effort to accomplish some- 
thing in the way of a postal telegraph. I have 
been studying this matter considerably of late. 
I paia particular attention to it while in Europe 
thissummer. There nearly all the telegraph is 
operated by the Government. The business is 
most satisfactorily done, too. I have not yet 
come to a definite decision, butit looks to me 
now as if it would be cesirable for the Postoffice 
Department to operate the telegraph in 
this country. We use the telegraph more freely 
than any nation in the world. If the lines were 
operated by the Government the rates would 
without doubt be materially reduced: 

“The mutter which is important above all 
others, however, 1s a revision of the tariff. The 
duties on many things must be cut down; the 
surplus must be reduced, The legislation which 


~ we are locally interested in is the improvement 


ot the Mississippi River and lake navigation. 
Navigation on the lakes hus quite outgrown we 
Soo Canal. The silver question promises to be 
important. I’m not prepared to take a position 
on that yet, but we must stand on a solid founda- 
tion. We must have a currency which is good 
the worldover. Qnthe other hand, we do not 
want to depreciate silver. It is one of the great- 
est products of the country. I beiievé a solution 
can be found which will be satisfactory all 
around. I don’t know just what it will be, 
though.”

“The California Congressional delegation is 
divided politically but it is united for Califorma,”’ 
said Congressman T. J. Clunie. **What will 
benefit California we are allfor. The mostotf 
the United States has noi yet found out that 
there is such a place as the Pacific coast: Think 
of what the whole Pacific coust has got during 
the last twenty-five years for coast defenses! 
Only 3 per cent of the total appropriations. And 
look at the condition we are in today! A seconda- 
class pirate could sail in through the Golden 
Gate and ievy tribute on San Francisco. The 
defenses are no better than pop-guns.. Any kind 
of a war vessel could come into the harbor com- 
aging unmolested, demand $1,000,000 or 

,000.000 tribute, and sail away without having 
burned a pound of powder. We waat to get the 
country to think of the condition that half o! the 
nation is in. Why shouldn't this country be 
proud of the Pacific coast? We want a system 
of coast defenses from Puget Sound to Mexico. 
And after we get that we want a navy to bagk it. 
I believe in reducing the surplas. 

“Another measure that the coast wants is a 
total exclusion act against tne Chinamen. In 
spite of all the legislation so far passed they are 


to iand. ell, you have no idea what an easy 
matter itisfora Chinaman to become a mer- 
chant. We are getting a great number of them 
by the way of British America, too. The Gov- 
ernment might spend some of its surplus in put- 
ting a line of soidiers along its frontier, which 
would prevent anything of that kind, 

“On the silver question ‘we are all for silver. 
Free and unlimited coimage is what we want. 
The California delegation will pull together ad- 
mirably- All the members will make it their 
first duty to secure some recognition of Califor- 
nia as a part of the Union, and that the needs of 
California are something to demand the atten- 
tion of Coagress just as much as are the needs of 
New York: We are going to work hard to se- 
cure such recognition. When we finda man in 
some other part of the country ;who wants some- 
thing which he ought to have we'll support his 
measure, but we are going to see to it thar he in 
turn helps us. 

“Yes, [’m all right on the World’s Fair ques- 
tion. No one can convince me that that Fair 
ought not to come west. Thatit must come west 
is only another way of saying that it must come 
to Chicago. I am second to no one in my admira- 
tion of wonderful Chicago.”’ 


*I.do not know what the report of the Pacific 
Railroad commission will be,’ said Senator 
Hurst of California, who was at the Grand Pacific 
yesterday. * We have talked but little about 
ro hinge It is possible that there will be two 
reports. Senator Turpie is a man of strong opin- 
ions, but he says little, so I really don’t know 
what stand he may take. The debtof the Union 
Pacific is all right. -There is plenty of: security 
there. But with the Central Pacific it is a pretty 
complicated matter. I think the committee 
favors a plan by which more time should be 
granted and the hen of the Government 
extended to the branch lines of the Central 
Pacific company in California. But it is 
@ question how far the owners of the 
roaa would agree to that. Mr. Stanford 
will have nothing to say yet. He 
Says it will be time enough to settle the debt 
when itis due. That won't be for eight or nine 
years yet. If the Government were to take the 
road on account of its bonds it would then have 
to pay off the present first mortgage bonds. The 
m@ney it would require to do that would build 
two or three roads, so that it would hardiy seem 
to be a profitable thing for the Government to 
do. Mr. Huntington seems anxious that some ar- 
rangement be made to settle the matter. He 
does not want the road to make a default. He 
has @ personal pride in the matter, and will prob- 
ably try to make some satisfactory arrangement. 

* We shall try hard to do something for silver 
this winter. I don’t expect free coinage. If we 
could bring the coinage upto the maximum 
amonnt provided by the Bland bill I think that 
would bring us the relief we want. There is no 
sucn glut of silver in the market as people gen- 
erally suppose. This present .agitation is help- 
ing it. Of course it is useless and foolish to talk 
about the world getting along without silver cur- 
rency. All the gold in the world would make 
but an insignificant showing if every country 
was to really get on a gold basis. We don’t be- 
gin to have enough silver in the country. On 
this trip I have talked with bankers ali along the 
road. ‘They all complain that they can’t get sil- 
ver enough.”’ 


* You think you have pretty sharp competition 
among the railroads in this country,” said Ed- 
ward Blood of London, “but I can tell you of 
one example at home that will astonish you. 
What do you think of running a special train 
when any six passengers want one? Well, that 
is just What they are doing all the way from 
Queenstown to London. Any sx first-class 
transatlantic passengers can leave the vessel at 
Queenstown, and as quick as an engine and car 
can be got on the track they will be started for 
London, and they will be run cleur through as a 
special train. I find railroad fares cheaper in 
this couniry than they are in Europe. The fare 
from London to Paris this summer has been 
about $15. The distance is the same as between 
here and St. Louis, where the fare is only half 
as much.”’

‘HH GOVERNMENT ENCOURAGES LOTTERIES. 
. During my stay in one of the small cities 
of the State of Vera Cruz the city authorities 
erected sheds around ‘a small plazain the 
central part of the place and opened up 
gambling games in order to enrich the city 
Neasury. oor | the games were keno, 
‘roulette,<monte, dice, lotteries, etc. From 
‘the first the place was crowded with all 
from the fair sefiora who wore dia- 
monds and fine raiment to the poor peon who 
worked for 3744 cents per day. All were 
eager to risk their wealth, and seldom dur- 
ing an evening would a seat be left vacant at 
the keno tables, though 10 per cent was taken 
‘out of the “‘ pot’’ as the portion due tie city. 
Ja several occasions, to lend tone to the 
sport, a cow or sheep was brought in, and 
the winner took the animal along with the 
stakes, amid the howls and cheers of the 
players: 
The peons who could not afford to pay the 
‘price at the tables where people were willing 
to put up two or four reales on a card were 
accommodated at other tables at which the 
charge was from one and ore-haif to three 
cents. The cards on these were on account 
of the illiteracy of some of the players 
Inarked with pictures and numbers, which 
were called out together in order to give 
those who did not know one number from 
another an equal chance with the better edu- 
cated. At these tables, though the winnings 
were necessarily smull, there wus always an 
immense amount of enthusiasm and never a 
‘lack of players. 
came in for a good, fair amount of attention, 
but were generally patronized by those who 
bet beavily. Dice were patronized by all 
Classes, and it was not an infrequent- oc- 
currence to see $3 or $10 on one number and 
-a@ penny on another. ; 
_ One thing whick amused me much was the 
Manner in whict the mujority of the players 
who assembled Christmas-Eve lett the tabies 
to attend mass at 12 o’clock and retwraed 
after muss to resume te play. 
Feast days come regularly among the Mex- 
icans, in fact, I might say too regularly, for 
they grow to bea burden to*any one who 
employs men and is accustomed toabout four 
holidays ina year. From once in two weeks 
30 twice in one week an employer can expect 
to let his men off to go to churchin the morn- 
ing, acockfight in the forenoon, and a buli- 
fight in the afternoon. 
HOW A BULL-FIGHT IS MANAGED. 
Though bull-fighis rank a good second 
among the sports they have been described 
80 olten and in so many different styles that 
the ordinary account of a common bull-fignt

untrained fellows into the inclésure to risk 
their lives with an animal whose ferocity 
and agility can hardly,be concéived by one 
who has never cast eyes on gn animal of 
such strength maddened by sharp darts, the 
management usually furnished an attraction 
to divert the attention of these foolhardy 
fellows from the bull. 

These attractions were generally a liberal 
supply of live chickens and turkeys which 
were thrown among them. 

To a man who lives about seven davs per 
week on a diet of tortillas (flap-japs made of 
corn) and red peppers, and fruit, chicken 
and turkey very naturally havea great attrac- 
tion, and in their eagerness to secure a prize 
they were likely to forget the presence of the 
bull and in this way furnish alnusement tor 
the spectators. ‘ | 

During a scramble over a turkey the first 
day on which I attended a fight, the bull 
rushed upon a crowd and in an imstant frag- 
ments of ciothing and buttons were flying 
through the dir as thick as hair at a meeting 
of felines. | 

When the dust ana fog of the combat 
subsided three badly bruised Mexicans and 
a dilapidated turkey scramble@ from under 
the brute’s feet, and one young fellow whom 
I had often met on the streets and at the 
games at the plaza lay so badiy gored that he 
was unatle to move. ; | 

Quick hands seized the byll by the tail, 
and almost in an instant men swarmed upon 
him like flies on a lump of sugar, and he was 
overpowered, and the bleeding youth, whote 
fate [ never afterwards learned, was borne 
away by his friends, while the crowa left 
the ** Plazede Toros ” fully satisfied with the 
amountof excitement which they had re- 
ceived for their money. 
Horse racing, though in some localities not 
considered equal to other sports, is in this 
plece in hign favor, and the amount of 
money which changes hands on a race is as- 
tonishings One race which [attended was 
run about half a mile outside the town on a 
track which had been leveled off alongside 
the road. 

The owners of the horses were rich 
rancheros, and though the race was ouly 300 
varas, the stakes were $10,000, and the money 
which changed hands on the outside must 
have aggregated fully half that amount.-

Their faces 

are covered, their 

* arms are Dare to the 

shoulders and their 

legs to, the knees. 

INDIAN WOMAN Still the jewelry on 
outfit of American ciothing, and their toe- 
bells jingle and their bracelets clank musical- 
ly as they move through the sjeffon, says a 
writer on India in the Cosmopolitan. The 
women of the higher caste are supposed to be 
seen by no other men but their husbands, 
and their clothes are such that they cover 
their heads, and you see now and then an 
eye peeping out of the folds in the headgear. 

They are carried to the cars ia chairs and 
palanguins, which are only opened when they 
reach the doors of the women’s compart- 
ments. The high caste womhen of India sel- 
dom enjoy the scenery while traveling. The 
windows of their compartments are often so 
covered with shutters that they cannot look 


out, and during a trip of hundreds of miles 


through some of the finest seenery in the 
world I traveled in front of a Woman’s com- 
partment which was so covered with canvas 


The Follies of Fashionable life Dissected 
with an Unsparing Hand—The Friends 
of the Young Wife Who Knows Nothing 
of a Real Home—Having Married for 
Money or @ Coronet, She Proceeds to 
Waste Her Time and Learns to Loathe 
Her Husband. 


“Scrutator” in London Truth: She has 
reached her goal, and now 18 what the world 
has agreed to call “settied.” So long as her 
busband lives, and she keeps clear of the di- 
vorce court, she knows the broad outlines of 
what she has to expect. The minor details 
she fills in at her pleasure. She has married a 
man she does not love, and sold herself to an 
association frankly abhorrent to her senses. 
That is almost certain—the fairy prince of 
romance, with whom love, good looks, and a 
“fine landing” all go together, being too 
much for everyday life to exvect. Her gold- 
en prize is sure to have its base alloy. Either 
the man is personully despicable, or his char- 
acter is of the kina which no sélf-respecting 
woman would accept in her life’s companion, 

For neither personal unloveliness nor shady 
repute does the fashionable young woman of 
modern society care the traditional two 
straws. That bailiff’s daughter, with her lit- 
tle son in the background, to whom the hus- 
band was formally, but, as it turns out, only 
morganatically married—did not the lady-girl 
and her mother consult the family lawyer 
about those “lines,”’ and, when assured that 
these would not invalidate her own title be- 
cause of that purely technical hitch, did they 
not decide to accept this perjured woer, that 
bailiff’s daughter and her littie son notwith- 
standing? No moral obstacle exists tor the 
modern woman, who knows before mar- 
riage and disregards atter it circumstances in 
her husband’s life which should have been as 
a flaming sword between her and him. Ia- 
deed, she is glad if those circumstances still 
exist. They loosen the bond and give her 
more.liberty on ber own side—liberty which 
she uses to the utmost that society will al- 
low. Andasshe married the money or the 
coronet and not the man what on earth does 
it matter about heart and fidelity and all 
that / 

The modern young wife is great in friend- 
ships. She is surrounded by young men of 
desirable appearance and fascinating man- 
ners, to whom she says she plays the part of 
mentor, confidante, and elder sister general- 
ly. They are all ber dear boys; but oue is 
her dearest. Wherever you go you meet 
these two in fraternal intimacy together, 
and ber nusband indorses the bond of asso- 
ciation and writes his own name across it. 

If many smile and a few titter—if fewer 
still frown—tbe smiles and the frowns go 
for nothing. Solongasa husband protects 
his wife’s name by his own, no one has a 
right to speak; and when he is blind, no one’s 
eyes must see. This is the law of og | 
and is acted on with punctual obedience. It 
may be that the miserable little snob, who 
bas bought his wife’s beauty as be might 
have bought a picture ora statue at a sale, 
does really love the creature who has soid 
ner person but never given her heart. It 
may be that he has simply bought her as a 
beautiful ornament to his house—the sign of 
his prosperity and the seal of his social suc- 
cess. 

In either case he accepts the conditions of 
his life; but in the one he suffers, 1n tne other 
he reasons. Anyway, his marriage has none 
of the truth or digaity which belongs to mar- 
riage; end his home is as miserable as his so- 
cial circumstances are brilliant. But he hus 
done the thing with his eyes open. He 
knew that he was buying so much beauty in 
the market end that no question of whole- 
some love came into the conditions. Heart 
break or only dishonor, he accepts each and 
both with the same apparent equanimity; 
but those who know more than the rest pity 
the poor little snob for what he suffers, 
though they despise him for what he allows. 

The home of the youne wife is as little 
home in the true sense as her marriage is a 
union. Even if compelied by heaith or other 
causes to be much in the house she has no 
more the art of making that house her home 
—neither the art nor the wish. In ber own 
room, absorbed in the mysteries of her toilet, 
consulting with her maid about oer dresses, 
trying new fashions in her hair, stippiing up 
her face and doing her best to make art sup- 
ply the place of nature, she keeps herseif 
fresh and unwearied for the hour of luncheon 
—which is the true beginning of her day. 

Her housekeeper, or her cook if she has no 


regular housekeeper, bas been up into her. 


rvom with a list of provisions in hand and 
of provisions wanted, and a suggested menu 
or two, from which she can make her choice, 
Of the state of things in the worid below 
stairs, whereof she is titular mistress, she 
knows absolutely nothing. Of the kitchen 
maids and the underlings generally she 
knows neither their names nor their persons: 
when they come nor when they go; whether 
they are sick or well, happy or unhappy; 
whethér the upper servants treat them like 
human beings or worse than so many strange 
curs. To keep her hand on the reins of 
domestic government would imply a sense 
of duty which would include some personal 
trouble; and the modern young wife has 
none of the former and will undertake as lit- 
tle as possible of the latter. 

The modern young wife is never alone. A 
téte-a-téte with her husband would seem to 
her the most supremely ridiculous thing in 
he world, and as uninteresting as ridicu- 

us. To be by herseif would be too dreadful 
for endurance. She has not the smallest 
facutty for amusing or for employing her- 
seif. She never reads; sne cannot sew; un- 
less she has a real taste for some form of art 
she gives up her music and her drawing as 
too irksome to keepup. Art, of ail things, 
demands steady practice; ana the fashiona- 
bie young wife is too busy in the worla 
and with her friends to give steady practice 
to anything. 

Hence she becomes" entirely dependent on 
people for her amusement; and she is never 
without people. At luncheon, at afternoon 
tea, at dinner, she is constantly surrounded 
by her friends, who come to share her idle- 
ness and enjoy her good things. When she 
has not her dear boys she has young wives 
like herself, to whom home is a pame and 
marriage means the banker’s book; or girls 
who are graduating in the same school as 
that in which she has taken her sorry honors, 
and preparing for themselves the life to 
which she has attained. Tney run well to- 
gether. 

The corruption of the higher mofal feel- 
ings inciuded in these fashionable self-sales 
which go under the old-fashioned term of 
marriage is the same in one as in the other. 
The coid-blooded reasoning which discusses 
worldly gearon the one side and womanly 
affections on the other has no more reticence 
and no more tenderness fur the maiden than 
the wife. They are all well matched—mar- 
ried or single, wives or giris, they are beads 
on the same ring—and they are never so 
happy as when trey are gathered into a con- 
fidential knot together, discoursing on the 
best objects of wise ambition and the eligi- 
bie points of certain good partis as yet unat- 
tached. 

As for consideration for the busband, that 
isa thing which no woman of this kind thinks 
of or lives for. Outward good breeding is aii 
that, as she herself would say, she goes in 
for. Sometimes she does not get even so far 
as this, but shows to ali the world her con- 
tempt for the man whose name she bears— 
her unaffected loathing fer the father of her 
children. She has been seen to shudder yig)- 
bly when her husband has touched her hand 
in presenting her with her fan; and she has 
frowned, for all the bystanders to see, when 
he has addressed her familiarly and added 
the epithet “*My dear.” Tais kind of thing 
was not in the bond, and sbe résents it as g 
superfiuity which is the essence of imperti- 
nence. 

Such a house as these idle, luxurious, and 
undutiful young wives make at the preseat 
duy vitiates tne whole spiritual meaning of 
marriage and dries up the springs of true do- 
mesticity.

There will previous to each concert be deliv- 
ered on ‘payment to every employer of wage- 
workers as many tickets for such concert us he 
may wish, provided that if more than the capaci- 
ty of the house is calied for, then there viil be 
delivered to each employer his pruportion of the 
whole number of tickets desired. 

These tickets will be sold by him, or such per- 
son as he may select, to wage-workers in his em- 
ploy, for individual or family use, at 10, 15, and 
25 cents each, according to location, and boxts 
(tive seats) at $2.50 each. 

All seats will be reserved. ana tickets sold will 
each bear a “‘reservyed”’’ coupon attached, 
avoiding all necessity for exchange at the Audi- 
torium. ‘ 

No seats will be sold at the box office of the 
Auditorium either before or on night of conceft, 
nor wil] any seats be sold in any other manner 
whatever than as above provided for.

form sections and periods is taken up and 
explained, with numerous examples, leading 
into tne consideration of.the various musical 
forms. Again the author begins with the 
simple and elementary, leading up by easy 
stages to the complex, from the simpicst 
song torm to that of the symphony. A plan 
of auricular exercise for practical work is 
outlined from the outset and carried through 
in connection with the discussion of the vari- 
ous subjects. While there are some things in 
the treatment that cannot be unhesitating! 
commended, whatever blemishes tne wor 
may possess are overshadowed by its real 
musical value in calling further attenton to 
asubject which deserves the attention of 
every serious musician and music student, 
and equally of every one who lhstens to 
Music, whether or not he be posessed of any 
technical knowledge of the art. Even 
the highly educated musician, though 
already familar with the subject 
of formal construction, will find in the book 
much material for earnest thought, and any 
one whois not perfectiy familiar with the 
methods empioyved in building musical works 
cannot more quickly obtain such knowledge 
than by acareful and discriminating study 
upon tne lines laid down. Mr. Goodrich, it is 
understood, has devoted Many years to the 
preparation of his work, and itis one which 
every teacher of music will findof reali and re- 
markabie worthin his labors as an instructor.

How to Teat the Age of a Duck. 

George Gayer, hunter: Are you fond of duck? 
Do you shoot your game or buy it? It you buy it 
how do you know it is youngorold?

Take the duck and 
noid it at arm’s length, straight from the shoul- 
der. by the lower partor the bill. If the bill 
breaks from where it joins the meat then the 
duck is youug.

The 
duck being old the meat is tough and the bill is 
too firmly hung to break. It is an infallible rule. 


How Indians Used to Raise Corn. 

A prominent business-man of this. city who went 
with his father in 1857 to Pottawattamie County, 
lowa, then the extreme western limit of civiliza- 
tion, and who lived there several years at the 
most observing age, and who is now approaching 
50, tells how therr Indian neigtbors cultivated 
their corn. 

There were plenty of Ifidians there ana then 
all the work Was.o1 duurse done by squaws. At 
the proper time the squaws went to the corn 
field, which had been cleaned and cultivated 
from time imaemorial and prepared the ground 
with ‘‘ nigger hoes,’’ those heavy, striking hoes 
with a pole or socket for the handle in which 
they had inserted a handle not over three feet in 
length, requiring the squaw to stoop or squat as 
she worked. With thie implement they dug 
round holes about three feet in diameter and 
about three feet deep, then passing the ex- 
cavated earth through their hands, rubbing and 
crushing it as fine as flour, it was returned to the 
pit, more than filling it, the excess being rounded 
into a hill or-mound, in which the seed corn was 
carefully planted and tended till it wa big 
enough to take care of itseif. 

The Indians then left the camp and went away 
for their annual hunt, leaving only afew of the 
old and decrepit whg were unable to make the 
journey, and for whose support in the absense of 
the tribe no provision whatever was made, not 
even so much as a tepee was left them. The old 
and decrepit had to make shelter of bushes and 
bark and provide for themselves. 

The tribe went a long distance away and were 
gone till the corn came into the milk and was fit 
to roast and eat, a period they seemed to know 
by intuition, for they never failed to return the 
first day it was fitto eat. These vits were always 
dug in the same places, the. surrouning ground 
being left untouehed, The crop never faiied to 
be a good one, though uo enrichment of the soil 
Was attempted. When the Indian left and tne 
white man took the ground he found the old In 
dian cornfleids the best and most productive 
land. 

There was one exception to the rule that the 
squaw did ail the work. It Was in chopping trees. 
The noble warrior took his ax and cut kerfs on 
opposite sides of the tree he intended to fell. He 
never cut so it would fall at once, but let the 
Winds complete his work.

Why Fllaworth Lost His Life.

Ellsworth did 
not lose bis life on the result of a swaggering or 
even high-tempered act in pulling down the 
Rebel flag from the hotel at Alexandria. As a 
matter of fact, he walked up into the town with 
three companions before his command had dis- 
embarked from the Potomac steamer. His men 
were under a sort of parole to cause no trouble. 
He saw the flag and said novhing to his compan- 
ions. He walked on for afull block, and, with- 
out communicating his design to his comrades, 
walked quietly back and took down the flag. In 
doing this he was actuated solely by oa desire to 
preserve the peace, for he well knew that when 
the body of his men came up from the boat and 
saw the strange flag flying they could not be hela 
in check, and the hotei would have been torn to 
the ground. In this praiseworthy, manly act he 
lost his life.”

Marie Bashkistseff, 

artist whose strange, ingenuous diary has just 
been published, stands revealed in its pages as a 
type of the artistic temperament of the nine- 
teenth century as Benvenuto Cellini in his auto- 
biography proves himself a type of the artist of 
the Renaissance. Possessed from childhood oy 
@ passionate longing for greatness and an ia- 
tense belief in the splendor of her own destiny, 
she wore her heart out in the effort to realize 
her ambition and leave an immortal name in 
the world's memory. She longed to conquer the 
world, to play great parts before men’s eyes, to 
draw to herself both the special homage of in- 
dividuals and the devotion of vast masses of 
humanity, loyal through numberless gener- 
ations of the future. And she possessed the rare 
giftof franknesss; she was able to make her 
diary @ mirror which reveals unsparingly her cap- 
rices, her Vanities, her weaknesses, as well as her 
moments of power and exaltation. tne sad rich- 
ness and sweetness of a nature which hoped all 
things, but whose ineffable longings were baffied 
by an early death. 

“Since I have been able to think,” she says, 
“since | was 3 years old, I have always had as- 
pirations toward greatness of some kind. My 
dolls were always kings or queens; all my 
thoughts, everything I heard from those who 
surrounded mamma, always bore some refer- 
ence to this greatness whicti must one day in- 
evitably come to me.”” With one weapon after 
another she essayed her conquest of the world. 
AtSshe would be a great dancer, at 12 she 
aspired to the hand of a noble Duke, who 
had never beheld her, bus over whose 
empurpled splendor she lavished pages of adora- 
tion. At 16 her voice promised well, and she 
dreamed of a musical career, and when that 
failed her two years later she studied painting. 
But ampition always outran achievement in her 
ardent nature. Asif aware that her days were 
nambered she agonized over her wasted years. 
“If I had begun four years ago!” she watied, 
and resolved to study twice the usual number of 
hours each day in order to make up for the inef- 
fectual past. Accomplishing much, she was 
never satisfied; honors cannot come fast enough, 
praise cannot be exalted enough, to satisfy her 
inextinguishable thirst for glory. And when, 
after a few years of frantic effort and gradual 
progress, the shadowy figure of death arose be- 
fore her, when it became evident to her fevered 
soul that she must die before she could paint 
great, pictures, she fixed her last hope of distinc- 
tion upon her diary, relying upon that to save 
her from the horror of nothiugness. For “‘ this 
is the thought that has always terrified me: To 
live, to have so much ambition, to suffer, to 
weep, to struggle, and in the end td be forgotten 
—as if I had never cxisted.”’ 

Not only by her aspirations did she represent 
the modern artistic type; she embodied in her 
character its contradictions. Profoundly relig- 
jous by nature, she was intellectually a skeptic. 
The ecstasy of her devotion Jacked the serenity 
of unequivocal belief, and found voice in a cry 
ratner than a prayer. Passionately craving love 
and homage, often demanding them as her right, 
she had periods of complete self abasement, 
when she felt herseif the most worthless of 
created beings. Clinging to life with desperate 
eagerness, she sometimes longed frantically for 
death. Fora fierce, relentiess ambition contin- 
ually tortured her soul, robbing her of happiness 
in spite of tne high endowments of nature and 
fortune, and poisoning every achievement with 
discontent. It was an ushealthy, feverish, rest- 
less ambition, which ih all probability could 
never have proved effectual beeause it utterly 
lacked the serenity which must be an attribute 
of true power. Butin this absence of repose it 
was strangely symbolic of the spirit of our era, 
and in its ciffusiveness, its effort to reach out in- 
stead of upward, to set the wide world ablaze in- 
stead of kindling a clear, pure flame which 
should burn straight up to heaven and shine as 
astar. Like the art of our tiafe her nature was 
richly emotional, but in no high sense was it 
imaginative. She delighted in sensations, and she 
thought that experience and knowledge were 
the materials which would enabie her to create. 
But like her century she was too self-conscious to 
create, and she did not realize that the creative 
imagination needs no materials; a handful of 
earth and the fire of life suffice to people the 
world,

Poor Marie’s six years of devotion to art 
were marked by successes unusual among girls 
of her age, encouragements which would have 
delighted any of her fellow-students, but which 
gave her merely temporary spasms of rapture— 
sweet morsels torown to her voracious ambition. 
At 18 she entered the atelier Julian and s00n 
attracted the notice of the master, and amuzed 
Robert Fleury by the accuracy of her draw- 
ing. Soon she had but one rival among 
ber fellow-students, and she confesses to a 
spasm or two of jealousy—a generous, admiring 
jealousy—for this woman, whose future filled her 
“with wonder and sadoess.”’ After a few months 
of hara work at drawing she is permitted to han- 
dle color, and one day she is thrown into the 
deepest and darkest cave of gioom by Julian's 
amazement that with her talent she should find 
itso dificult to paint. “There is nothing left 
me but to die!’ she feels. But she bravely con- 
quers the feeling and works on, striving, like 
Delacroix, to crowd two days’ work in one and 
thus cheat time and death of their conquest. 

At last she gets into the Salon and her work is 
praised—circumstances which scarcely enrapture 
her as much as she had hoped. She be- 
comes engrossed in her art and discov- 
ers a new theory of life. ‘‘Everything seems 


| petty and uninteresting, everything except my 


work. Life, taken thus, may be Dbeautifui.”’ 
She is talked about by the great artists, this 
pretty and talented girl of noble birth, ana she 
meets many of them. Bastien Lepage does not 
please her much at first. “ He is very small, 
very fair, wears his huir A la Bretonne (cut 
square across the forehead), has a retroussé pose, 
and the beard of a youth. I was altogether 
taken aback. I adore his painting, Dut it is im- 
possible to regard him with the respect due to a 
master. You wunt to treat him as a comrade, 
and his paintings are there to fill you with ad- 
miration, astonishment, and envy. He has tne 
air of a good little man who is very well 
satisfied with himself—this Bastien.’’ After- 
wards she likes him better. “Ah, how glorious a 
thing is genius! This ugly little man appears to 
me more beautiful and more attractive than an 
angel. One would like to spend one’s life listen- 
ing to him and watching him in his sublime la- 
bors.” “He has gray eyes.” she Says again, 
* the exquisite charm of which vulgar souls can- 
not be expected to appreciate; . eyes 
that have looked into tue eyes of Jeanne d'Afc.”’ 
If they were as deep and as rapt as hers hey 
must have veen wonderful indeed. We havejall 
seen Lepage’s blue-eyed muid of Orleans, 0 
seems to be looking at the Great White Throne 
itself, so pure, so serene, so earnest is her cazq; 
the ill-iated Bastien’s most famous picture hi 
visited us, and it is. now in the Boston Museu 
of Art, lost to its native country. 

Marie and the great artist became warm 
friends, and when Lepage lay slowly dying she 
went every day to comfort him. Butsoon a 
swifter enemy struck her down, and when the 
days were fine the feeble Bastien was carried up- 
stuirs by his brother to repay her visits. And 
the two artists—he who had achieved and she 
who had aspired—sat together for hours wonder- 
ing at the decrees of fate. She wore one doy a 
morning gown of plush and lace—white, bat dif- 
ferent whites. The gray eyes of Bastien Lepage 
gleamed with something of the old fire. ‘Anh! 
if I could only paint!" he said. 

Marie died first after all. 

We spoke of her character as typical of the 
artistic feeling of this age. Perhaps her early 
death 1s not without significance. not unsuggest- 
ive of the strenuous youthfulness of modern art, 
of the enormous labor which masters the tools 
of art and then knows not bow to use them for 
the creation of works supremely great. of the 
spirit which sees but does not think, which feels 
but does not imagine, which strives but does not 


rest. \

New YorK, Nov. 30.—The stock market today was 
active, feverish, pat and weak.and prices are 
materially lower all over the list than last evening, 
notwithstanding the favorable bank statement. The 
bears were extremely active and aggressive, and 
large amounts of shorts were put out, but the heav- 
jest liquidations seen for a long time was indulged 
in and in a few stocks prices came down with 
a run. The trusts were .again prominent in 
the downward movement, and while Chicago Gas 
was forced off still further it became comparatively 
firm in the last hour. and was supported at from 1 to 
2 per cent above the lowest figure. Sugar took its 
piace, however, and long stocks came out tiberaliy, 
and before the close of the session 58 was reached, 
against 6% jastevening.

MARKETS. 


The leading produce markets averaged dull 
Satarday, with no feature of special interest ex- 
cept those attending the sudden: collapse of tne 
cerner in November corn. News was scarce, 
and much of the business transacted in produce 
was in the changing over of stuff the delivery of 
which on December contracts will be in order 
Monday. 

Simon said “‘thumbs up” inthe corn crowd 
Friday, and yesterday his pronunciamento was 
“thumbs down.’ It was a short struggie for one 
with so wide a range,corn nearly doubling its price 
and sinking back aghin, all within the compass 
of two days. The suddenness of the movement 
made it asuccess in both directions. By not 
springing it till pear the close of the month the 
engineer of the deal avoided loss by having to 
take and pay for a big lot of corn coming in from 
other points, which might haveswam a strong 
man had tne shorts received a fortnight’s notice, 


‘By breaking it suddenly a lotof *“tailers” were 


left out in the cold, ana fully 150,000 bu of cash 
No. 2 had to be sold at the reduction 
instead of being forced on the cornerer 
at the top. Some men who had worked hard 
Friday night to get corn into elevator, some of it 
from track and some from private bouscs, were 
not well pleased when they found themselves 
obliged to accept 34c instead of the 60c or more 
they had expected. Others who sold near the 
top Friday and ran the risk of not being able to 
get the grain into store fared better, One man 
who was short to a rather large extent had the 
courage to hold on through the whole excite- 
ment, and finally covered at 32clz. How some of 
the less fortunate ones did envy bim! 

The November corner in corn was not a big 
one as measured by volume of grain. Possibly 
the total did not éxceed 700,000 bu. Of this about 
300,000 bu was credited by ramor with having 
been through Lamson’s office and settled at 58c. 
Hutchinson was said to have settled with Boy- 
den for 110,000 bu at @c and with Norton-Worth- 
ington for another considerable quantity. The 
little ones were numerous, but their ghortage did 
not make a large aggregate. At one time it was 
surmised to be probable that the deal would be 
repeated for December, but that opinion was not 
long entertained. 

About 700.000 bu by two men and 150,000 bu by 
several smaller ones, mostly receivers, is the 
way a veteran summed it up in the afternoon - 
regard to the corn deal.

e exports of wheat and flour from the Atlan- 
tic Seaports Saturday were about 380,000 bu. It 
was rumored that during Wednesday and Friday 
ocean freight room had been taken in New York 
for 79 Doat-loads of grain, which was surmised to 
be mostly wheat, and men in the trade here 
professed to anticipate a better export move- 
ment forthe next few weeks, which they said 
will be partly a consequence of the closure of 
Russian ports for the winter. Deliveries of 
wheat by English farmers for the week wére 
large, and it was expected that Monday's state- 
mentof our visible supply will show it to have 
increased about 1,500,000 bu during the week. 

A Wall street man writes as follows in regard 
to animal and vegetable tats: 

“A corn crop of 2.000,000,000 bu, raised in 
1888, means a large crop of fat hogs. A large 
hog crop of fat hogs means cheap lard; and that 
also means ehcap lard oil. Have you caught on? 
Lard eighteen months ago was 9c a pound in 
Chicago, now it is 6c and less, Thecorn crop ctf 
1889 was also 2,000.000,000 bu. This will indicate 
5c @ pound for lard within the next twelve 
months. Instead of 75c per gallon, lard oil is a 
trifle above 0c a gallon. Now comes the se- 
quence of the corn crop. Lard and lard oil are 
the measurer of all grease and oil, from the 
whale to the menhaden. The vegetable oil 
(cotton-seed oil) gets old and rancid, and. as it 
has not gone through fire, it becomes stale and 
ouly fit for soap-grease. Cheap corn and cheap 
oats mean cheap oil-cakes for fattening cattle. 

About 34,000 tes lard were shipped from Chi- 
cago last week. The receipts of flour and grain 
for the same time footed up 3,436,000 bu, and the 
shipments 2,897,000 bu. 

New Yurk reported 73.000 ‘sacks flour, 8,000 bu 
wheat, and 176,000 bu corn, taken for export.
